CHARLES HOMK 
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P R E F A C E.. 

TO expatiate on tHe advantages and neceflity 
of an acquaintance with the hiftory of this 
country, in regard to its inhabitants in general, is 
evidently fuperfluous : the "only queftion for our 
confideration is, what form of Englifh hiftory is 
beft calculated for their ufe. - Our^ ancient hifto- 
rians, who wrote chiefly in the Latin language, 
have alm(^ univerfally tranfmitted their accounts 
in the form of Chronicles : whilft the generality of 
modem authors^ in this and other countries, have 
adopted a more difFufive, connected, and fyftema* 
tie mode of writing . hiftory. Both thefe methods 
have their defefts, and their advantages. The 
jftriit chronological order, fuch as we meet with in 
that invaluable monument of antiquity, the Saxon 
Chronicle y is generally dry, unentertaining, and un- 
connedted; but then it has the advantage of com- 
preffing much matter within a narrow compafs, it 
gives little fcope to the prejudices of the hiftorian, 
and it leaves the reader at liberty to draw his own 
conclufion% form his o\^n fyftems, and think for 
hirafelf. On the other hand, the regular fyftematic 
hiftory, in which events are traced up to their fup- 
pofed. caufes, and followed down to their moft: 
remote confequences, fuch as we poffefs in the ce- 
lebrated work on the fame fubjeft by the relation 
of our author, as it requires a greater exertion of 
induflry and talents in the writer, fo it is undoubt- 
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vi PREFACE. 

edly more entertaining and frequently more in- 
ftruftive to the reader. But then is noit the ^fitter 
expofed at every Hep to become the dupe of the 
writer's prejudices, in addition to his own, and of 
being mifled by his too fubtile refinement, which 
as often mifleads mankind as does a ftupid igno- 
rance? To what other caufc, but to the prejudices 
of hiftorians, is it owing, that, inftead of a faith- 
fill, unclouded mirror of the paft events of this 
country, we have Whig hiftories of England, and 
Tory hiftories, Church of England hiftories, Calvi- 
niftical hiftories, and Roman Catholic hiftories ? It 
is evident, likewife, that ingenious men, by too 
deep and refined fpeculations on caufes and events, 
often overflioot the mark, and miflead others as 
well as deceive themfelves. Hence they frequently 
make fa<fts bend to theories, inftead of deducing 
theories from fadts: in their eyes every movement 
in the political world forms part of that intricate 
fyftem, which, perhaps, was firft called into exift- 
ence in their own clofets; and they hardly know 
how to make any allowance for the caprice, the in- 
confiftency, and the folly, to which we know the 
great are fully as fubje£t, as perfons are in inferior 
ftations. The philofophical differtations on hiftory, 
that are now frequently publiftied, may claim k fu- 
periority oVer the plain chronological narrations of 
our anceftors ; but certajnly they are much lefs en- 
titled to the name of Hiftories, and are by no means 
fo well calculated for general ufe ; which requires a 
fimple and con traded form, at once for the advantage 
of common underftandings atld of narrow finances;

In pointing out the refpedive inconveniencies^ 
to which die two above mentioned modes of writ- 
ing hiftory are liable, if is by no means intended to 
convey an idea, that all difFufive hillories are calcu- 
lated to miflead, or that all chronological accounts 
are void of entertainment. There are few perfons 
who do not read the fpirited Chronological Abridge 
meni of the Hiftory of France^ by the trejiient lie- 
-nault^ with as much pleafure as the more volumi- 
nous work of Mezerai'. 

It was from an admiration of the above-menti- 
oned work, on which the late king of Pjuffia, 
amongft other qualified judges, has beftowed fuch 
high encomiums*, and from a convidion of its 
being in the fame degree entertaining and inftruc- 
dve, that the author of the prefent workwas induced 
to aim at an imitation of it, by reducing our hiftory* 
hi to the fame form, with as much of the fame fpi- 
rit as it was in his power to catch. It was wiitteiT 
fome years ago, for the ufe of a beloved relation, 
without the moft diftant view of its ever feeing the 
light ; but happening to fall into the hands of a 
literary friend, whofe opinion has a deferved weight 
with the author, a't that gentleman's fuggeftion it 
is now fubmitted to the public. 

To thofe, who are engaged either in the fea or 
land (ervice,^ and whofe library muft neceffarily be 
of the moft contracted' and portable kind, it is 
prefumed that the prefent work cannot but be ac- 
ceptable. Other perfons, whofe frtuation allows

them to have more voluminous works at hand, on 
the fame important fubjeft, even they, who are 
beft acquainted with it, may perhaps flill find this 
work ufeful, as a book of reference for every im- 
portant event in the hiftory of England, down to 
the acceflion of his prefent Majefty's family. 

But it is more particularly intended as a proper 
book to put into the hands of the young of both 
fexes, to imprefs on their memories the moll re- 
markable and leading fads in our hiftory, and to 
give them a knowledge of the periods of time 
when the events happened, under what king's reign, 
and who were the then cotempor^ry fovereigns of 
the other European kingdoms. 



A CHRO- 
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HISTORY of ENGLAND. 



TH E difFerent accounts of the origin of the 
Britons are fo very fabulous, that it is 
impoflible to trufl to any of them implicitly. 
The opinion I thinjc moft to be credited afcribes 
their defcent to a- tribe of the Celtae or Gauls, 
the original inhabitants of France, as their man- 
ners and cuftoms were much alike. They were 
divided into many petty ftates, and had the 
fame fuperftitious religion as the Gauls, which 
was that of the Druids ; who contrived not only • 
to be their priefls, but like wife their lawgivers, 
keeping, every body but themfetves in total ig- 
norance. 

The ancient Britons were a flout hardy race of 

people, cloathed in the (kins of wild beafts ^ 

they lived moftly in the wood?, and what they

called cities were dwellings little better than huts 
covered with turf: thefe were generally buift 
pretty clofe together, encircled with a ditch. 

The PiSs, who dwelt in what is now the low- 
lands of Scotland, and the Scots, who dwelt in. 
the mountainous part, have an origin fully as 
fabulous as that of , the Britons.

Julius Caefar, having over-run GattI, deter- 
mined likewife to fubdue the tbarbarous Britons ; 
for which purpofe he landed, as it is fuppoftd^ 
near Deal, and eafily defeated fuch as oppofed 
him, by his fuperior difcipline ; biit wipter ^p- 
-preaching, he returned to Gaul, parrying .wilh 
him fome of the natives as hoftages, more being 
promifed to be fent to him : but the inhabitants 
negleSIng to do this, Ca&far returned the next 
•fummer, and defeated them, united under a leader 
called Caffivelaunus. Csefar afterwards crofled the 
Thames, and obliged them to give proper hof- 
tflges for the payment of an annual trihpte ; ^fter 
which he returned with his army to Gaul. 

The death of Julius Csefar, and the cimiI 
wars of the Romans, prevented I heir everthirtl^- 
ing of the Britons, until tl*e reign of Claudius ; 
when, on pretence of their refufing to piy 
tribute, ' . ' 

Ann. Dom. 43, 

Plautius arrived in Britain with an army, stnd 
gained feveral viQories over the inhabitants ; on 
which Claudius went over himfelf to receive 
the fubmiflion of feveral of their ilates.

.Oftorius Scapula, who governed in Bntstirtf 
gave the Britons a great overthrow, and took

tlieir leader Caraftacus prifoner, whom he fent 
to Rome. 

Suetonius PauIInus, invcfted with the com- 
mand, attacked and deftroyed the iilaiid Mona 
(now Anglefey), the refidenca of the cliief 
Druids, and the center of their fuperftitious 
rites. He likewife defeated the Batons, com- 
manded by tl^ir queen Boadicea, who poifoned 
herfelf to avoid tailing into* the hands of the 
conqueror. 

Julius Agricola, who commanded in the 
jcigns of Vefpafian, Titus, and Domitian, was 
the real conqueror of the Britons; for, having 
defeated them in feveral aSiqi^^s, he forced the 
Scots and PiQs into, the mountainous parts of 
Caledonia, and defeated them under their leader 
Galgacus. He drew a chain of garrifous from the 
f^h of Clyde to that of Forth, which cffedlu- 
ally fecured the fouthern provinces froni the 
northern barbarians. 

The emperor Adrian, when he vifited Britain, 
built a rampart of earth betwixt the riv«r Tyne 
and Solway frith., abandoning a}ltothe\north of 
that to the Scots and Pi6is; and Severus added 
feveral fortifications to this rampart, fo that all 
to the fouth remained quiet and peaceable, dur- 
ing the time the Romans continued amongft 
them. But in

The Romans themfelves being harrafltd l>y 
northern invaders, were obliged to recal their 
diftant legions, amongft the reft thofe from Bri- 
tain. The Scots and Pi€ts, finding the Romans 
gpne, broke ^brioufly over the rampart, and 
committed the grcateft barbarity. In

The Britons fent to Rome for aid ; but the 
Romans were not in a fituation to (end them 
any ^ therefore the Britons, upon this, by the ad- 
vice of their leader Vortigem, craved afliftance 
from the Saxons, a warlike but favage people^ 
inhabiting the northern parts of Germany. A 
body of 1600, under the command of the bro- 
thers Hengift and Horfa, immediately failed to 
their relief, and eafily defeated the Scots and 
PiQs, whom they drove back to the north ; birt 
themfelves delighting in the appearance of Bri- 
tain, they determined on flaying there : accord- 
ingly they took pofleifion of the ifle of Thane t, 
and fent for reinforcements of their countrymep. 
Swarms of Saxons, Jutes, and Angles, imme- 
diately came over with O^a, another brother of 
Hengift, whom he placed in Northumberland, 
whilft he remained in Kent. Horfa-, before tliis 
time, was killed in one of the aSions with the 
natives. 

In a courfe of years the Saxons conquered the 
whole country, and divided it into (even king- 
donis, called the Heptarchy, or. the Nation of 
Seven.

The Britons, now entirely difpoflefled of their 
country, fled either into Cambria, on the other 
fide the Severn, or into Armorica, now Britany. 

The kings of the heptarchy changed the name 
of their conqueft from Britain to England ; and 
Cambria, now Wales, they called Wallifli Land. 

About this time Chriftianity began to be pro- 
pagated in England, owing to Bertha, daughter 
of Charibert, king of Paris, marrying Ethelbert, 
king of Kent. She, being a Chriftian, ftipo- 
.. • lated

?ated for the free ufe of her religion ; on which 
pope Gregory fent over Auguftine, a Benedic- 
tine monk, whofoon afterwards converted Ethel- 
bert, and in progrefs of time the whole kven 
nations became Chriftians. 

There was fometimes peace and fometimes 
war amongft the kingdoms of the heptarchy, for 
near two centuries, ^ till at laft, about the year 
&27, they were all obliged to yield to the fupe- 
rior abilities of the king of Weffex, who joined 
th^ whole into one kingdom*

effeSualiy, that they fled either into Wales or be- 
yond the fea. Alfred, finding his affairs in fo hope- 
fefs a Rate, was obliged to conceal himfelf at a 
neat-herd's in the little ifland of Athelney, where 
hearing that Obdune earl of Devon had not only 
defended Kenwith caftle, hot had totally defeated 
the Daitcs, flain their leader Hnbba, and taken 
their enchanted Reafen or ftandard, he acquainted 
his friends where he was, who xrollefted an army 
with great privacy at Erixton, near Sellwood 
foreft. Alfred, having gone info the enemy^a 
army for fome days as a minftrel, attacked them^ 
and gained fo complete a viSc^ over Guthurm, 
that he was not afraid of placing thofe that cbo'e 
to be baptized in*Elaft Anglia and Northumber- 
land, the others he fent back to Denmark. 

Alfred, being now pretty ^ree from the incur- 
fions of the Danes, turned his thoughts to the 
good of his fnbjeds. He divided the kingdom 
into fliires, tythings, and hundreds, formeid a re- 
gular militia for the defence o£ the natipn, and 
compiled fuch a code of laws, as occafioncd juf^ 
lice to be diftributed quickly, and more regu- 
larly than had ever been known before, fo that 
B England,

Edric, forgetting the duty he owed his king, 
bdiaved in io infolent a manner^ that the king, 
who had always hated the traitor, though he 
gained by tlie treafon^ ordered him to be put to 
deatli. 

Canute^s power 4>eing firmly eftabliflied in 
England, he went over to Denmark to refift the 
attacks of the Swedes, and carried with him a 
body of Englifti troops, under the command of 
earl Goodwin, a chieftain who behaved in fuch a 
manner as induced Canute to love him and the 
Englifh nation ever after.

Canute, upon another eJccurfion to Denmark j 
aftacked and expelled Olaus, kjng of Norway, 
of which kingdom he got the fpvereignty. Thus 
fatiating his ambition, he teturnfed to England, 
and attended to the good of hisfubjefts, and to 
aAs pf devotion, which at that time confift^ 
ed in building and endowifig monafteries.

nephew Edward from Hungary, who arrived 
with his children, Edgar Atheling, Margaret, and 
Chriftina : but fopn after his arrival^ prince 
Edward died„ which again revived Harold's 
hopes. 

HaroM, to pave his way more eafily to the 
crown, perfuaded the king to allow him to go ta 
Normandy to releafe his father's hoftages ; at 
which time he took a folemn oath to William: 
duke of Normandy, to alTifl him to the utmoft 
of his power in his pretenfions to. the Engliih 
throne, which it is fuppofed were occaiioned by 
Edward's commiflioning the arch bifhop of Can* 
terbury to acquaint William, that he meant him 
for his fiicceflbr. ^William paid a vifit to the 
king of Engtiand, when it is imagined this was 
confirmed.

Having got pofleilion of Harold^s treaflires,, 
and many Urgeffes by Wjay of prefents from the 
nobility, though naturally covetous, he beftowed 
them ve»y plentifully amongft his Norman fol- 
lowers. 

He btrodueed impartial and rigorous juftice, 
kept his army in drift difcipline, and intermar- 
rying the natives with the Normans, endeavoured 
by that means to make them but one nation. 
/ He built a new convent near Haftings, which 
he called Battle Abbey, to perpetuate his viSory, 
under a pretence of praying for the fouh of the 
flain in that adion. He likewife buHt caftles in 
different parts of England, which he filled with 
Norman foldier^ to keep the native^ in awe^

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William confirmed Edgar in the earldom of 
Orford, which had been conferred on him by 
Harold. ^ ' 

The king, having as he thought fettled his 
government in England on a firm bafis, went 
over to Normandy (leaving Odo, bifhop of 
Baieux, and William Firzofborne, regents in his ' 
abfence); where he flayed feveraJ months. feafting 
ancfreioicing ; tijl accounts were fent him, that 
the Englifh were revolting in all parts, on which, 
he immediately repaired: to England, and quelled 
the infurreaion, which he punifhed with grfeat 
feverity. 

His wife,^ Matilda, arrived from Normandy ;. 
fctwas foon afterwards crowned, and delivered 
«fafon, who was named Henry. Their other 
three fons, Robert, Richard, and- William,, 
^refeft in Normandy, where they were born.^ 

1068. 
Anewrebellionbroke out, which William like- 
^ife fubdued ; but the cruelties he committed oa 
the Englifh were intolerable.. Edgar Atheling^ . 
<lreadbg that he might fall a facrifice to his fufpi- 
rions, fled to Scotland with Cofpatrick^ earl of 
Northumberland, taking with him his fifters, 
J^rgaret and Chriftina, the former of which 
Malcolm took to wife. 

1069* 
Harold's three fons, who had retired to Ffe- 
*^^i made a defcent in Devonlhire ; but, after 
^veral rencounters, were obliged to return. 

Another 
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1070. 

Another violent rebellion broke out, to afliff 
vhich the Danes were invited over ; but Wil- 
fiam contriving to bribe their connnancfer to 
leave England, the natives fell an eafy prey to 
him. He now took the opportunity of introdu- 
cing the feudal law into England, for Which pur* 
pofe he divided nearly the whofe kiagdom 
amongil his moft powerful Norman barons, who 
Were allowed to feu out theil- pofleflions into 
fmaller parcels ; every c»ie being obliged to fuf- 
m0\ troops for wir^ according to tte quantity 
be pofleffed. 

He iikewife difarmed the Engliih, and 6r« 
dered that no light flionld be Teen in their hou(es 
after eight o'cfoci ; for which purpofe a belt 
Ihoutd ring at that hour, when they were to 
cover aH their fires. This bell afterwards w»s 
called the curfeu. 

William, determining to abdifii the Englidi 
language, ordered aH* the children to be tauffht 
French, and alt law proceedings to be tranfaated 
in that language. So that England was become 
little better than a nation offlaves. 

1073* 
Philip, kin^ of France, attacked Normandy ; 
but, not meeting with much fuccefs, he fooit 
concluded a peace with the king ofEngladd. 

Edgar Atbeling returned from Scotland, and 
ftibmitted himfelf to William, who received 
him very favourably, and fettled an allowance 
on him of a pound of filver per day»

The king's foR Robert rebelted^ MaAhsA nearly 
made himfelf mafler of Ncnaaaiidy ; when the 
king went over these nidi aa arm^ of Engltih ; 
and inan ftStioaibobert wounded his father with- 
<wt kiM»wia^ him : but upon difcovering what he 
had dane» R had fuch an effeS on him that he 
imnsediately fubmitted» His father never hear- 
tily forgave him, but carried him over to Eng« 
land» under a pretence of fending him againft the 
Scots^ 

T079. 

Accordingly Robert went agatnft that natfonj 
Vut ft treaty was concluded without any thing 
remarkable being done. Only Robert, during 
>iis expedition, founded the city of Newcaftlb^* 

TTiBiifti xiaftifed the Welih for their incur- 
fions in Enghmd. ^Heifer daOnatifeT^mc 
rfLondon, to keep the city in awe. 

Pope Gregory VD. (ent a nuncio, with a de^ 
mand on WiHiam to do homage for England % 
which he pofitively refufed, and publiihed an 
edia, forbiddhig hisfubjeds acknowledging^ any 
pope tilt he had approved of him. ^ 

WilKam, being now eftablifhed hi peace, or» 
dered an exaft furvey to bt taken of every per* 
fon's eftate, and what fv^y one was worth, in 
the kingdom ^ which was called Doomfday 

1079. 
The king, being very fond of hunting, depo- 
pulated a country in Hampfhire, of above thir- 
ty-fix miles in compafs^ as a receptacle for 

wild 
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wild beads,, now called the New Foreft. Thi» 
year his quee)i Matilda died. 

Canute, king of Denmark, made great pre- 
parations for a defcent on England, which ended 
in nothing. However William, who was ex- 
tremely covetous, made this a pretence to raife 
fix (hillings on every hyd^of land in England. 

1087., 
William,, though now grown very unwieldy, 
went over to Normandy,, and* carried on a 
bloody war with the king of France, being 
highly exafperated againil him for a jeft he had* 
made on hb corpulency* He was taken \\l 
ofiL fever at Mantes, and carried back to Kou- 
en, and died the 9th of September 1087, *^ 
Hermentrude, a country houfe near Rouem 
He left Normandy to his fon Robert, England 
to William, and only a fum of money to Henry. 
Richard was already dead.

Wiliiam, if poflible, was more covetous than 
his father : his exadions on the Englifli were in- 
supportable ; he like wife kept the benefices va-. 
cant for years, and retained the income of them 1 
himfelf.

William invaded his bitother's patrimony^ of I 
Normandy 5 but in a (hort time they were recon- 
ciled, and entered into an agreement, that if ei- 
ther of them (hould die without heirs, the fur- 
vivor (hould fucceed to his dominions* 

Malcolm^ 
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1093. 

Malcolm, Irng oTScodand, inyaded England, 
but was killed in an adion near Alnwick^ which , 
inteiTupted the regular fucceflion, in that king- 
dom, for feme years, as his brother Donald 
feized the throne, though Malcolm had left fons 
who were minors. 

In this war Malcolm had with him one Wal- 
ter, who had fled from Wales, whom he made 
grand fteward of his houfh old: from this Wal* 
ter fpruDg the race of the Stuarts, who reigned (6 
long over Scotland, and who likewife fucceeded 
to the Englifli throne. 

Margaret, Malcolm's wife, only furvived him 
three days; on which Edgar Atheling retired 
intp England, taking with h«m Malcolm's young 
children. 

1094. 

The king again quarrelled with his brother 
Robert, and not only inftigated his barons, by 
bribes, to declare againft him, but he prevailed 
on the king of France to withdraw his protec- 
tion.— But whilft he was thus , fuccefsfully em- 
ployed in Normandy, he was obliged to return 
to England, owing to an incurfion of the Welfh, 
which he fopn quelled, without much difiicuky. 

1 A conlpiracy was formed to dethrone William, 
tnd to place Stephen, count of Aumale, on the 
throne; but the king's alertnefs prevented its 
taking effea.

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1096. 

Every fmaller warfare was fwalloWed tip thli 
year by the Crufade to the Holy Land, for thi 
recovery of Jerufalem out of the hands of th< 
Mahometans. This war Avas reco^nnended bj 
the pope, andpreached up every where byPetej 
the Hermit. Such Numbers took the badge (J 
•re4 crofs wore on the right flioulder) that itap' 
peared as if all Europe was frantic. In thij 
number were Robert and his brother, who moit- 
g^ged Normandy to him for a fum fufficienttii 
enable him to join the Crufaders. 

1098. 

William again fleeced the Englidi. He 1^- 
huilt London bridge, furrounded the Tower of 
London with a thick wall, and alfo built a 
very large room, called Weftminfter Halli 
He likewife rebuilt Carlifle, as a curb onM 
Scots, after Edgar Atheling's expedition to M 
kingdom, where he had been fent with an armyj 
to reinftate his nephew Edgar, fon of Malcotaj 
on the throne. After tliis, Edgar Atheling 
joined duke Robert in the Holy Land. 

1099. 

Whifft Wniiam was hunting in the Ne^ 
Foreft, a meflenger arrived with news that the 
count Helie had taken Mantes, and was lefeg^ 
ing the citadel. He immediately turned 1"^ 
horfe's head to the fea, and rode full fpeed ^^ 
Dartmouth, and ordered them to carry hini over 
to Normandy. Upon their remonftrating t^^^^ 
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it bleW" a ftorm, he perfifted in proceeding* 
afting them, i£ ever they heard of a king being 
drowned ? 

He was fo expeditious that he furprized the 
enemy,' and took the count prifoner. 

1 his year the Crufaders took Jerufalem, put^ 
ting forty thoufand Saracens to the fword. 
Duke Robert was offered the fovereignty; but, 
on his refufal^ it was given to Godfrey of Bqu* 
logne. 

lioo. 

The earl of Poitiers Hkewife mo)-tgaged hil 
dominions to William, of Guienne and Poitou> 
to enable him to go to the Holy War. 

The king entered intocontefts with the clergy, 
particularly with Anfelm, archbifliop of Can- 
terbury. 

The pope iiow began to difpute with the em- 
peror concerning theele^ion of popes ; for they 
were as yet valid> without being confirmed by 
^ke emperor ; and Hkewife concerning the right 
rf inveftitures of biihops, which the crowned 
^ad§ had been accuftomed to perform, by pre- 
senting them with- a ring and a crofie^ It was 
tWe difputes that gave rife to the deadly feuds of 
'he Guelphs and Ghibbelins. 

As William was one day hunting in the New 
Poreft, he had with him i)tie Walter Tyrrel, a 
f^renchman, who, to iliew his dexterity, aimed 
^n arrow at a flag, which glancing againft a 
iree (hot the king through the heart. On which 
accident Tyrrel immediately rode to the fea-fide, 
D and 
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and embarked for the Holy Land. The king'^ 
body was found by the country pedple, and his 
fervants carried it in. a cart, that day, the iecond 
of Auguft, to Winchefter, where it was jiri— 
lately interred.

The nobles, in general,, efpoufed his 
JilbelrslL c^"fe ; t>»'t finding the populace incline to Henry, 
fence, who was bom in England, rather than enter into 
afccndethc a civil war, they gave way, and Henry 'was 
4100.^' crowned king, by Maurice, bifliop of Londen, 
fome days after tlie death of William. 
He began his^reign in a very promifing man- 
. ner, by reforming the very flagrant abufes of the 
court, abolilhing the (lavidi cuftom of the co\ 
feuy and granting a chatter, by which he con 
med many of the Saxon laws. He likewife 
fixed a flandard for weights and meafures. 
not. 
Henry recalled Anfelm, archbifliop of Can- 
terbury, who had been baniflied in the former 
reign ; and foon afterwards married Matilda, 
niece of Edgar AtheKng, and daughter to Mal- 
colm,, king of Scotland. A^ ihe was defcended 
from the Saxon kings, it tgave great joy to the 
kingdom. ' ^ 

Robert, on his return to 'Normandy, learning 
what had happened, invaded England ; but not 
finding himfelf fo powerfully fupported as he ex- 
peflsd, made a treaty with'his brother, by which 
he was to receive three thoufand merks annu- 
allly. 

Henry was to retain the crown ; and, if either 
:t>rother died without heirs, the furVJvor was to

Louis a^ain efpoufed thecaufe of Robert's fon, 
whom he created earl of Flanders ; but a peace 
was foon afterwards concluded, arid Henry's fear* 
allayed, by the death of the new earl, who wa^ 
killed in a (kirmiih at Aloft.

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Stephen, fofl Q T E P H E N, who had been the moft for-* 
^^*/!/f*aid S^ ward in dcing homage to Matilda, had, in 
MelaJ hb own mind, njrmed views on the crown ; he 
daughter of therefore inftantly, on the death of Henry, 
^fi^;^'*^pofted to England, and, by the afliftance of his 
and^hcrc- brother, and feveral others of the principal 
fore nephew clergy (who were gained by that brother, he 
ino^nud' ^»"S biftiop of Winchefter) was crowned by 
the ihronc William archbifhop of Canterbury ; wirll know- 
1135* ing, that if he was once in poflefllon of the crown, 
it would be a dffficult matter to take it from him.

Stephen, finding that he was not likely to keep 
the crown quietly, gained the friendfhip of the 
king of France, by giving up Normandy to his 

own 
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own fon Euftace, who accordingly did homage 
for it to that king. 

A very general revolt took place, by moft of 
the barons of England, againft Stephen, at the 
head of which was Robert earl pf Gloiicefter. 

Whilft Stephen was engaged with thefein 
the heart of England, David, king of Scotland, 
invaded the northern part, in favour of his niece 
Matilda ; but, at the Infligation of Thurftan, 
archbifhop of 'York, an army was raifed, and 
David defeated near Northallerton. This was 
called the war of theftandard, from a high cru- 
cifix the Engliih placed in a waggon. 

Matilda was Invited over by the malecontents^t 
who promifed to acknowledge her as their queen. 
She accordingly arrived, and a bloody war was 
carried on for fome time, , in which Stephen 
ftewed himfelf a mati of great bravery and abili-?-

At a battle fought near Lincoln, Stephen's*^ 
army was defeated, and himfelf taken prifoner. 
He was immediately fent to Briftol, and ignomi* 
nioufly put in chains. 

During this conteft Stephen had likewife great 
(iifputes with the clergy, in which, fometimes, 
his brother was with him, but oftener againft 
him. 

Matilda 
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Matilda gained over to her party the bifliopof 
Winchefter ; but he fcon quarrelled with her, 
on account of her very haughty and imperious 
behaviour, and entered into a confpiracy with 
the people of London, and the Kentifh men, to 
feize her perfon ; on which flie fled firft to Ox- 
ford, and then to Winchefter, where flie was 
clofely befieged, and prefled by famine. In her 
retreat from thence, the earl of Gloucefter was 
taken, and afterwards exchanged for king Ste- 
phen ; which blew up the flames of civil war, 
higher than ever. 

1142. 

The two parties being pretty equaHy balanced, 
earl Robert went over to Normandy, which had 
yielded to the earl of Anjou, Matilda's hufband, 
and perfuaded him, to fend over his fon Henry 
with him to England. 

1 143. 

The bifhop of Winchefter obtained a fubfidy 
for Stephen, to carry on the war.

Louis Vrr. king of France, led another cru- 
fade to the Holy Land, taking his wife Eleanor 
with him, daughter and heirefs of William duke 
of Guienne^ Upon the return of Lcuis, two 
years afterwards, he obtained adivoixe from her, 
on pretence- of their being too nearly related ; but 
the truth was, he fufpeSed her of infidelity to 
his bed^ with a young Saracen. The earl of 
Aujou died about this time. Henry, his. fon, 
having leis delicacy, made fuccefsful courtlhip 
'0 the .divorced queen, obtained her hand, and 
vith it all her vaft poffeffions, which, with his 
father's inheritance, made him mafter of as much 
territory in France, as the king of France himfelf 
poffeffed. , 

Henry invaded Stephen in England, and 
gained fome advantage over him at Malmfbury, 
after which they wefe preparing for a decifive 
aQion, when the great men of both parties, 
dreading further bloodftied and confufion, fet on 
foot a negociation, by which it was at length a- 
greed, that Stephen fliould keep the crown du- 
ring his life, and Henry fliculd fucceed him. 
This negociation was facilitated by the death of 
Euftace, Stephen's fon. 

When 
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When the barons had fworn to the obfervance 
of this treaty, and done homage to Henry, aathe 
heir of the crown, he went over to Normandy^

T T E N R Y, after the death of Stephen; con- 

to^oiFoulk I I tinued fome time in Normandy, not hear- 

jou Plania- Jng oi ^he fmalleft commotion m iLngland to 

genet, and caiife any apprehenfions for the crown ; and 

tjj cmpr^r ^j^gj, he did go over to Britain, he was joyfully 

afceads^hc'' received by all ranks, and immediately crowned 

throne, (the beginning of January 11 55) at W^ftmin- 

>>54- fter, by Theobald, archbifhop of Canterbury. 

The firft ufe he made of his power was to de- 

ftroy the amazing number of caftles, which had 

been ere6ted during the troubles of the former 

reign, and which were now receptacles for bands 

of robbei3, and other infamous people. 

He likewife fent away Stephen's foreign troops, 
who were hateful to the nation, and their gene- 
ral, William of Ypres. 

' He recalled all the grants that had been wafi- 
toniy beftowed by both Stephen and Matilda, 
and which of courfe difpkafed the prefent pof- 
fefibrs. 

At a- parliament which the king called toge- 
ther at WaJlingford, i hey fw ore fealty tohisfons, 
William and Henry ; but a few days after the 
ceremony Willfam died. 

* Henry went over to France to do Homage for 

the lands he held in that kingdom^ which were 
nearly of* as great extent as thofe poflefled by the 

king 
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king of France. He at that time quarrelled with 
his brother Geoffrey, and difpoffefled hisn of the 
territory of Anjou . 

On his return to England, he made a very ad- 
vantageous treaty with Malcolm, king of Scot* 
land. 

1157. 

The Welfii invading England,. Henry lb com* 
pletely humbled them, that they were oblfged to 
deliver up many of their caftles, and permit wide 
roads to be cut through their woods, that he 
might in future have the eafier accefs into theit 
country. 

irsff; 

His family was encreafed by the birth of ano* 
therfon, who was named Richard; and by ano- 
ther next year, who was named Geoffrey. 

The king and queen (as was then the cuAom} 
were again crowned at Worcefter. They there 
laid their crowns on the altar, vowing never ta 
wear them again. 

The current coin of the kingdom having been 
much debafed, it was all recoined. 

The duke of Bretagne having-feized Nantz, 
on the death of Geoffrey the king's brother, 
Henry inmiediately carried aa army to Normandy, 
wliich very foon retook Nan tz. H e then conclu- 
ded a treaty with Conan, duke of Bretagne, by 
which he cent rafted his fon Geoffrey, then in 
his cradle, to the duke's daughter Conilanc^. 

Henry 
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Henry, having clalmedtheprovince of Thou* 
loufe, in right of bis wife Eleanor, went over tc 
France, and befi€gedthe capital of the province ; 
but Louis VIL having at lad foundout how for- 
midable Henry was grown, oppofed him, by 
throwing fome troops, commanded by himfelf, 
into th9 town, which obliged Henry to raife the 
fiege. 

Soon after this a peace was concluded, and 
Margaret, Louis's daughter, who had been on a 
former cccafion contraSed to Henrv*s eldeft fon,; 
was fent into EngFand to Be educated. On her 
arrival there, Henry ordered them to be immedi- 
ately married, though the bridegroom was on/y 
feven years of age, and the Bride but three. By 
this marriage Henry got pofleffibn of Gifors, and^ 
part of the country cf the Vexin, as the bride's 
portion. Louis being much vexed at this preci- 
pitation, it occafioned a rupture between the 
kings ; which was foon made, up by the mediation 
of pope Alexander -IH. 

The king, perceiving an abfolute neceflityfor 
curbing the excefllve power of the clergy, took 
the opportunity of the archbifliopric of Canter- 
bury being vacant, ro recommend and obtain it 
for Becket, who was fon of a Syrian woman, 
and who had be^n bred to the law. This man 
the king had taken a liking to, had heaped many 
favours on him, had made him his chancellor, 
and therefore thought him a proper perfon to 
alTiil in his defign ; but, to his g.reat aftonift- 

ment, 
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meat, he found Becker, from the moment he 
was confecrated, ready to oppofe him in every 
thing, with great haughtinefb and pride. 

Henry was fo highly exafperated, and fo de- 
termined on humbling the infolence of the clergy^ 
that he afTembled the nobles and prelates ; when 
the conftiitttions of Clarendon were at length 
figned, even by Bccket himfelf. They were^ 
calculated to take alt power in clerical affairs out 
of the hands of the clergy. 

Becker, finding the pope refuled to confirm 
tbein, declared fee would not conform to them, 
as he had been forced to fign them, and even did 
penance for that a£k. At length his benaviouir 
grew fo outrageous towards the king, that afraid 
of the confequences he quitted the kingdom, and 
excited thepopeand the kingof France to take pant 
m his quarrel. 

1 1 70. 

Henry caufed his elA;ft fon tobe crowned by 
the archbilhop of York, who received on the 
occafion the fealty of the barons of the king- 
dom. 

Henry, wearied out by his clerical quarrels, 
^as outwardly reconciled to Beciet ; who re- 
turned to England, but immediately refumed his 
haughty ajid imperious behaviour. 



1171. 

The king being, in Ncripandyy ftill tormen- 
ts by Becket, lamented before his courtiers how 

very 
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very much he wasteazed by a forry prieft ; ai 
in a little time it was known, that tour of hi 
domeftics had gone privately to Canterbury, ai 
aflafllnated Becket at the altar. Soon after whi 
the pope canonized him, and threatened to ex- 
communicate Henry for the murder ; who averted 
It by promifing to abide by any fentence thai 
ihould be pronounced againft him. 

Dermot, one of the petty kings of Ireland, te 
Henry's great joy, craved his aid againff fbmeofl 
the other king^, of that country ; for Henry had 
long wiihed for an opportunity to conquer it 
Accordingly, he carried over an army, and very 
fboQ overian the whole nation. 

In Henry's abfence, the queen put bis miftrefsi 
the f|iir Bofamond, to death ; »nd prevailed on 
his fons to revolt againft him in France : to for- 
ward which,, his eldeft went on a pretended vifit 
to the king of France. The queen, before 
Henry's return, had likewife fent over Richard 
and Geoffrey ; and for this flie was afterwards 
clofely confined. Another rebellion now broke! 
out, but it was not by any means attended with 
the fuccefs which was expe6lfed, the old king 
defeating his enemies in alrnoft every rencounten 
In England, Heliry's general, theearl of Bohun, 
defeated the earl of Leicefter, and afterwards 
the Scots; William, their king, was taken, and 
fent firfl to Richmond, afterwards to Nor- 
mandy.

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\ The king^ on his arrival in England, did-pe- 
*nce at Canterbury forBecket's tnurder, per- 
iutting hlmfelf to be fcourged by the monks ciF 
j8t. Auguftine. 

i Henry then reduced the remains of his fon's 
jfarty in England; and, being informed the king 
tf France, in his abfence, had befieged Rouen, 
futtolea with a body of troops, andfavedthe 
flace. 

i Soon afterwards he concluded a treaty with 
fte French king, notwithftanding the oppofition 
^his fon Richard. At l*(l Henry was reconci- 
led to all his fon$, on their promifing to behave 
^^tt in future.

Prince Henry went over to Guienne, as fup- 
pofed, to forward a revolt 5 but was taken ill 
there, and died. 

1184. 

The patriarch of Jerufalem arrived in England, 
to ftir up Henry to undertake a crufade, which, 
by the advice of his barons, he refufed ; but 
gave a latge fum of money towards it, and per* 
miflion for his fubjeds to go. 

1185. 

Henry fent over his fon John as governor of j 
Ireland ; but his very bad condud obliged him 
to recall hirt. 

1186. 

Prince Richard, who was.of a very reftlefs dif- 
pofition, began to raife diflurbances in Guienne ; 

but 
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but his father, threatening to difinherit him, put 
a flop to his proceedings. 

Geoffrey, Henry's fon, going to Paris to a 
tournament, was taten ill of a fever and died 
there, leaving a daughter called Eleanor, and 
his wife Conftance hig with child, which proved 
to be a fon, who was chriftened Arthur. 

1 1 87. 

The melancholy news arrived of the over»' 
throw of the Chriftiaris, at Tiberiade, by Sala- 
■din, fultan of Egypt, which occafioned the lofs of 
Jerufalem ; on which the king of France and 
Henry undertook the crofs ; but on the eve of 
their departure they quarrelled, and carried on a 
bfoody war. Richard left his father, to join Phi- 
lip, king of France. . 

. 1188. 

Henry offered terms of accommodation ; but 
Philips propofals were itoo exorbitant to be com- 
plied with. 

1189. 

The king*s affairs growing worfe and wcrfei 
he was forced to agree to Philip's terms : during 
the negociation he found out, that his beloved fon 
John had been privy to all Philips and Richard's 
plots for dethroning him." In the agony of his 
mind he curfed both his fons, which he never 
Would revoke* 
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He died in AHguft, at Cbinon, of a brofcefl 
heart ; and, accordiftg to his own order, was 
buried at Fontevrault.

He immediately releafed bis mother, who had 

jbeen long in confinement ; and, having grown 

wife by misfortdnes, he (bon afterwards put her 

, at the head of his affairs. 

Richard, in conformity.to a vow he had made, 
concerted with PJiilip of France about leading a 
Cmfade to Paleftine; and, as he was in great 
want of money, he gave up the fovereignty over 
Scotland for a large fiim, alienated the crown 
lands, and exerted every other means ki his 
power to fill his coffers "for t^at purpofe. 

1190. 

Having fettled all the affairs of his kingdom^ 
leaving Longchamp, his charKellor (a *Norman 
of mean extraftion) his regent, and concluded 
. a treaty with the kings of Scotland and Wales, 
l^e began . his eKpedition, and met Philip at Ve- 
. 7^1ai. They parted on their route at Lyons, 
. but met again at Meffina (the general rendei- 
vous of the Crafaders) ^here they quarrelled, 
and . were never afterwards fincerely reconciled, 
owing to Richard's refufing to fulfil his marri- 
age with Alice, Philip's fifter, to whom he bad 
. been c nlraSed ; * feut who, Richard faid, had 
^n intrigue with his father. At the fame time he 
•married Berenguela, daughter of the king of 
^jvarre, who joined liim there. 
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. Ridmrd feil^d from thence to Cyprus, where 
Vtm^ the king, behaving very iU, he landed hi$ 
m)ops, took tm iOand, as well as the king and 
bjs daughter : the fornoer he lent prifoner tQ 
Tripofi in Syria; the<laughta: be took wttfrhim 
to Paleftine. 

Whilft Richard was proceeding to the HoTy 
Land, Longchanrp, in confequence of hiv bar* 
^wiiy and rapacity in England, was banifKed the 
kingdom : on which Prince John, though con* 
•rary to the agreement he had t«ade with his bro* 
tber, interfered in public affairs, and did every 
Aing IB his power to ingratiate himfelf with the 
^T\glifli, in hopes of fupplanting his brother in 
theihrone, or, atleart, his nephew Arthur, foil 
to Geoffrey, his eldeft brother. 

Richard gained great glory in Paleftine^ 
by his bravery and good condu£t ; but he un* 
fcjckily affronted the duke of Auftria at th« 
fcge of Acres, for which he fuffered feverely, 
Mwill be related hereafter. 

Philip returned to France, owing to his jea- 
Joufy of Richard's great fame. Paladin was foon 
^er defeated by Richard, who then marched to- 
wards Jerufalem ; but beingv deferred by the 
^kes of Auftria and Burgundy, he found it im- . 
Poflible to befiege the place with any hopes of 
fijccefs ; he, therefore, concluded a truce 
with Saladin for three years, and then prepared 
for his return to Europe. The marquis of Mont- 
E a ferrat 
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ferrat was choien to command in his abfence ; 
but he being aflaffinated by two ruffians belong- 
ing to a perfon called The Old Man of the 
Mauntainj the earl of Champagne ilicceeded hinu 

Richard enfibarked at Ptolemais for Europe J 
tut being fliipwrecked near Aquileia, from igno- 
rance he travelled towards Vienna^ the duke of 
Auftria's dominions ; where being known, he 
was feizedy and the duke delivered him a pri- 
foner to the en^peror, who detained him^ ill 
hopes of a large ranfbm. 

The news of the king^s imprifonment reach- 
ing'England, John tried every means to fupplant 
him in the kingdom, but without efieS ; and the 
jeport of Richard's dying in prifon was credited 
hy nobody. He entered into a league with the 
king of France, and then went to England, in 
hopes olF gaining over to ixis party the king of 
Scotland^, but in vain. 

The emperor, to give fome colour for detain- 
ing the king of England prifoner, carried him 
Jbefore the diet of the empire, upon pretended 
crimes committed by him ^s commander of the 
Chriftians in Paleftine ; where Richard defended 
himfelf fo ably, and fo nobly, that all the priflr 
<es of the emph-e interfered for his releafe : 
which ac<:ordingly, in 1 194, -took effeS, not with- 
flanding the great offers made by Philip and 
John to the emperor, if he would detain him : 
tut Richard was obliged to pay one hundred and 

fifty 
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fifty thotifand merksfor his ranfom, part of it in 
ready money, and to give hoftages for the re- 
mainder ; aarf Kkewlfe to give his niece Eleanor 
to the duke of Auftria*s eldeft fon. On his fan- 
ding at Sandwich, in March, he was received by 
his fubjeSs with great joy. He immediately fent 
Eleanor to complete the ftipufaied marriage; 
bot on her arrival ihe found the old duke dead, 
who had ordered the hoAages to be releafed ; and, 
the young duke not liking her, (he was returned 
to her uncle. 

The emperor likewife, repenting his behavi- 
our to him, fent over a bifhop to beg his pardon, 
and to promife that the money he had received 
ihould be reftored ^ but he died at Meflina foon 
afterwards. 

The remains of John's party were very foon 
reduced, his effates confifcated, and himfelf 
txcluded from the fuccefllon. 

1195. 

Richard went over to France, and carried on 
a war againft Philip, with various fuccefs, for 
upwards of four years ; but both being heartily 
tired, they made a truce for five years. 

1199. 

Richard difputed with a perfon the property 
of a treafure he had found concealed. 

The king befieged the caftle of Chalus, where 

the peribn had taken refuge ; and reconnoitring 

it, received an arrow in his neck, which threw 

him into a fever, of which he died. He left all

« >^9. Yures, which he got out of Chinon, went over to 
England, and was crowned in London^ by Hu- 
bert, archbifliop of Canterbury. 

The Englifh provinces in France, wliere the 
fucceflTion was more regular, declared for John*s 
nephew Arthur, and appEeJ to Philip, as their 
fiiperior lord, for affiftance ; who, gla<J -of an 
opportunity to embroil John, readily promifi^ itf 
and took Arthur and bis mother Under his pro- 
teSion. 

Arthur and his mother, finding that Philip 
was attending more to hi& own ambitious pro- 
jeds than their advantage, went over to John ; 
: but in a ihort time returned to the king of 

France^ being alarmed for their fafety by John's 
diabolica) pradices. 

Philip, finding he fliotild make nothing of the 

war, (owing to John's great preparations and his 

' alliance with the emperor Ptho) concluded a 

\ peace,, in which the limits of their refpefiive 

provinces were properlyJefined. 

JohnfdU in love witSTfabella, daughter of the 
* count of' Angouleme ; and^ though flie was con- 

traded to Hugh, earl of, Marche, he by his 
dealings prevailed on the pope to annul his own 
*^ marriage, with Avifa, daughter to the earl of 

Gloucefter, and on the count of Angouleme to 
carry off his daughter, and to give her to him in 
marriage.

John went over to England, where, -on 
apcoynt of his extortions and duplicity, he wa9 
univerfally hated and defpifed. The barons 
held private meetings, to endeavour to force 
him to do them juftice.— This year died Con - 
fiance, Arthur's jnother- 

Philip, watching every opportunity to take ad- 
vantage of John's imbecility and weaknefs, in- 
ftigated tlie earl of Marche, afTifted by Arthur, 
to invade his provinces; but John wentover, 
defeated and made them both prifoners, with 
inanj others, near Mirafeeau, where John's 
mother refided. Moft of the priibners were fent 
to England ; amongft others his niece Eleanor, 
whom he confined in Brifld caftle, where (he died, 
having 'been a prifoner near forty years. As to 
Arthur, he was (bnt to the caftle cf Falaife, 
where John, had an interview, with him ; but fin- 
ding he had a noble,> haughty fpirit, not to be 
bent to hi« will, he removed him to Rouen, 
foon after which hetotally difappeared. It was 
miiverlally believed that John murdered him 
himfelfj and threw his ^body into the Seine. 

He was cited before Philip and his barons 
t« anfwer to what was alledged againft him, 
concerning the murder of his nephew on 
French ground, where he wAs only a vaf^ 
fal ; and not appearing, he was fentenced to 
forfeit all the pofieflions he held of the king of 
France, which Philip fet about eagerly to execute^ 
having long watched for fuch an opportunity.

By this year PhiKp had reftored to the French 
kingdom all that John pofleflled on that fide the 
water, except Guienne and Poitou, whiFft that 
infatuated king was amiriVnghimfelf withfports 
and dalKances,. as if he was not atF concerned ia 
the event. At faft he went over to England^' 
where, by his naultiplied exadions and cowardice^ 
he fo exafperated his nobfes,^ that th^ ooly 
waited for an opportimity to be revenged, Efea- 
nor, John's mother, died this year. 

Hubert^ archbifhop of Canterbury, dying, 
the fucceffion to him occafioned a mott. (erious 
quarrel betwixt John and pope Innocent HI. in 
the courfe of which the pope laid an inteFdlfikoii 
the kingdom, abfolved John's fiibjefts from their 
oath or allegiance, excomm«hnicated him, and 
at laft depofed him, ordering, as pope, tjie king 
of Pi^nce to invade Engfand ; which Phiiip 
very readily undertook, making great prepara- 
tions for the expedition both by fe^ and land; 
which at Jaft obliged John to have a confe- 
rence with Pandulph, the pope's legate, at 
Dover, when ^e promiled to fubmit entirely 
to the^pe. 

1213. 

Accordingly, Pandulph berng leated on i 
throne, John, on his knees, refigned his crown 
and fceptre ; and, on thehr being rrturned to 
him, he did homage to Pandulph, in the pope's 
pame, for his kingdom, declaring he held it of 
the holy iee^ and would pay.poe thoufand merks 

yeaiy 
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yearly for his tenure. During this conteftiie had 
federal petty wars with the Scotch, Iriih, aiid 
Wdih. 

He had, in 1207, a fon named Henry ; and 
another, named Richard, in 1208. 

Pandulph, on his retur-n to Rome through 
France, acquainted Philip that he might difband 
bis army, John having ftibitiitted to the hofy 
fee ; which he refuied to do : but all his mighty 
preparations came to nothing, owing to the total 
defeat of his ffeet by Longfword, earl of Salif- 
bury, natural brother to the king. 

Cardinal Langtoni jrr Englifhman, who was 
the perfon appointed by the pope archbifliop of " 
Canterbury,, arrived m England, and took the 
inferdiftoff the kingdom ; but the barons refufed 
to go on an expedition to France, till ;heir pri- 
vileges were ccnfiirmed. Langton was very ftre- 
Duous in their caufe, and rtiewed them a charter 
of Henry 1/ which was to be thfe foundation of T 
the one. contended for. 

121 5.< 

The barons prefented a petition,' praying to ' 
be reftored to their liberties, as in the time of 
Kdward the ConffelTor ; which' John rejeQing, 
they chofe earl Fitzwaher aheir general, took^ 
London, . and befieged the king in the Tower ;" 
where, finding himfelf totr^nV deferted, he fent ' 
word by the earl of Pembi'oke that he granted 
alf their demands. Accordingly botfi parties 
met, on the fifteenth of Jime, at Runmmede, 
betwixt Staines and Windfcr, where John figned 
two chapters, one called Magna Charta, the 

other ^1^ 
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Other the Charter of the Foreft? ; but never in- 
tending to abide by what he had done, he fent 
privately and hired foreign troops, which he 
brought into England, , and got the pope to ab- 
folve him from his oath. The barons, having 
been taken by furpriz^e, were fo totally repul fed 
every where, that they conveyed a deputation to 
Pbih'p, to fend them over his fon Louis, whom 
they would acknowledge as their king, John be- 
ing too infanu)us to be truAed. 

Louis arrived from France with a few troops. 

On his coming, all Johifs foreign foldiers de- 
ferted from him, which put his affairs in fo bad 
a plight, that he went from place to place, car- 
rying his treafures and crown with hira. In go- 
ing from Lynn, in Norfolk, to Lincolnshire, he 
narrowly efcaped drowning by the tide coming 
in ; and, lofing his crown and all his treafures, 
he was thrown, by the diftrefTed fituation of his 
affairs, into a fever, in which he died at Newark 
caftle, OSober 28, and by his own order was 
buried at Worcefter. 

In 1 21 4, ' hilip of France totally defeated the 
emperor Otho, who entered that kingdom with 
150,006 Germans.

XTTT H E N John died, prince Louis, with 
c€cd« hi& V V ^^^ difcontented baronsj were in pofleflion . 
tl^^gb onlyC>f moft of Engfand, fo that Henry, John's fon^ 
Ten Years would have bad but little chance of afcendrng the 
«CAs«. throne^ (being then but .ten years of age) had it 
not been for the earl of Penabroke, marfhal of 
Engknd, who, having been a fteady friend to 
John, in hia worft fortunes, w^ determined to 
ftipport the fen,, though furrounded by fo raanj 
enemies. 

He imnoediately carried young Henry ftoGIou- 
cf fterj where henvas crowned, in the prcfence of 
Gualo the legate, the bifhops of Vvinchefleranrf 
Bath, and a few noWenaen. After which an af-* 
fembly orfuch nobles as adhered to Henry was 
convoked at Eriftol, where the earl was regularly 
declared protefler of the kingdono : he immedi- 
ately renewed the charters granted by John, and, 
liieing univerfally known for a man of the ftrJQ- 
eft probity and honour^ prevailed on mod of 
the barons to return to their allegiance ; which, 
with the l6fs of t#incoln, put Louis's affairs inta 
fo bad a fituation, that afarmed for his owi? 
fafety, he made a peace with Pemhroke, upon 
condition that he quitted the kingdom, only 
ftipulating for the fafety of" his adherents* 
Soon after this pacification, died, to ihe great 
fofs of the nation, the earf of Pembroke, Peter 
des Poches, bifliop ofWinchefter, and Hubert 
de Burgh, were appointed regents ; the former 
had been appointed in John's time, and, by his 
illegal adminiftration, was one caufe of that great 
combination of barons. The latter, who was

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grand jufticiary, was^ every way cateuIitecTfbr 
the gseat office knpofed on huia ; ^^^ ^^ had not 
power enough to iLeep thefe rebellious barons in 
awe, who bEokeom into aH mannerof licentiouf- 
nefs, and confimotions agaiiift the judiciary. 
» The kingy as he grew up, (Hewed a very 
weak dirpofition, nuich inclined to follow tb^ 
arbitrary fteps of his father, but naturally humaner 
and gentle to Ae greateft degree. 

A rupture Broke out betwixt Henry and Lou^ 
Ifin. concerning Normandy, but it ended 
without any thing memorabfe. Th^ king's 
brother, created earl of Corawail, comman- 
ded the expedition.

The khngf in a fir of caprice^ difgraced hfs 
winifter Hubert, then earl of Kent, to the joy of 
fbme of the turbulent barons, who could not 
bear to fee ftx worthy a man at the head of af* 
fairs. 

J234. 

The barons formed a combination againft 
Iheviolent miniftry of Peter des Roches (aPoite- 
Vm by birth) who was fo great an encouragcr of 
foreigners, that Henry was obliged to difmifs 
his miniiler^ and i& baniih al] foreigners fjron» 
his court* 

Henry 
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Heury marriecf Eleanor, daughter of tRe 
count ot Provence, on which he again ihewed* 
a predileftion for people of another nation ; 
who were fo greedy and rapacious, that nothing 
was heard of in England but murmurs and difcon- 
fents, for many years, againft the king and Iiis 
favourites. ^ 

1242. 

Henry went over to France, and carried oir 
a war againft Louis IX; he was defeated at 
'failleboorg, and obh'ged to return to England 
with little honour, and the lofs of Poitou. 

The barons grew very clamorous, about the 
quantity of money f<fuandered on foreign favou-| 
rites by the king, as well as thr exorbitant 
exaflions of the pope and clergy.

The pope having a wifh to carry on a wai; 
againft Sicily, without the expenceof it, gave, 
the crown, as vicar of Chrift, to Henry, for his 
fecond fon Edmond.

Richard, the king's brother, was eleQed kfng 
of the Romans ; and this completely drained the 
natipn of current coin, by the quantity he car- 
ried with him, which he had amafled by avarice 
and extortion. 

Henry called a parKamcnt, to grant him an 
aid in money ; but inftead cf granting it, he was 

reproached 
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reproached with the breach of his oath, and fre» 
^uent violations of the great charter. On his fo- 
femnly fwearing to be more juft to them infu* 
tiaie^ money was granted^im. 

1258 

The king, never regarding his oath, went oft^ 
asttfual violating jthe great charter in all its 
parts^ and fquandering money amongft his fa- 
vourites,, which drove the barons to extremities. 
They met Henry at a parliament, which he con- 
vened in hopes of getting money for his Sicilian 
war, where they declared bluntly fchat they would 
not give him any t\\\ the government was re- 
fbrmed, and that till then they would take the 
management of it into their own hands. At 
the head of the difcontented barons was Simon de 
Montfort, now earl of Leicefter, fon of that Si- 
mon de Montfort who had commanded the cru- 
fadeagainft the Albigenfes,* a fet of enthufiafts in 
theibuth of France, who differed in fome points. 
from the Romiih. church, particularly con- 
cerning tranfubftantiation. 

Henry, finding he could not do better, promi- 
led that all their complaints fliould be re- 
drefled ; for which purpofe a parliament was 
afiembled at Oxford, where the king figned cer- 
tain artrdesy called The Provifions of Qxfbrd, by 
which, in faS, he gave up his royal authority 
to an ariftocratical tyranny of twenty-four, twelve 
chofen by himfelf and twelve by the barons. ^, \ 
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The pope abfolved Henry, and thofe who 
l«ken the oath, ivom the obfinrvance of the P: 
vifions of Oxford ; on which he endeavoui 
to outbrave the earl of Lieceder and the 
roni.

The Wellh, wlfo had nerer Been compfetel' 
conquered, invaded England, which,, by a con] 
certed fcheme, was the fignal for the baroQs ti 
rife in arms. , 

The violence of the ear^ of Liecefler^s faSi 
badarilen to fuch a hierght, in all parts of Ea|j 
hnd, that Henry was obliged to make a difadfi 
lageous treaty with the barons ; partkuUrlff 
his fon Edward, the very life ot his caufe, I 
been taken prifonen At laA». both partiei s^ 
greed to refer their difputes to tBedecifion«ffS 
Louis IX. king of France, called St. Louis, a|^ 
perfon every way properfor fuch a decifion ; bolj 
the barons,' finding he was for annulling the PrcK 
vifions of Oxford, would not abide by the award, 
but again had recourfe to arms,, which occafioned 
the battle cf Lewes,* in Sui&x, where Henry wsi 
defeated, and himfeif, and his brother the kii4 
of the i<omans, were taken prifonert. Leicef 
ter, on this, inftfted that prince Edward (boukl 
likewife put himfeif into bis hands ^ A> that^ 
having got att tbe royar family in his^ power, he 
became the tyrant of England, ading in tbemofl: 
defpotic manner, making itfe of the king's nanae 
and authority for ptirpofes diametrically oppofite 
to the good oJF the nation* 

Leicefter^ 
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Lcice/Ier, to pwferve fome degree of popu* 
hrity, firft inftituted what i» now tke Houfe of* 
Commons ; for, calling a parliament in Jjinttary^. 
te ordered two knights to' be fent from each 
county^ and two b^rgefles from each borough 
town. 

The earl rf'GJoacdter, who had been very 
adive in thefe bafona wars^ retixed from parlta*^ 
teentf being difgufted wi«h Leicefter^s haughty^ 
and ov^bearjs^ beh^iour*. 

By m^ans of Gloucefteis prince Edw^-d made 
Miefcape, afid very foon wa& at the head of an 
vmj^ bj which Leicefler was defeated, and' 
Wdf flain, at Evefliam, on the fourth of 'A«^

The Saracens, feeling the fatal effefts of thia

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liim. The villain wounded him ; but periled 
himfelf, without effeSing his diabolical pufp^ 

There is a ftory, that the inArument^ with 
which the pfince Wzs wounded^ being poifoned, 
his wife Eleanor^ at the hazard of her own life^ 
fucked the poifon out with her mouths 

Some of the reiliefs barons took advantage 
rf the prince's abfenc^, to throw the kiagdom 
again into anarchy and confufion. 

Thekingy who codd not fupport his tottesing 
throne without his Ton, ftnt preffing meflages for 
him to return, who accordingly departed from 
Paledine ; but the king, worii ^ut with infirmi- 
ties, djed at St. Edmondftury^ November 16, 
1272/ 

There having been conftant difputes about 
baftardy, it was fettled, in this reign, that if the 
chiM was born in Wedlock it was legitimate. 

The trial of ordeal,, by fire or water, was abo* 
liflied in this reign. 

Henry granted a charter to the town of New- 
caftle to dig for coal^ which is the firft mention 
of coal in England.

The archbifhop of 
York and earl (^Cornwall were appointed regents 
till his return. 

Edward had proceeded us far as Sicily, on his 
return to Europe, when ^e heard c/ his father's 
death, at which he was very much grieved ^ hut 
hearing that every thing was in perfefl: quietnefs 
at home, he determrncd on paying a vifit to 
Philip, king of France, where he was. honoura- 
hly treated. From thence he went to Bour- 
deaux> to receive the fealty of his Tubjeds of 
Guienne, and then to England, where he was 
welcomed by the joyful acclamations of the peo- 
ple ; and aowned by Robert, archbiihop of 
Canterbury, at Weftminfter, Auguft 19th, 
1274, with h^s queen, Eleanor. He immedi- 
ately fent commiflioners into different parts of 
England, to redrefs grievances and reform afou/es, 
which gave the people a good opinion of his reign. 
Amonfij other diforders, none was more com- 
plained of than the debafenjent of the coin, which 
was univerfally attributed to the Jews; fo that in 
London alone there w^e two hundred and 

eighty 
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d^y ^ them haf>ged Tor clipping antJ coining. 
In a ihort time afterwards Edward ordered all 
the Jews to be feized, whom he tranfported out 
dtht kingdom, aiid confiscated their eSeds.

Ed«^rd,Tefliemte:it^ the affiAance the WeKh 
liad given the earl of Leicefter, in the former 
reign, took the opportunity of Lewellyn, their 
prince, refiifmg to dohomage, to go to war with 
them ; and, in the courfe of a lew years, he en- 
tirely conquered the country, ^-.ewellyn was 
^in in one of the a^ode. His brother David, 
who fijcceeded to the principality, was after- 
guards taken, and hanged, drawn, and quartered 
as a traitor. Wales was^n this annexed as a part 
of the Englifli 4cingdomI Thus the fmall re- 
mains <£ the ancient Ilritons loft their liberty, 
after maintaining it upwards of eight hundred 
years. 

There is a ^vulgar ftory, carefully handed 
down by the Monkifti writers, that Edward af- 
fembledthe WeUh, and promifed them a prince 
<rf unexceptionable manners, born amongft them- 
felves, and who could fpeak no other languagre. 
On thew" promifing obedience, he inverted his fon 
Edward with the principality, who was an infant, 
iut had been born in the caftle of Caernarvon^

Alexander III. the Scotch king, I 
married Margaret, daughter of Henry III. ty ' 
whom he had a daughter, who married Eric, 
king of Norway. They had a daughter Kkewife, 
called Margaret. Alexander's fons dying brfore 
Urn, he prevailed on the ftates of his kingdom to 
acknowledge Eric's daughter as heir to the 
Scotch crown; and, on A lexander's death, (he 
was proclaimed queen. Before her departure 
from Norway an amicable treaty was agreed on 
betwixtEnglandand Scotland, by whichthe young 
queen was contraSed to prince Edward; but 
unluckily (lie died on her voyage to Scot- 
land. 

There being no very near heirs, the fuccefllon 
was difputed by the defcendants of David, earl 
ofHuntmgdon, brother to William, king of Scot- 
land, 
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landU who left a daughter, Margaret : (he left 
a daughter, Devergilda, who had a Ton by 
John Balii^ who was now a competitor for the 
crown. He likewife left a daughter^ Ifabella, 
who had a fon, Robert Bruce, now alive, the 
other competitor for the crown. This difpute 
not being Kkely^o be fetlled by the (tates of the 
kingdom, and every thing bearing the «ppear- 
ance of a civil war, both the claimants being men 
of great power, it was at laft determined to deiire 
Edward to be umpire in the difpute ; which he 
very readily accepted, and repaired to Norham 
on Tweed for that purpofe. 

1291^ 

The ftates of Scotland met Edward, on the 
I2th of May, at Norham, when he defired 
them to acknowledge his fovereignty over Scot- 
land -, which aftonifhed them fo much that they 
were filent. He chofe to confirue that filence 
into an acknowledgment ; and, all the claimants 
(for he had contrived tohave many others, to con-, 
fiife the caufe) having allowed his pretenfions, 
every caflle in the kingdom was delivered up to 
him, that he might be able, as he faid, to give 
them to whomfoever he fliould judge to have the 
beft claim to the kingdom. The competitors 
having fiippoimed examiners, as well as the flates k 

of the kingdom, to whom Edward added twen- 
ty-foar E^iglifhmen, the meeting was adjourned to 
Berwick.

he throne, fuftained, progn^icating a quiet reign, as this 
'3«>7- prince had always fhowed a mild and gentle dif- 
pofition, free from vice ; but he fbon convinced 
them of their miflake, as his fird ad of power 
was to recall hb favourite Gavefton (contrary to 
the oath he had fworn to his father) on whom he 
heaped unceafing favours, and to whofe arbi- 
trary and infolent caprice he gave the fole ma- 
nagement of the government, though a foreigner, 
(a Gaicon) which very much difgufted the no- 
bility of England. 

130?. 

Edward went to France to confummate his 
IBAtriage with Ifabelfa, daughter of Philip the 
Fair. He left' Gavefton regent, with unlimited 
authority, which fo iexafperated the nobility that 
they entered into a combination, at the head of 
which was Thomas, earl of Lancafter> for the 
redrefs of grievances ; and at a parliament, held 
on the king's return to England, they obliged 
him to confent to feveraJ articles for the better 

government of the kingdom, one of which was 
le perpetual baniihment of Gavefton. 

Accordingly,. Gavefton was fent out i£ the 
kingdom ^ not as a. baniihed man^ but as ford 

lieutenant 
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lieutenant of Ireland, Edward, not being able 
to live without his favourite, beftoyired many fa- 
vours on the principal nobility, and then ventu- 
red to recall him ; but, he continuing his infolent 
behaviour to aft, and even to the queen, a woman 
of a proud and haughty fpirit, the nobility took 
to arms, choofiirg the ^arl of Lancader, grandfoTi 
to Henry III. their general; who immediately 
marched to York, where the king and Gaveftcn 
were amufmg themfdves with every kind of dif- 
fipation. Finding they were gone to Newcaftle, 
the army followed them there; but they had 
Hedfrom thence by fea to Scarborough, where the 
king lefi.Gaveflon, as in a place of great ftrength, 
and' i^tunred himfdf . to York, to endeavour to * 
Mife,in:army. ->, 

1312; . 

The earfs of Pembroke and Warren Uid fiepe * 
to Scarborough, which foon yielded, on condi- 
tion that Gavcfton fliould remain in Pembroke'* ' 
hands for two years, until affairs (Iioufd be accom- 
modated-; but- in a fliert time,, being poorly 
gOirded, (with defign^ as is fuppofed) in the 
caftle of Dedington, pearBanbury, the earJ of 
Warwick carried him oft*, and in concert with 
the earls of Lancafter, Arundel, and Hereforc^ 
beheaded him on Blackldw-hill, near Warwick. 

The king retired northward towards Berwick. 
On the- nobles promifing to aft. his pardon on 
their knees he forgave them, and eVery thing 
wore the appearance of peace .

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During thefe contefts in Enghndi Robert 
Bruce had left his faftnefles, and had daily recon- 
ciled the nobility to his doniinion, by which 
means^: by the time of GaveftonV deaths he had 
recovered all^ Scotland exce^ Stirling..

England being now free from dooieftic quar*^ 
lels, they thought ferioudy f reducing Scotland f 
for which purpofe Edward raifed an army of 
100,000 men, confiding of Englilh, Welfli^anrf 
Gafcons,^ with which he entered Scotlajid and was 
met l^ Bruce with an army of only 30^000 meiit 
which entirely defeated the Englifli, with fo dread- 
ful a lofs, that the remains of the army could not 
be collefted nearer than at York ; and nothing 
could induce them to face the Scots for fbme yeais 
-jrfterwards. 

England was vifited with a fevere famine for 
upwards of three years ; but the king did not 
abate his extravagance aad prodigality on that 
account.

Since the* viSory at Bannockburn^ Robert 
Bruce had made frequent fticcefsfiil incurfionf 
into England. He fent his brother Edward 
into Ireland, in hopes cf difmembemng that 

country 
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country from England j , but not meeting with 
anjr great encouragement, and Edward bern^ 
Aim^ this proje^ entirely vaniflied. 

1319. 

Erfward endeavoured to retake Berwick, but 
was repulied. Robert, wiAiing to have time to 
&ttle his kingdom, agreed to a truce for thirteea* 
years. 

The harons of England again took arms, ow- 
ing to the Spencers, two new favourites of the^ 
king's, particularly the fon, upon whom Ed- 
^^rd laviihed favours as much as ever Be did on 
Gtvefton. ;. They were, however, banifhed the 
kingdom^-, the king not being able to prevent 
it. . 

The queen perfiiaded the king to revengeaii 
affront, ,ihe imagined fhe received by lord Ha- 
ilelsmere'srefufing her entrance into Leeds caftle; 
»n which he levied troops on pretence of reven- 
ging that injury, but with which he took fe^ 
^eral places, and met with other fuccefs, be- 
fore the nobility were enabled to withftand him. 
On this he recalled the Spencers^ who rulfed 
Ae kingdom, with the greateft pride and info-^. 
fcnce. 

132^. 

The earl of Lancafter*« faQion being mucft 
weakened, he went towards Scotland, where he 
held a fecret correfpondence •,. but in forting 

Borough- 
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Boroughbri4ge he was taken prifoner, and be-% 
headecl at Pomfret cafile. Many others of hit, 
party were put to death ; whichTaifed the indig* 
nation of the nobility againft the Spencers to tfc 
higheft pitch. 

^324. ^ 

Charfes the Fair, king cTFrance, on^ Cemte 
frivolous pretence, took advantage of thefe dif- 
turbances, and feized on Guienne ; to recover 
which the queen went over to France to her bro- 
ther, where ffie met with many of the Lancaf- 
trian faftion, amongft the reft Roger Morti^ 
mer, a potent baron in the Wefffi marches, 
who by his perfon and addrefs foon gained her 
afFeSiens, at laft fhe fecrificed to her p^on 
all fentiments of fidelity to her huiband, whom 
/lie now hated, and had never valued, and there- 
fore entered ardently into all Mortimer's con- 
fpiracies. It was now iecretly determined to get 
prince Edward into their power ; for which rea- 
fon the king was perfuaded to refign Guienne to 
his fon. He was fent over to do homage to 
Charles, who was fecretly in the plot ; but, as 
he could not aft openly, Ifabelta entered into a 
treaty with the earl of Hainauitt to whofe daugh- 
ter Philippa flie contraSed her fon.

Edward, by this time having fu^picions, de- 
fixed Ifabella to. return to England j her anfwer ' 

vas, 
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was, that ihe would never fet foot in England 
till the Spencers were remoYed from his pre- 
fence and councils. All things hid now the ap- 
pearance of a ctvil war,: and every body ap- 
peared to-be in the confpiracy againft the king^ 
who was -a ^eakand-indolent. prince. . 

1326:. 

Ifabelia /ailed iiioni the harbour of Dort (the 
earl of Hainauh's dominions] on the 24th of Sep*- 
tember, with a^ good naany troops, aswasgiveit^ 
eut,,to remove theSponcers, but in faft to de- 
dethrone her huiband. She landed without op- 
pofition oiT the coaft of Suffolk, and was imme- 
diately joined by vaiL numbeis, and noany of the ' 
principal nobility. 

Edward was purfued to Briftol, where^ finding 
himfelf difappointed as to the loyalty ©f thofe 
parts, he went to Wales. Briftol was taken, and 
in it the elder Spencer, who, in his ninetieth 
year, was without trial immediately hanged, and 
his head fent to Winchefter. 

The king, difappointed likewife in Wales,, 
took (hipping for Ireland, but was driven back by 
contrary winds. He then endeavoured to conceal 
himfelf in the mountains, but was foon difco- 
vered, and put under the charge of . the earl of 
I/cicefter. Young Spencer, his favourite, who 
was taken with him, was immediately handed 
widiout any trial. The king was fent to Ke- 
ailworthcaille. 

ITabeUa 
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Ilflbella called a paf liament, in which the king 
was formally depofed", and in a few days, by 
menaces and threats, was obliged to %n a refig* 
Bation ; but every body now beginning to abhor 
the queen for her barbarity to her huiband, and 
infamous conduA with Mortimer, (he found 
things could not remain quiet whilft the king was 
alive ; and, difeovering that the earl of Leicefter 
(at this time Lancafter j pitied and was kind to 
him, the king was removed to Berkeley caftle,. 
tinder the charge of two monfters, Mautravers 
and Gournay, who inhumanly put him to death, 
^y running a red-hot iron up hh fundament, 
through a horn, on the twenty-firft of Septem* 
ber. 

He was buried in the abbey church at Glbii* 
cefter.

huT^iJbCT*°T T P ® N thedepofuitonof th6 late king, his 
bilng d^f. vJ fon> on'y fifteen years of age, was crowned 
ed,wA8 Edward III ; bur, tfioogh there wa s a regency 
^h*"K °" appointed, the qu^en mother, and her paramour 
rboiighT'' Mortimer, in faa/engToffed the. government to 
minor, themfelves. 
i-a*?- The.£cot5, under the command of Murray 

and Douglas, made an irruption into England. 

Edward marched towards them with a large 

array, to take vengeance for their depredations; 

but the Scots retired into their own country, 

without giving him an opportunity of engaging 

tbem. . 

On Edward's return to the Tout h, heconfum- 

mated his marriage withPhilippa (i'llainault,.at 

Ycrk. 

r328l 

Mortimer, finding he was very much hate* 
by the Engliih, contrived to have a peace con- 
cluded with the Scots-. Bavid, Robert BruceV 
fon, was married to Joanna,- Edward's fifter, 
though they were both children. By this peace 
every claim that England had on Scotland was 
relinquiflied, and every thing returned that had 
been taken away by Edward I. which occafioned 
violent murmurings and difcontents in the nation 
againft the queen mother and Mortimer, who, 
however, was created eafl of March- 
Robert 
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1329^ 

Robert Bmce cKed, and was fueceeded by hi« 
fonDavid^ only eight years of age. 

The earl of March, by his overbearing, info* 
knt behaviour, was as odious to the nobility as 
ever the Spencers or Gavefton were. The earl 
of Kent, the king's uncle, was extremely clamo- 
rous ; who, berng a» perfon eafily deceived, 
Ifabella and the earl laWa fnarefor him % giving 
out privately that Edward II. was alive, and in 
clofe confinement in Corfe caftfe ; on which he 
made fome movements to releafe hira, and for 
the attempt'jie loft bis head on a fcafioki. . 

1330. 

On the death of Charles the Fair, king of 
France, without fons, Edward laid claim to that 
Cfown, in right of Ifabelfa, his mother^ but the 
Peers of France adjudged it to Philip of Valois, 
coufin-german to Charles, declaring that, by the 
Salique law, no females could inherit, therefore, 
Edward could have no claim ; who, not being 
yet of ag^,„,and not prepared, concealed hisin^ 
teations. 

7331- 

The behaviour of the queen mother and the 
earl of March was now grown fo notorioufly* in- 
(iamous, that the king, and two or three nobles, 
entered, by a private way, into Nottingham 
caftie, where they refided, feized on the earl of 
Marcb;i and fent him to the, Tower* Soon^^f^ 

terward^ 
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terwards he was hanged on a gibbet, at Elmes, 
near London. The qiieen mother was fent to 
Caftle Riftng^ in Noirolk, where fhe was con- 
6ned for life. This year the qtieen was delivered 
of a prrnce, who was nanoed Edward ; after- 
wards known by the name of the Black Prince, 
owing to his wearing black armour. 

The king, though not yet of age, took the 
reins of government into his own hands, by the 
confent of parliament ;' and, never relifliing the 
peace Mortimer had made with Scotland, during 
his minority, formed a projed ia his own mind 
&r ouiquering that country ; and made ufe of 
Baliol as his inikuraent (fon of that Baliol whom 
his grandfather had made king of Scotland) whom 
he brought privately from France, where he 
lived as a private perfon, and allowed him to 
raife tjroops in England,., with which he entered 
Scotland, and in a Ihorttime gained four battfes }, 
in one of which the earl of Marr, the regent, 
was kilted. Baliof, on this, was crowned at 
Scone, David and his wife retiring to France. 

The Bruce party ele&ed Douglas regent, and 
drove Baliol into England ; on which Edward,, 
throwing off the mafic, marched with an army 
to the north ; gave the Scots a terrible defeat at 
Halydpn Hill, near Berwick, July 13^3, which 
was the occadon of the lofsofthat place; and 
feaving an army with Baliol to complete the rt* 
dudion of the kingdom, he returned to Eng]and» 
Baliol, when he had it in his power^ gave to 
Edward feveral of the flrongeft caftles in the 
kingdom, and likewife fwore tealty to him as bif 
lord. 

The 
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The nobility of Scotrand, finding Baliol to be 
Edward's tool, and that he was trj^ing to make 
them greater flaves than in the time of Edward I. 
levolted againft him, and returaed to their alle* 
glance to David, appointing Sir James Murray 
regent v who dcove moft of the Englifh out of' 
Hie kingdom : on which Edward marched to the 
jqpFth J but, finding the country every where 
noftile, except where he was encamped, and that 
whenever he was abfent they fallied from theirs 
hiUs and faftnefles, and defeated hisgenerab ; and 
that no honour was to be gained there, left a< 
liaair force with Batlol, and turned his moft fe- 
rious thoughts on wrefting the crown of France 
from Philip de Valois. 

»337- 

Eihrard haiang formed leveral alliances with 
Cr^rman princes, particularly the Flemings^ 
-went over to Antwerp to begin his operations- 
againft Philip : the emperor gave him the hono* 
Tary title of war 0f the empire ; and, to reco»» 
cite the Flemings, who had fcnip^es againfl 
carrying on a war with their liege lord, Edward 
took the titfe of king of France, and quartered 
dieir anus with the EngHfh, and likewife the . 
motto c£ Dieu tt mm droit \ all which hid the 
fiMindation of that animofity that has fubfifted 
betwixt the Engiifli and French ever fince. 

Before 
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Before Edward went, over to Flanders, he 
created his fon duke of Cornwall 'y thafirft whOv 
bore that title in England.'. 

Notwi'hftanding the pope's thfearts' anJ me- 
nace^ , who wa* in the jntereA of Philip, Edward 
conti laed firm to his purpofe, borrowing money 
from every per^f n thdt would lend it» It is even 
faid, he p-iAiiCl hts crown, to the archbilhopof 
Triers, for fifty thoufand florins. 

Edward entered Artois : and, though the two 
armies looked at each other for fome days, they 
had no aSion ; when , the king retteated into 
Ftanderj^ . 

1340.- : 

Edward gained a complete viQoiy over the 
Ftench fleet, near Sluys, on the Flemifli coaft : 
after which he went and laid fiege to Tourfiay* 
On this Philip advanced with a very large annf > 
but, by the mediation of Joanna de Valois, Ed* 
ward's wife's mother, no a^'on took place, but 
a truce was agreed on for fome n^onthe, which 
afterwards was prolonged for two yeavs. » Edward 
then returned to England,, with his)$rife Philipp** 
who had borne him a fon at Antwerp, j:iSimed 
Lionel, and another at GUient, named John. 

Before this^, Philip had prevailed on the empe- 
ror, now become his friend, to revoke Edward's 

title of vicar of the empire. : 

Philip 
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1344- 

Philip kaving- beheaded fotne'LohJs of Bre* 
tagne, without any trial, Edward declared he 
bad broken the tmce ; and immediatdy rai fed an 
army, with which he ravaged Nor<aiandy in * 
dreadful manner, and advanced toCrefly, on the 
Sonnme, where Philip was defeated with im- 
menfe iofs. Edward's fon, whom he had creat- 
ed, prirtce* of Wales, gained great glory by "his 
bravery in this battle, ' which ^asfbught Auguft 
^5th, 1:346, where he flew theking-of Bohemia, 
and took his helmet, in which were three 
oftrie^ feathers, and the motto IchDletif ** .1 
ferve;'* to perpetuate which, the prince of 
Wales has always borne it for his creft. 

-1346. ' 

Whilil Edward ^vas employed in* Prance, the 
Scots, commanded by their king, David (who 
was' returned from France, at the infligation of 
Philip) invaded England. "On whicih queen Phi- 
lippa.raifed an army, whith flie intruded to lord 
Piercy, furndmed Hotfpur, who defeated David 
at Neville's Crofs, near Durham, afid took him 
prifbner. As Toon as Philippa had lodged her 
prifoner fife in the Tower, flie went over to 
herbulband, whowasbefieging Calais, which was 
obliged at iaft to furrender : and a report goes, that 
Edward was foexafperated at their obftinate de- 
fence, that he determined to -execute fix of the 
principal burghers. EuKace de S^t, Pierre, and 

five 
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five Others, offered themfelves iw viftimstohis 
revenge; whonti, with muchentreafy, the queen 
faved. fife turned all the natives oat wthfe 
pJiace, and planted aft EngHfh colony tfcerei 
After which, having agreed to a truce for dnfi 
year, he returned to England in triainph. 

^349- 

*rhe plagiie made dreadful havoc in EngM 
this year, particularly in London. ^ 

Edward was very near lofing Calais, owing to 
the governor's being bribed. The king, who 
ivas infornied of the tranfaSion, went oy^ prr- 
▼ately^ with the prince of Wates; and, the night 
the place was to have been betrayed, foUied out 
with k chofen body, ahd cut the enemy to pieces 
But, Philip difowning nhy Knowledge of this tranf- 
aftion, the truce continued ; and Edward re- 
turned to England, and foon afterwards inftitu- 
'ted the order of the Garter. The occafion of 
which was, it is faid, as follows :^^-*-The b^oti- 
ful countefs of Salifbury in dancing dropped hef 
garter, which the king picked up ; and, obfer- 
Ving the courtiers fmiling at each other, made 
life of the words, now the motto of the order, 
iloni fcit qui mal y penfe.

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The FtemtngQ, who w^rc a very mercantile 
people, deferred Edward's caufe ; on which, he 
removed the ilaple <X wool from them, and 
^xed it in feveral towns of his own kingdom.

The "Scots furprized Berwick^ on which Ed- 
ward marched to the north, retook it, andra- 
'vaged Scotland as Tar as Edinburgh. 

The truce with France being expired, and that 
country harrafled with civil commotions^ the 
prince of Wales, invefied with the dutchy of 
<5«ienne, went over to take advantage of them^ 
which he did, by ravaging all Languedoc. On 
which, John advanced towards iiim ; and, ima- 
gining the princess army was in. fuch a fituation 
as muft oblige them to furrender at difcretion, 
rejefted all the offers of accommodation the 
prince could make ; which occafioned the battle 
of Poitiers, where the prince, with a very infe- 
rior army,* defeated the French, and took king 
John and his fon Philip prifoners. 

Edward Baliol, finding himfelf extremely 6b- . 
noxious to the Scots, fold all his right to thaft 
l^ingdom to the king of England, for a penfion 
«f two thoufand pounds per annum. 

1357- 

The prince of Wales, "with the approbation 
of his father, made a truce wi& the dauphin

Edward's tournamem and diverfions, at 
Windfor, were a little checked by ihe death of 
his mother IfabelJa, after a confinemeiit of twenty- 
eight years. 

There were great tlifturbances in France, 
owing to the vaft oppreffion of the peafant? by the 
TJobles, which the dauphin found a very difficult 
tnatter to quell. 

John, longing for liberty, entered into a 
treaty with Edward, fo very much to the dif- 
advaiTtage df France, that the dauphin and the 
ftates refufed to confirm it. Dn which, the 
truce being expired, Edward carried over an 
army of 100,000 men, with which he ravaged 
the coxintry to the very urates of Paris, where the 
dauphin had fhut himfelf up ; and on no account 
would he venture a decifive aSion. Edward in- 
f fted on the treaty agreed to by John, which the 
dauphin pofittvely refufed. At laft the duke of 
Lancafier (whofe daughter, Blanche, had juft

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1)een married to John of Ghent, Edi^card's third 
fon) perfuaded the king to accept of more mode- 
rate terms ; and at laft the peace of Bretignr 
^as concluded, in Mav 1360 ; which, though 
not quite fo detrimental to France as the treaty 
agreed on with John, gave Edward almpft ts 
many poflefllons as his predeceCTors had he;ld in 
that country, befides an immenfe ranfora for the 
king ; who was conduced to Calais j and^ on 
"Ratifying the peace, was releafed.

Grandfather Qi^y^gjl^j.^ were appointed regents; to them 
Throne, were added feveral lay- lords, and prelates, as 
1377. counfellors. 

The Houfe o£ Commons, which was now 
growing into great confequence, for the firft. 
timechofef a fpseaker, Peter de la Mare. 
• The truce with Fri^ice being expired, and no 

attention paid for preparations to renew the war,. 
Charles V. ravaged the coafts of England with 
impunity ; biff the Englifli were poflefled of 
many different entries into France, having Ca- 
lais, Bourdeaux, aifd Bayonne, befides Cher* 
bourg, ceded to them by the king of Navarre,^ 
an.d Bre^, by the duke of Bretagne.' 

The Scots took Berwick, which was retakeit 
by the earl of Northumberland. 

1378; 

The war was carried on between England awf 
France, but in a very languid manner, when 
^ Chailes V. died, and was fucceeded by his fon 
Charles VI.. a minor.. 

1381. 

To aflift the govesnment to carry on the war 
with France,, the parliament ordered a poll-tax 
to be levied, which produced a very ferious re- 
keilbn. It h2gan by. the indecent fatehaviour of 

one 
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one of the tax-gatherers, toa tyler's daughter in ' 
Kentj which immediately blew up into fuch a < 
ftame, that the girl's father foon was at the 
head of 100,000 men, with which he marched to" 
London, determined to level every body to the* 
fanre rank-, and, in* derifidn of the nobility 
(many of whom, as well as prelates, he put to 
death) he and others took the names of. Wat 
Tyler, Jack Straw, &c. The king held a con- 
ference with Tyfer,. in SmWifield, who, having^ 
halted his mob, he advanced to the royal retinue, . 
where he behaved fo infolently, that Walworth,, 
iher mayor of London, put him to death ; on ^ 
which the king, who perceived the mob.!were - 
prepared for revenge, immediately rode -up to 
them by himfelf, and called out, " Wh^ my. 
"good people, are you forry for having loft 
" your leader ? I, myfelf, will be your leader ;*^ 
and immediately put himfelf at their head, led 
them out of the city into the fields,': and j 'being 
now joined by Sir Robert KSoUes, with a bo- 
dy of veterans, whom -lie would not permit 
to fall 00 the rioters, JK9 (Jjfmifled them with 
romifes. This wonderfiil preience of mind i» 
fb young a prince, gave the people great hopes 
of his being, as .worthy as any of his predeceflbrst 
The king .married Anne of Luxembourg,!, 
daughter of the enppeior Wenceflaus.

The earl' of March died, leaving a fon, Ro- 
ger by Philippa,. daughter of the duke of Cla-

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1385. 

Richard^ as he advanced towards manhood^, 
ihewed his want or capacity^ in every enter- 
prise he undertook, though not>necould think bet- 
ter of himfelf. He was extremely fond of plear- 
fure, nor did he ever value any exrpence. for fliew 
and magnificence ; which often brought hint 
into difagreeable circumflances.. 

The Scots having no cavalry^ applied to the 
j«gency of France, who fent over John de Vi- 
enne, with 1 ,5oo;on whichanarmy ofSOpOOO, with 
Richard and the dukeof Lancailerat tl^eir,bea4f 
entered Scotland by Berwick. The &:ot8, leav- 
ing their country to be pillaged^ entei^ EUig- 
land by CarliOe, and committed horrid devaf- 
tations in Cumberland and Weflmoreland ; but 
Richard, inftead crf^ waiting for the enemv on the 
weft borders, returaed to En^and t(>.ai» ufual 
pleaAires and amufements.

Tiie duke of Lanp^er, having f6t»e pret«n- 
fions to the kingdom of Caftite, by marriage^ 
carried over the flower of the Englifii army to 
Spain, which the French thinking a goodoppor* 
lunity for invading England,' made great prepa- 
rations for that ex^pedition, both by Ifea and laud ; 
but a ftorm deftroyed a ^reat number of their 
fleet at Stuys, the Flemings beiiig now in alliance 
with them, and the Engli^ taking a great many 
more^ fre^ England from the danger at pre- 
fent^ 

Great 
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Great difcontents arofe in England amongft 
the nobles^ headed by the duke of Gloucefler, . 
againft Richard, on account of his unbounded 
afieSion for the earl of Oxford, whom he crea- 
ted duke of Ireland, and whom he allowed to 
govern the kingdom as he pleafed. Richard, find- 
ing this ftorm brewing againft him, retired to 
Eltham ; but the parliament fent him a mefTage^ 
importing, that if he did not return, and con- 
fent to the banifliment of his favourites, they 
would proceed to chufe another king, which 
brought him back. His favourites were banifti* 
ed, but be foon afterwards recalled ihem. • 

1387.- 

The favourites flirred up the king to revenge; 
on which the dtjke of Gloucefter, and other 
fords, took to arms. The duke of Ireland fled 
to Chefliire, and rai fed fome forces, which he 
was marching to London, to the relief of the 
king, but was encountered in Oxford (hift by 
Gloucefter, and totally defeated. He fled into 
•the Low Countries, where he died in exile, a 
few years after ; his papers being taken, expofed ' 
the king's pernicious defigns. A parliament was 
aflembled, by which feveral of the king's minif- 
ters were hanged at Tyburn, and others baniflied/ 
To reftore peace entirely, the king was perfua*- 
i^i to iffue a general pardon.' 

1389. 
The duke of Lancafter having fold all right to 
the crown of Caftite, returned t© England, and, 
G s the 
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the king being fufpicious of him, made over 
Guienne to him, on purpofe to get him at a 
diftance ; but the Gafcons refufing to be alien* 
ated from the crown of England, Richard revo" 
ked the grant, with the duke's conlent. 

Richard took the reins orgovernment into his 
own hands,, and changed the miniftry, without 
any commotion. He made William of Wickr 
ham, bifhopof Winchefter, his chancellor.

©f war, concluded* truce for twenty-eight years; 

and. 
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and, to render the amity between the two crowns » 
more durable, Kichard was affianced to Ifabella^*n 
Charles V tb's daughter, though only ks^n 
years of age. Richard went over to Ireland, ta 
. qaell a rebellion that had broke out there, and to 
revenge the death of the earl of March, who had • 
been (lain in an an a&ion, and had been decia- r 
red prefumptixe heir to the»crown, as Richard - 
had no children. 

The duke of Lancafter died, and bi» feni'the 
earl of Derby, who had been created duke of 
Hereford, Tucceeded him, whilft inbahifhment 
for a quarrel he had with the duke of Norfolk. - 
Taking advantage of the kingV ablence in Ire- 
lard,, he landed in England, atnRavenfpur, in 
Yorkfhire, with feverai nobles, pretending he 
fiHy wiftied to be reinftated in his pofleiTions of 
Lancafler. Richard, who now arrived from Ire- 
land, having long difgufti^d the Englifli, found 
almoft the whole'^ nation had joined Henry cf 
Lancafler ; even tJT^very army he brought from - 
Irieland deferred hino. On which Itb retired to • 
the ifle of Anglcfea, to embark either for Ireland : 
or France; but the enrlof Noithumberland, by. 
treachery and falfe oaths, got polTefTion of his - 
pcrfon, and carried him to Henry, at Flint 
CafUe, who immediately condufted him to Lon- 
don, where a parliament was aflembled, who 
formally depofed Richard as unv/orihy to reign. 
One of the aSs alfedged againft him, was fcizing- 
tis ancle the duke of Gloucefteis, fending hinv 

over • 
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over to Calais^ and there having bim prt«afeljr 
murdered . 

Henry kid claim to the crown, as feeing dc- 
fcended by his^ mother from Edmond ^arl of 
Lancafter, the pretended elder brother of Ed- 
ward I. but who. had been laid^fide pu ac<?ount 
of forae deformity in hb perfon. 

The parliament, who had been gained over 
by him, would not examine his pretenfions too 
narrowly, for fear of the real ones of the diikeof 
Clarence^s heir, and, therefore on the 30th of 
September 1 399, they declared Henry of Lan- 
cafter king of England and France.

held the crown, paid greaf court to the clergy,

A confpiracy^was entened into to aflTaflihafc^ 
Henry, which was difcovered to him by the duke 
of Alben>arlel The reft of the confpirators fet- 
irp Maudlin, a fervant of the late king's who, 
being very like him, they pretended he was 
Kichard,.. who had efcaped outof prifon, and* - 
inimediateljr marched, in hopes of furprifing 
Henry at Windfor ; bu^he was gone to Lon- 
don, had raifed troops, and was encamped at ' 
Hounflow -heath : on which the confpiirators^ * I 
retreating, encamped them army near Cirencef- 
tcr. The heads of the confpiracy lodged in the 
town. The tluke of Swrrey and earl of Salifbu- 
ry. m one houfe,, the duke of Exeter and earl of 

Gloucefter 
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Gloucefter in another. During the night, the 
mayor of the town, having privately aflembled 
about four hundred men, (Sut the gates, and at- 
tacked both the quarters. He carried the firft,^ 
and took both the noblemen, whom he imme- 
diatefy beteaded. The other two efcaped over 
the hoiHes to their Gamp,, which they found en- 
tirely deferted, the army having imagined th6 
king had" got into the town. They were fooa 
aftierwards taken, and beheaded. Maudlin was 
likewife taken, and hanged. 

Robert III. king of Scotland, , refufing to do 
homage, Henry mar-ched to the north, and ra* 
vaged alt ScotHlnd ; but findihg He -could make 
nothing of them, he in a few weeks returned to » 
the fouth. 

Next year the Scots, commanded by earl 
Douglas, made another irruption into Eng- 
land; but they were met and defeated by the 
Hercies, atHomeldon, near the borders. 

Whilft Henry was in the north, the Welfli re- 
volted, and chofe Owen Glendowr, a private 
gentleman, for their prince; and in their excur- 
fions^hey took the earl of March prifoner ; 
^icn Henry was not forry for, as he heartily 
halted all that houfe, well knowing the^ hada 
better title to the crown than he had. 

Emanuei-Paleologus,. emperor oT Conftantino- 
p^e, arrived in England to crave help againfl 
Baj-azet, emperor or the Turks. Henry difni^f- 
fed him with prefenls, and pix)mires of aid 
when' his own affairs were more firmly efta--, 
blilhed.

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Henry, to court tjie clergy, allowed them t(y 
burn one William Sautre, a cfergyman, for 
herefy, he being a Wickliffite. This is thefirft 
execution on account of religion^ i n England. 

France- demanded Ifabella, widow of Richaril, 
as the marriage had not been confummated on 
account of htr youth. Henry, not chufing to 
quarrel with the regents of that nation, fent her 
back.

Henry, who detained him a prifoner for many^ 
years, but gave hfira an e'xcelleat edueatton. 

The earl of Northumberiand, who had a|aia 
broken out into rebellion, was defeated and flain 
by Sir Thomas Rokefby, flieriff of Yorkfliire. 

Soon after which Gkndowr died, which broke 
all the meafiires of the Wetfh. 

The imprifonment of prince James Aon kil- 
led his father Robert ; and Henry kept the duke 
of Albany, the regent, in awe, threatening, on 
occafions, to releafe the young king- 

France^ at this time, fufered greatly from^ 
the Burgundian- and 'Orleans fa^ons, which- 
K^nry kept pretty equally poifed, firft by pri- 
vately aflifting one party, and then the other 5 
fo. that Henr^ might truly be faid to be at peace 

with.

The cnty thing he had to- 
vex him, wti the irreffuUtitiei and debaucheries^ 
of ihe prince of Wtfe« ; wWth were occa- 
fioned very much by the king's own jealour 
condu&« 

Henry was much troubled v:ith fits ; which* 
brouaht him to the grave, March 20, x 41 jj^ at^ 
Weittpinfter* 
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The clergy continued" to perlecute the Lol- 
lards as heretics. Henry's demands on France 
were fo exorbitant, that, though frequent nego- 
•• <iations were held, they all came to nothing, 

1415/ 

Henry, having entered into a private treaty 
'nvith the duke of Burgundy, determined to at-? 
tack France. Whilft he was embarking his 
troops ;U Southampton, he was informed of a 
confpiracy againft his perfon, which coft the 
earls of Cambridge and Northumbei land, and 
lord Scroop, their lives. This delayed him fome 
time, fo that it war the twemy-firft of Auguft 
before he landed' his army at'Havrede Grace, 
and immediately proceeded to Harfleur, which 
he took, and peopled with Etigliih ; but find- 
ing the feafon advancing, and his army much di* 
miniflied and in bad condition, he begun his 
march towards Calais ; but was harrafled on hk 
road by an army commanded by the conftabie 
Albret, four times his number, and was at laft 
in fuch defperate circirmftances as to be obliged 
to fight, which he did on the twenty-fifth of 
Odober, and gained a complete viSory at 
Agincourt, with incredible lofs to the enemy. 
Their commander, the conflAble, was flain. A 
part of the runaway enemy attacked his caniP, 
which he thinking a new army, ordered all . 
lus prifoners to be put to death. Hienry, after 
this, purfucd his march- to Calais^ ctmclude'd af 

ihert 
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ihort truce, and then returned to England, 
where he was received with joyful acclama- 
tions. 

The duke of York being- killed at'AgitlcOtfh, 
te was fucceeded by his nephew, Richard, fon 
of the earl of Cambridge (beheaded at ^uth- 
ampton), and Anne, fifter to the earl of 
March. 

- Notwithftanding fo great a lofs, ^he French 
faSions continued with increafing hatred, aS'the 
duke of Orleans at pfefent had pofTeilion of the 
king. The earl of Armagnac was made conlla- 
ble, who laid fiege to Harfleur ; which was 
relieved by the duke of Bedford's faihng from 
England, and defeating the French fleet, near 
the mouth of the harbour. 

1418, 

Henry returned to France this ye&r, and was 
very fuccefsful in what he undertook, as the fac- 
I tions were more intent on deftroying each other, 

than in flopping the common enemy. Sir John 
OWcaftle, lord Cobham, was taken and: burnt 
as a herenc. 

1420. . 

The faftions ftill continued in Prance. The 
conflable Armagnac was taken and mufdered by 
ihe Burgundy party. 

4in'he dauphin and duke of Burgundy were re- 
conciled ; but it foon appeared it was only a ttap, 
as the duke was aflaflinated at a conference hefd 
on tlie-^ridge of- MohteFekvt ; which fo exafpe- 

. ratea 
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rated the dukeV Ton,* that he immedi ately en- 
tered into the ftriSeft alliatxre with'Henry^ to 
levenge his father's murder ; which gave Henry 
opportunity of Kiaking very rapid conquefts ; fo 
that France was obliged to conclude the peace of 
Troye, by which it was agreed tK. t Henry 
Ihould marry the prmcefs X^atherine, daughter 
of Charles VI. who was to keep the^crown for 
hiilife, and on iii« d^mife Henry fliouldfucceed 
'to the crown of France. 

He in a few da-ys marriecl the princefs, arid 
carried her and her father to Paris, where he 
took on himfelf the title of regent. 

14^1. 

Henry, obliged to go to England to meet the 
parliament, left the duke of Clarence to com- 
mand againfl the dauphin, and the Scots, whom 
the duke of Albany, regent of Scotland, had 
fent over, under the command of the earl of 
Buchan, to aflift the dauphin. 

The duke was foon afterwards defeated arid 
flain, in an a£lion at Beaugc, in Anjou. The 
dauphin made the earl of Buchan conftable. 

Henry carried over to France a confiderabfe 
army, with which he was very fuccefsful againft 
the dauphin. . 

The queen was delivered of a prince, named 
Henry, , to' the great joy of both England and 
France. 

WhiKl 
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1422. 

Whilft Henfy was carrying on n fuccefrftrt 
>viir againft the dauphin, hfc grew, fo ill of a 
, " fillula, that he was obliged to be carried in a 
litter to the Bois de Vincennes, ^here he died 
on the thirtT-firft of Auguft, feslyiifg his brothei?, 
^hc duke of Bedford, regent of Prance, and his 
^ther brother, ^he duke of Gloueefter, protec- 
tor of England daring his fon's minority. 

Henry was carried to England, aird buried «t 
Weflminfter. 

Charles VI. of France did not fiirvive him 
two months. 
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Vewrjvu 'iTN N. the cfeafhc^ Henry V. (which It feemd 
W» f^rin vJr as if Providence bad ordered 4t this time, 
thcthrooc, to prevent England and France beint under the 
»VU2. - iame king) his fon, only nine months old, was 
. proclaimed king of England, and heir of France; 
> and Charles VI. dying very foon a^ter, he was 
proclaimed king of France at t^aris, and 
the dake of Bedford made all the great men, 
who efpou£;d the Englifli party, fwear alle- 
giance. 

The dauphin, now at)out twenty, ftill having 
pofleflion of the provinces fouth ©f the Loire, 
and fome fortified places to the toorth, was 
crowned at Poitiers Charles VH. the Englifli 
being in pofleflion of RHeims. 
The parliament, whjch at this tiitie began to 
.make themfelves of great confequente, not lik- 
ing the word Regent, cbofe the duke of Bedford 
Proteftor ; and when he was in France, where 
he was regent, the duke of Gloucefter wast* | 
be proteft'or ; but they had a council added to thenl^ 
The bJfhop of VVinchefter, the Wuke of Exeters 
brother, was appointed governor to the young 
ting. 

1424. 

The duke of Bedford employed himfelf in 
Trance, in confirming the old alliances, and in 
.making new ones, particularly withahe duke of 
Britany, and his brother, the couit of Riche- 
mont ; and, finding that in the ditftrent adioBs 
that happened with the dauphin, Ihere was a 
dbody of Scots Tent over, under the tommand of j 

the 
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the earl of Bucha^, he advifed the council in 
England to releafe their prifoner, James, king 
o£ Scotland ; which they accordingly did, he pay- 
ing forty thoufand merks for his education, and 
promifing not to allow his troops to alTifl the 
French. James returned to Scotland, married 
to a daughter of the earl of Somerfet, coufin to 
young Henry. Before the treaty could have et- 
fed, the regent defeated the dauphin*^ army, at 
Verneuil, in Auguft, commanded by eari Bu- 
chan, who had been made conftable of France, 
where Tie ind many other Scots of note were 



1425* 

The duke of Bedford was flopped in his ca- 
reer of totally conquering France, by a quarrel 
betwixt the dukes of Gloucefter and Brabant, 
concermng the country of Hainault ; for the 
troopsy that ought to have reinforced the regent's 
^rmy^ were fent by the duke to Hainault. In 
the cdurfe of tinoe, the reijent made up the quai* 
rel, though the duke of Burgundy, who had 
taken part with Brabant, was ever after jealous 
oftheEnglifli. 

Charles VII. gained over the count of 
Richemont to his party, by giving him 
the vacant marlhaPs ftaff; he perfuaded his 
brother, the duke of Britany, likewife to join 
Charles. 

The regent returned to England (leaving the 

earl of Warwick to command), on account of 

^ violent difputes betvrixt the duke of Gloutefter 

H 2 and 
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and the bilhdp of Winchefter, who was of 4 
liaughty, violent difpofition. The parliament in* 
terfering, 'they -were outwardly reconciled. , 

1426. 
T!ie duke of Bedford returned to France^, 
■and, by fuddenly falling onBritany, obliged the 
duke to renounce the French alliance, and fwear 
4illegiance.to youflg Heniy. 

•1427.- 
The regent determined on laying fiege to Or- 
leans, a very Rrong place, and center oFthe 
dauphin's poffeflions ; for which purpofe he feflt 
the earl of Salisfbury thither, who had joined 
him from England with ten thoufand men. He I 
was killed bSfott tlie place, but the "fiege vras 
continued by the ea^l of Suffolk ; which brought 
Charley's affairs into To defperate a fituarion, 
that he had ferious thoughts of retiring into Dau- 
phin^, and defending that remote province; 
•when one of themoft extraordinary revolutioBS 
took i place that ever occurred in any biftoif* 

A country girl, called Joan of Arc, born nra 
tillage of Lorraine, who had rod c the horfes to 
water for fonie time from a publichoufe, it- 
dared flie had received ex prefe orders from God 
to raife the fieee of Orleans, and to crown 
Charles VII. at Rheims. Whether this fxcm- 
^ed from enthufiafm, or a concerted projea 
to raife the courage of the Fi*ench, it was de- 
termined to look on her, as commiflioned t 
from above : accordjingly, being properly armed, 

ihe 
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fte forced her way into Orleans with a convoy,, 
and next day attacked and carried four of the 
principal ports belonging to the Knglifli, which 
obliged them to raife. the fiege, and retreat iir 
fuch difbrder, as tolofe feveral of their former 
conquefts. 

By Joan's advice (better known by the^ name 
©f the Pucelle) Charles marched to Rheims, 
where he was crowned, and on; his way he 
took feveral places, and defeated the Englifh, 
UTKJer the command of earf Talbot^ at Pii- 
tay. 

Owing to this unfuccefsful turn of affairs, it 
was determined that Henry fhould go to France 
to be crowned. Before he fet out he was crowned 
in Kngland, in November; though only eightr 
years OT age. 

^430. 

The regent did every things anaffive, wife 
man could do on this occafion, affifted by 5,000 
raen. The bifhop of Winchefter, then cardi- 
nal, was leading on a crufade againft the Huf- 
fites in Bphemia,^ when the Pucelle was taken 
prifoner in a fally, at Compiegne, and delivered 
to the regent^ 

143T. 

She was tried and burnt as a witch, in Rouen, 
May the 30th ; .the Englifh maintaining that flie 
was aflifted by the devil ; and the French, that 
ftiewas fent from God. 

H 3 The 
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The Englifh affairs in France weremucft oft 
the dech'ne, by the duke of Burgundy's entering 
into a feparate treaty with Charles VIL at Arras, 
and they were- made ftill worfe by the death of 
the duke of Bedford, at Rouen^ The duke of 
York was appointed regept ; but, on hia going 
to France, he found Paris in the hands of the 
enemy ; and, though t man of abilities himfelf, 
and afllAed by Talbot, an experienced general, 
the Englifh affairs went graduaHy to decay. 

1440, 

The war continued very languidly, as the 
Englidi would not abate of their high demands. 
A truce was agreed on betwixt the Engfiih and 
the duke of Burgundy,, on account of their reci- 
procal commerce. 

1444. 

A truce was concluded with France for two 
years ; and Henry, who was a good-natured, 
weak, indolent prince, and always governed by 
thofe about him, was married ta Margaret of 
Anjou, . daughter of Rene, titular kinf of Sicily ; 
a woman of a mafcutine, courageous fpirit, and 
extremely accomplifhed. Upon her arrival in 
England, flie foon joined the party of the cardi- 
nal of Winchefter, and the dukes of Somerfet, 
Buckingham, and Suffolk, wh© were beht on 
the deftruftion of the duke of Gloucefter. 

The 
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1447- 

The cabal accufed the duke of Gloucefter of 
treafon ; he w;^s.-thro^srn into prifon; but they 
were by no means certain of convicting him. H6 
was found dead in his bed.- The cardinal of , 
Wiqchefter . did not fiirvjve him fix* weck^. 

1450.. 

The "Fnglifli were entirely driven out of France,^ 
except Calais ; and Charles, employed about the 
regulation- of hts government, did not moleft 
England, though there was no truce. 

Th^ people, .very much difcontented with 
the queen and her cabal, 'began to talk of the 
dqke of York's right to the crown ; which atlaft 
eq,dejd in a ferious rebellion in Kent, headed by 
a manr of the name of Jack Cade, who affumed 
th|it of Mortimer, wliich brought great numbers 
to hjs riandard. The king,. FpV prefent faifety, 
was taken to Kenelworth caftle, and the rebel- 
lion at laft queHed, Cade being killed by a 
Suflex gehtlerrian. However, Suffolk was im- 
peached by the Comnions 5 and, to fave him 
from further harm, the king banifhed him fpr 
five years :Jie W^s met, on his patTage to France, 
by another vefTel,^the captain of which im.medi- 
arely cilt off his nead. . ' ' ' '^

The duke of York^ ^ho was returned from 
Ireland, beginning to hgve furious thoughts of 
the crown, in concert with the earls of Salilbury 

, H 4 . and , 
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and Warwick, his friends, rarfed troops, on a 
pretence of removing the dnke of Somerfet and 
the other miniftry, and reforming the govern- 
ment. 

1453* 
The queen was deh'vered of a prince, who 
was named Edward. Her party finding they 
could not at prefent cope with York, Somerfet 
was fent to the Tower; and the king being 
feizedwith one of his fits of ficknefs, Yorktiras 
made proteQor of "the kfngdprn ; Which next 
year the kmg, getting a h'ttle better, was per- 
fuaded to revolve, and to releafe Somerfet from 
the Tower, and commit the government to him; 
on which the duke of York flew to aVms, and 
defeated the royalifts at St. Alban's, where the 
duke of Somerfet wasflain. The king fell into 
Richard's hands,, whom he treated with great 
refpe£t, and went with him to London; and at 
a parliament, Richard was declared proteflor, 
tilt the prince of Wales fliould be of age^ 

1458. 
An outward ^reconciliat ion took place betwixt 
the heads of the twofaSions, which <bon after- 
wards broke out again with redoubled violence, 
fothat each party endeavoured to raife men in 
every county in England. ' 

1459- . 

The earl of Sali(bury, marching a body of 

troops to join Richard at j^udlow, m Shropshire, 

v^as^attacked, on the twenty- third of September, 

"• at 
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at Blore Heath, by lorxl Audley, who was defea- 
ted and flain. . 

The royalifts, advancing towards the duke of 
York, proclaimed a general pardon ; on which: 
moft of the duke^s army deferted, which obliged! 
the leaders to fly to Ireland and Calais. 

1460. 

The earls of Salifbury and Warwick',? Having: 
landed in Keiit with troops,, and Beiiig joinecf 
there by Edward earl of March^ Richard's Ton, 
and other friends (Richard remaining in Ireland)' 
they encountered the royalifts,, at Northampton, 
July lOth. They totally dtfeate4 them,, and took. 
the king prifoner, whom they conduced to 
London, treating, him with great civility ; for 
though a weak, he was a. good man. 

A parliament was affembled, at which Ri- 
chard, duke of York, being returned from Ire- 
land, pleaded hi& prior right to the crown, ad 
being defcended by his mother from the duke of 
Clarence, Edward Ill.'s fecond fon, whereas 
Henry was defcended from the third fon ; and 
then left the afiembly to deliberate on it. It 
was at laft fettled, with the duke's approbation, 
that Henry ibouW keep the crown during hil 
life, and that Richard firould fudceed him. ^ 

Richard, being informed that Margaret, (who 
had fled into Wales, and then into Scotland^ 
with the prince of Wales, after .the battle of 
Northampton, had raifed troops in the north) fet 
ut with a fmal! army to meet her, b«t wasde- 
' :ated and flain, near Wakefield. 

H 5 Edward^ 
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Edward, the dtike's fon, determined on carry- 
ing on the quarrel, (the two parties were diftin- 
guiflied by the Yorklfts wearing white rofes, 
and the Lancaftrians red ones) «iarched from 
Wales towards London, and on the way defea- 
ted the earl of Pembroke, at Mortimer's crofs, 
in Herefordfhire j which the queen revenged 
(being likewife on her march to London^ by de- 
feating the earl of Warwick, at St. Alban*s, and 
releafing the king- Edward, being joined by the 
remains of' Warwick's army, which was fepe- 
rior»to the aueen's, proceeded to London, (the 
inhabitants ot which were his friends) whilft ftc 
retreated to the north. 

Edward's friends, declaring that Henry had 
forfeited his right to the crown by breaking his 
agreement; proclaimed Edward, March the 5th, 
by the name of Edward IV. 

Catherine, Henry Vth.'s widow, married a 
WeHh gentleman, called Owen Tudor, by whom 
fhe had two fons, Edmund, created earl of 
Kichmond, and Jafper, earl of Pembroke. 

The national debts, on parliamentary fecurity, 
began in this reign.

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^^^^n/lv.TpDWARD had been in pofleflion of the 
fr^^^Ar* t / throne but a few'days, when he was obliged 
duke of toput himfelf at theheadof his army, to oppofe 
Clarence, Margaret, who had colIeSed a large army in the 
IV^^W^/ north ; which broug'hl; on a bloody battle, on 
III.

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Henry lay concealed in Lancalhirefor about a 
year; when, being difcovered, he was feized and 
fent to the Tower of London. 

1464. 

Edward, wifliingto fecure his throne bylflue, 
as well as foreign aflianfts, fent over the earl of 
Warwick to treat of a marriage for him with 
Bona of Savoy, fifter-in-law to Louis XI. king 
of France Whifft Warwick was finifhinghis 
negotiation, Edward fell in love vrith, and roar- 
rid, a beautiful lady, Elizabeth Gray, widow 
of Sir John Gray, of Groby. When Warwick 
^heard of this, he returned to England, full of in- 
dignation againft Edward ; who did not even en- 
deavour to explain his conduft ; on which J he 
earl retired from court, fully determined on re- 
venge the firft opportunity. 

1466. 

Louis XL was at war with the dukes of^fcf- 
giindy arid Britany : Edward entered into^h 
alliance witli. Burgundy, giving him his fifler in 
marriasre, as he found mod of his owf> nobility 
difgufled'by the great honours he conferred on 
the Woodvilles, the queetv's relations. * 

The duke of Clarence, Edward's brother, 
entered privately into Warwick's animotity, and 
married his daughter. 

A'n infutreiaio^,' ' m accoutJt oi\kx\ h^fpital, bel- 
gan in Yotkihirev which wta^ifteretly fomented 

i by 
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hy the cfuke of Clarence and the earl of Warwicfc ; 
the malecontents increafed^ fo much, that they 
defeated the royal army, commanded byHer1>ert, 
carl of Pembroke, whom they took and put to 
death. This battle happ^gned at Banbury, on 
the 26th of July. They likewife beheaded the 
queen's father^ the earl ^f Rivers. 

1470. ' , 

The duke of Clarence and the earl rf W^- 
wick now levied troops, and decfared, themfelves 
heads of the rebels ; and foon afterwards defeated 
Edward's army, and took him prifoner. He 
was confined in Middleham caftle, under the 
charge of Warwick's brother, the archbifiiop ^ 
York ; but, making hJs efcape, he foottraifed 
another army, with which he defeated the young 
lord Wells, near Stamford, which obliged Clar 
rence and Warwick to fly to France Louis XI. 
promifed them aid, and (ent for Margaret, who 
v^lMrith her father in Sicily. Upon her arriyalj 
fli^in hopes of feeing her hufband reinftated on 
the throne, entered into a treaty with her for- 
merly implacable enemy, Warwicfc. 

Clarence, by means of a lady, was gained 
over again to his brother, whoni he promifed to 
join on the firft good opportunity. 

In September, Clarence and Warwick landed 
at Dartmouth, with men and money ; and, their 
army increafing prodigioufly, they marched to 
Edward, who was encaniped at Lynn : but he 
being alarmed; and imagining hi« ^rmy. difaf- 
feiied> ivejit.on board iofia«veipfel,..g;id with diffi- 
culty 
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cuky reached his brother-in-law, the duke of Bur- 
gundy ; who ^x^as not much pleafed at harbour- 
ing an exiled prince. Clarence and Warwick, 
finding Edward gone, marched to I/ondon^ re- 
leafed Henry from the Tower, and, on the 6th 
of Odober, again proclaimed him king ; and in 
November, a parliament being alFembted, they 
declared Edward an ufurper, and fettled the 
iiicceffion on Henry and his heirs. 

Edward's queen fled to the fan6hiary of Weft 
minller with her fon, who wasjufl born* 

M7I- 

Edward landed at Ravenfpur, in Yorkfhfre, 
with about Iwo thoufand men. Warwick raifed 
an army about Leiccfter to oppofe them ; but 
Edward, giving him the flip, arrived at London, 
which opened its gates to him. Henry being 
there, was taken, and again fent to the Tower. 

Warwick, finding it impoffible to avoid com- 
ing to an aSion, marched towards London : on 
the road, the duke of Clarence, as he had' before 
determined, deferted to his brother with twelve 
thoufand men ; notwithftanding which, Warwick 
fought a bloody battle with Edward, on the I4tl| 
of April, at Barnet ; where his army was totally 
routed, and himfelf flain. 1*he fcaffold again 
ftreamed with the blood of the prifonens ; for in 
^his civil war all the prifoners were executed. It 
was callcdj in foreign countries, The War of the 
Rofes. 

Margaret 
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Margaret and her fon landed- about this time in- 
Dorfetfhire'; and, finding what had happened, 
took refuge in the fanduary of Beaulieu, in Hamp- 
fhite, where flie was joined by feveral of the 
Lancaftrian lords ; who ehcooraging her to hope, 
ilie refumed her former fpirits, and foon raifed aa 
army in Devonfhire, Soraerfetfliire, and Gloueef- 
terfliire : but Edward came up with her at 
Tewk(bury,on the Severn, where another bloody 
battle was fought, in which the queen's army 
was defeated, and hcrfelf and fon taken prifoners. 
When the prince was brought before Edward, he 
afked him. How he cjurft invade his dominions ? 
the prince replied, To claim his juft inheritance. 
Upon which, Edward, forgetting himfelf, ftnick 
iiim on the mouth with his gauntlet ; which the 
dukes of Clarence and Gioucefter, Edward's 
brothers, and (ord Haftings, taking for a iigtial, 
hurried the prince into another room, and dif- 
patched him with their daggers. 

Margaret was fent to the Tower, where her 
hufband, Henry, died in a ftiort time* Whe- 
ther by violence or not,^ is uncertain ; but it is 
generally believed, that the duke of Gioucefter, 
who was a brutifh, bloody ppince, put him ta 
tieath with his own hands.. 

What with battles, and what Avith murders, 
the whole Lancartrian family were now extind, 
except the young eart of Richmond and his mo- 
ther, Margaret, daughter of John, duke of 
Somerfet. 

Owen Tudor's brother, Jafper, earl of Pemi- 
broke, fled with his nephew, Richmond, into 
Britany. 

Peace 
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Peace berng now reftored^ a parliament was 
cajled, whicb^ as ufual^ ratified all the ads of 
the vidor, 

U7'5. 

Edward, having entered into a treaty with the 
duke of Burgundy to attack France, landed in 
that country wi(h a large grniy ; but, finding 
htnirelf deceived by the duke, foon made a peace 
with Louis XI ; and the two^ monarchs held a 
conference on the bridge of Montereau, where 
it was agreed that Margaret fhould be releafed 
on Louis's paying fifty thoufand crowns for her 
ranfom. She afterwards lived a quiet private life, 
and died in 1482. 

1478. 

The duke of Clarence being on bad terms 
with the queen and the duke of Gloucefter, they 
fo worked on the king's mind, that he wasaccu* 
fed of high treaibn and condemned. The only 
favour he could obtain from his brother was to 
chufe the manner of his death. He chofe to b^ 
fuSbcated in a butt of Malmfey wine, which was 
accordingly executed in the Tower. Ed- 
ward created his eldeft fon, only feven years of 
age, prince of Wales, and his other fon duke of 
York. 

1483. 

Louis not only made a dupe of Edward him^* 
ftif, but prevailed on James IIL king of Scot" 

land# 
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fand, to break with hTmi who was not on a gOod 
footing with his nobles. Theduk^ of GlouceA 
ter, and tBe duke of Albany » James's brother, 
who had been banilhed, marched agamft the 
Scots, and obliged them to ^ccept of peace, and 
deliver qp Berwick, 

JSilwar^, at length convinced of Louis's dopti- 
city, was making great preparations for revei^ 
when he died 09 tM 91b of April . 
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EJmrdv, T^EFORE Edward EVrth** death the court 
Th**f**h*'**JL' ^** much divided into parties^ owin^to 
wi«! pro. '''the great numbers of the queen's relations that 
claimed were promoted to the rank of nobility, which the^ 
^^H* ancient nobility took great offencjatat. The prince 
of Wales, when his father died, was at Ludlow 
with his governer, the earl of Rivers, the queen's 
brother (who was a very worthy man) to keep the 
Welih in awe,, by his near vicinity to them^ 
Being proclaimed king in London, the queen* 
fent to her brotfier to bring the young king. 
The duke of Buckingham, and lord Haftings, of 
the ancient nobilitv, fent word- of thefe events to 
Richard, duke ot Gloucefter, who was in the 
north, quelling an infurreSion, and adviied him 
to feixe the king, and wreft the government out 
• of the hand^ of the new nobility. It does not 
appear that RicHard had hitherto formed any 
views on the crown ; but his fubfequent bloody 
condud too plainly ihews that he was by no 
means averfe to it. Richard, accordingly, met 
the young king at Northampton, took polleflion^ 
of his perfon, and fent the earl of Hi vers, and twa 
others of the king^s principal attendafts, to Pon- 
. tefraft, where they were foon put, to death. 
Richard and the duke of Buckingham efcorted 
the king to London in great ftate ; but the queen, 
"^ informed of what h*^ happened, Bed, with her 

other children, to the fanduary of Wefthiinfter. 
Richard, revolving in his own mind that he 
could not proceed with having pofleflion of 
the duke of York, called a council, which de- 
clared 
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dared him proteSor; and the archbifliop of 
Canterbury was fent to the queen, to defire her 
permiflion for the duke of York to come and 
live with the kii%; and to acquaint her, if ihe 
refufed) that the fanSwary would be forced. 
•She, with very great reluSance, at laft confented, 
and took leave ot her fon with tears, forefeeing the 
melancholy confequences. Richard, under fome 
pretext, now lodged the king and his bro- « 
ther In the Tower, and informed Buckingham 
•of all bis projeS, which he heartily entered into. 

Lord Haftings not being to be gained over^ 
'Richard, at a council, pretended fhat he had en- 
tered into a plot againft him, and immediately 
ordered him' to be beheaded ; whiclvwas done on 
a log in the Tower yard. 

Jane Shore, a moft beautiful woman, wife to 
a citizen of London, who had been taken away 
by Edward IV. but who now lived with Haftings, 
was likewife accufed— that, by witchcraft, me 
had withered the proteftor's arm, though it was 
well known he was born fo. Not being able to' 
make any thing of thefe accufations, (he was pro- 
fecuted before the ecclefiaftical court for incon- 
tinence ; and did penance before all the people in 
a white flieet at St. PauPs. 

Richard, proceeding in his bloody fcheme, 
fpread reports, that Edward IVth's children 
were illegitimate ; and that neither Edward or the 
duke of Clarence were the duke of York's chil- . 
dren. At laft the duke of Buckingham haran- 
gued the people in favour of Richard ; but they 
were all Silent except a few 'prentices, that had 

been 
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been hired for tke occafion ; which they chofe to' 
interpret into a general wilh of having Rithatd 
for their king ; and he was accordingly proclairti" 
ed on the 22d of Jiine. ♦ 

Richard, determined on the death of his ne- 
phews, fent an order for that purpofe to Bracken- 
bury, governor of the Tower; but he refufiog. 
Sir James Tyrrel was appointed governor for one 
■night, who committed the horrid deed, and burfed 
' them under a ftair-cafe ; where their bones were 
found in Charles IPs time, put into a ma^rbte urn, 
and removed to Weftminiler. 
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RICH'ARt) began his reign by rewarding ^'>i^«^•</, 
all his partifans : but very foon the duke of ^"J'^^y** 
Buckingham, offended at being refufed the Here- by Ihrmull 
ford eftate, which he laid claim to by defcent, dcr of hu ' 
confpired, with the biJhop of Ely, to dethrone "'fP^^^s 
Richard, and place the earl of Richmond on thefhro°e''*^'^ 
throne, at that time a fort of honourable captive 1483, 
in the hands of the duke of Britany ; and, in 
order to gain over both faftions, they propofed 
that he (hould rilarfy Elizabeth, daughter of Ed- 
i^rard IV. Henry^s mother Teadily agreed to the 
propofal, being then married to Lord Stanley, 
Edmond, the earPs father being dead. Queen 
Elizabeth, laying afide her hatred of theXrancaf- 
trians, likewife agreetl to give her daughter to 
Henry ; andfentftim overmoneytoTaife troops. T*he 
duke of Bretagne aflifted him in his preparations. 

This could not be carried on fo privately, 
but Richard begafn to fufpdSk fomething*; on 
which he ordered the duke oH Buckingham to 
re|)air to court* InAead of obeying, he raifed 
fwces in Wales, .meaning tocrofs the Severn to 
join his aflbciates in England : iint fuch torrents ^ 

of rain had faitenia^ fwelled the rivers to a degree 
that made il liriipoffible ; aud, his troops being 
diflreflcd fdr provifions, difperfed ; ^^ that he was 
obliged to difguife himfelf, and lay concealed 
in an old fervant's houie, one Bannifter, where 
he was difcovered, and carried to Richard; who 
immediately ordered tim to be beheaded. 

During this, Henry failed from Britany with 
5,000 men. His fleet being tiifperfed in a ftorm, 
andarriviog on the coafVof Cornwall, hearing 
^hat had ha|^piened, h&retdrned back to Britany. 
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1484, 

Richard being fucceisfut, called a parliamenfy 
and created his Ton, only twelve years of age, 
prince of Wales ; who died foon afterwards, r'.e 
pafled fever ^1 popular aSs, in hopes of reconcil- 
ing the people to his ufurpation ; but nnany were 
every day joining Henry in Britany, who per- 
fuaded him to lofe no time in making another 
attempt ; particularly as Richard had prevailed 
on Edward's queen 10 leave her fanSuary, and 
even to confent to his marrying her daughter, 
Elizabeth ; to obtain a difpenfation for which, he 
had fent to Rome. 

His wife dying about this time, it is generally 
believed that ihe was poifoned. j 

Landais, the duke of Britany*s minifter, in- 
tended to deliver upthe earl to Richard; but, thebi- 
fliop of Ely informing him of it^^ he fled into France. 

: . ..I485- ' ^ • • ' 
In Auguf! Henry embarked at Harfleur with 
about 2,000 men, and landed at Milford Haven, 
where he was. foon joined by great numbers ; 
amongil whom- was Sir Rice ap Thomas, a 
pdwemil Welfti chieftain. The two rivab ap- 
proached each oiher, which brought on the 
battle of Bofworth, near Leicefter; where Rich- 
ard^s army was entirely deftroyed, and himfelf 
flauir^^Doring the aftion. Lord Stanley, with 
his troops, deferted to the earl of Ri^rhmond. 
Richard's body was fonnd, and carelefsly 
thrown acrofs a horfe, carried to Leicefter, and 
buried in the Grey Friarschurch without ceremony. 
Ai> ornamental crown being found, which 
Richard wore in the adion, Sir William Stan- 
ley put it on Henry's head, and the whole army 
fliouted " Long live Henry the Vllth !"

#»/jr . .j^ January Henry married Elizabeth, to th6 
infinite joy of 4II Tanks; but he entertained fuch 
a rooted averfion to f?he family of York, that this 
joy gave him great uneafinefs: •and, though (he 
behaved to him with the grpateft obleqirioufnefs, 
*be«lways treated her with indifference. 'A rebel- 
lion 
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lion brbk& oiit) headed by lord Lovel,, afaVourite 
of Kichard^s : which was foon quelled, by the 
duke cf Bedford and Lovel withdrawing out of 
the kingdoh). 

The queen was delivered of a prince, who was 
oaiAdd Arthur. 

Henry tiiking every oppoirtunity of fliewing his 
hatred t6 the York family, was the retfoh that 
Simcfki, a' prieft, at Oxford (as the oftenfible 
p^on)f^^uponeSimnel, a bdtePs fon, a youth 
about fifteen, to perfonate the earl of Warwick 
(who, it was to be fuppofed, had efcaped frorii 
the Tower) and carried him over to Ireland. 
The Irifli revolted, and crowned the young man 
as Ed ward VI. 

1487* . 

The earl of Lincoln, nephew to Edward IV« 
(as hi$ filler Elizabeth married the earl of Sufiblk) 
whbm Riehard had declared prefumptive heir 
to the crown, went over to Flanders, and pre- 
vailed oil the duchefs dowager of Burgundy to 
countenance Simnel. She was fifter to Edward 
and Richard : and, hearing of Henry's invincibly 
hatred to her family, determilied on aflifting the 
perfo#whom they affeSed to believe the earl of 
Warwick, though the true one had been publicly 
fliown in St. Paul's Church. 

Lincoln and Lovel carried to Ireland t;wo 
thoufand Germans, hired by the ducheft of Bur- 
guody ; and, being joined there by Simnel and 
I z fodte- 
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: fome Irifli, they proceeded tdT^nglaftdj'anclland- 
*^d in Lancaftiire, in hapes of being joined by the 
northern counties; which did not rife, as they 
-dlfliked joining Germans and Iriih. However, 

• Lincoln being determined to fight, and *he king 
fnot declining it, tlie hoftife armies*netat. Stoke, 
near Newark, on the 6th of June ; where the 
Tebels were ) defeated, Lincoln ilain, «nd the 
•prieft and SiraneJ were taken prifoner§. The 
former was confined, 4nd Bevefrij:ior&heardof ; 
-as to5imnel, Henry .inade him his turnfpit ; and 
4ifterwards one of his faulconers,- in whic^i office 
.he died. 

At Jaft'thequeen'Was crowned, on the. 25th of 
iNovembcr. 

Charles VIIL of France, attacked Britany; 

^ and, as it was of great confequence to England 
to keep it independarlt lof that monarchy, the 
Englifh parliament granted a fubfidy for the de- 
fence of that tluchy, r>ut Henry, ^tremely 
greedy of hoarding up money, piit it inlo his 
own c6fFers, and endeavoured to make lip their 
differences by negotlafibn. But the French, being 
feetter poHticians than he was, amufedliim with 
negotiations till July 1488 ; when they fenthrely 
VJefeated the duke at St. Alibi n. 

As. Henry thought more of raifittg the fubfidy 

'^than aflifting his friends, it was raifed ^th fo 
much rigour as caufed a- rebellion in the north; 

-which was quelled by the eaH of ^-Surfy. 

James 'ill. of "^Scotland, who 'was eternally 

-qi^arr^Hing with his nobility, was at laft defeated • 
and flam "^ by. them ; who had {Placed' his ibn at 
iheir head, a youth about fifteen years of age. 

Henry, 
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1489. 

Henry^ at laft,' ftnt over 6,dco. men to the • 
ifliftance of Britany ; but, the duke being cfead^^ 
the king made an agreement with his ilaughrer 
Anne to repay him all hisexpences. After affift- 
ing the enemy in impoverifliingthe country, they ^ 
returned to England. 

The young dutchefs married, by proxy, Maxi* - 
milian, king of the Romans, 1490: 

Charles, finding it impoflfible to- conquer Bri- 
tany by force of arms, he, bv private intrigues, ,, 
contrived to marry the young dutchefs himfelf, a» 
her marriage with Maximiliah had not been con- 
ftminuted ; by which means Britany was for ever r 
annexed to the crowm^f France. ' Upon which, 
Henry's eyes being now opened, he made prepa- 
rations^ for carrying war into France ; and, there- 
fbfe concluded a truce, with Scotland for two > . 
years. . * 

1492.' 

Henrys under pretence of a French war, which ^''■ 
wasalwaysa favourite theme in Bngiand, obtained 
a iubfidy from parliament, and Kkewife a benevo- 
lence from his fubjeds. He went over to France 
fo late as Ofitober, vaunting that he meant to 
make a cooqoeft of France, thotTgh at that time 
a private treaty of peace was carrying on, as he 
well knew. On his arrival^ he was informed ihat 
Maximilian was not ready to enter France ■; and 
that Ferdinand, king of Spain, had made a fepa- 
rate peace ; which gave him an oftenfible reafon > 
for conduding.a peace himfelf.^. which he. did a^ 
I 3 Eftaplcs^ . 
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Eftaples, in November, and immediately return- 
ed to England, having obtained, by this fham 
war, what he wanted, a great deal ^ money. 

In June the queen was delivered of a prince, 
who was named Henry. 

In Auguft Columbus failed, under patronage 
of Ferdinand/ king of Spain, in queft of a new 
world. 

1493- 

The dutchefs of Burgundy, who hated tbe 
Lancaftrians as much as Henry could do the 
'!l?'orkifts, was continually contriving me^sto 
give. Henry trouble. Sl^e ^t laft met with a 
young man, called Perkin W^rbeqk, fon of a 
converted Jew of Tpurnay, but who had refi- 
d^d a long timo in London. He \^a$ inibru3ed 
tv perfGnaja *ha cf«kc of York, who, ifeey feitf, 
had efcaped out of tb^ Tower when feis brother 
Edward V. wsr murdered. When he was tote- 
rably peifed in his ledbn, the dutchefs lent him, 
under the care joffady 'Brampton, into Portugal, 
Avhi^re he i:emained till war broke out betwtxt 
I^ngland apd France, when he went ov^r to fce- 
land, and alfiimed the name of Richard PlanU- 
^eaet ; and, being very tike F^waf d's family, 
he was generally tooked upon as therealdukeof 
Yoric. Tht kfag of -Fiance invited him thepe, 
and treated him as a prince, till the peace of 
EAapIes ; when, refuflng to deliver him up to 
Henry, be fent him out of his dominions. He 
then went to the dutchefs of Burgundy, who pre- 
tended ignorance of him at firft ; but afterwards,^ 
faying ihe was convince he wasi^eal^ the perfba 
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]»e pretenckd to be, ordered him a guard; And, 
in every rcfpefl:, treated him as the duke of 
York. Many people from England went oyer ta * 
Jrim, either from novelty, or difguft of Henry's 
.government; but Henry, hyfleadioeftandperfe- 
verance, and thegoodnefeor hisfpies, difcovered' 
•d) Warheck^s hiftory, whidrhe made public to^ 
4ie nation^ . and then put fomeof the principal con- - 
^irators to death. 

1494- 

Warbeck, finding Henry knew more of hls^ 
Kftory thian he wifhed, remained for fome time 
in Flanders: whilft libels were daily publifhed in 
England againftjhe king's fevere and avaricious 
temper. 

The AuuB duke, afraid his title ilrould grow 
obfolete, raifed a few needy adventurers, with 
which he failed tojthecoaft of Kent> in herpes of 
iheir joining him j but, fo far from it, they im- 
wediately^put to death all he fent on (hore, to 
ihew what reception he'WouJd'meet^ith4 which 
obliged him to return to Tlanders. He ftien 
went to Ireland ; where he found things not very 
much in his favpur, -fittce the arrival of Sir John 
Poynings, who bad got the parliament to de- 
chre, no law fliould be eiiaQed in Ireland tJll it 
had pafied tlircugh tht privy council in Eng- 
land. 

I 4 Warbeck, 
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Warbeck, difgufted with tht wild Irifh, went 
to Scotland, James IV. being then king ; where 
he was kindly and honourably received. James 
even gave him lady Catharine Gordon, daughter 
of theearl of Huntley, a relation pf his own, in 
marriage. » 

Henry concluded a treaty of perpetual friend- 
ftiip apd commerce with' the emperor Maximi- 
lian's fon, Philip, gpvernor of the Low. Coun^ 
•tries. ' 

Jaxes made an irruption into England, to try 
how far- Warbeck would be fupported ; but> no- 
body offering to move, James retired, after ra- 
vaging Northumberland; and, finding that he 
could never have a permanent peace with Henry, 
whilfl: he countenanced Warbeck, be fent him 
and his wife over to Ireland. 

1497. 

A parliament having granted a fubfidy for the 
Scotch war, the levying of which caufed arebef- 
lion, which began in Cornwall,' they marched to- 
wards London to Exterminate theminiftry. They 
were entirely routed at Blackheaih,* and theii: 
cojpmatider, lord Audeley, was taken and exe- 
cuted. 

A peace was concluded witH, Scotland, nego- 
tiated by D*Ayala, the^ Spanifli ambaflador. 
• Warbeck, tired of his fituation in Ireland, 
went over to England ; and, a3 the Cornifli re- 
bellion 
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bellion was not entirely quelled, he was joined 
there by between three and four thoufand, with 
whom he laid fiege to Exeter ; but, on the king's- 
advancing againft him, his adherents inimediately 
difperfed : on which he was obliged to take re- 
fuge inthefanSuary of themonafteryof Beaulieu, 
in-Hampftiire ; and, being offered his pardon, it 
hefurrendered)-he accordingly accepted it, and" 
was removed to the Tower^ where he was con- 
fined. 

About the end of the year^ the palace of 
Shene w«s burnt by accident j which Henry re- \ 
Wit, and called it Richmond. . 

1499.^ 

Warbeck entered- into a plot toefcapefrom v 
the Tower, with the yomig earl of Warwick, by r 
murdering lordDigby, the lieutenanant ; wh^ch, 
being difcoyered, brought the former to the* 
gallows at' Tyburn, and' the* earl to the^ 
bk)ck. ' , 

l/ouis XIIV of France, who Succeeded his fa- ' 
thet, Charles VIII. this year, Hved on good terms 
with Henrj^, as .they were mumalJy afraid of each ^ 
other.

Henry and-his family went and refided for fome 
time at Calais^ on account rf the plague raging^ 
ill England : at which time he had an inter.view.. 
with the ; arch-duke Philip./ 

'Is Prince- 
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1501. 

Prince Arthur married Catharine, fourth 
daughter of Ferdinand and Ifabelta, of Spain. 
He died in April 1502 ; and Henry, not liking 
to part with her dowry, obh'ged hi« fon Henry, 
againft his will, to marry her ; for which purpofe 
be obtained a difpenfationfrom th^ pope* 

1503. 

The princefs Margaret, daughter of Henry, 
was ient to Scottand, and married to James 
IV. 

The queen, Elizabeth, died in childbed, more 
regretted by the nation than by Henry, as he 
never loved her. 

Henry, being now at peace with all his neigh- 
bours, fpent his time in the indb^ence of hb 
avaricious temper, heaping up riches (by means 
of two infamous colledors, Empfon and Dudley) 
which he kepf tft cellars under his palace d 
Richmond, and amounted to no lefs a fum than 
one million eight hundred thoufand pounds. 

He even began to think of marrying the 
dutchefs dowager of Savoy ; but the gout put a 
period to his life in April 1509. 

A law was made in this reign, impowering the 
nobles to fell their eftates ; which brought the 
commons into greater coniequence. 

The art of printing, and the ufe of gunpowder, 
now in general ufe, "entirely changed the ftate of 
humnn aifairs. 

The chapels at Windfor and W^ftminftcr

ter which died his grandmother ^ the countefs of 
Richmond. 

Thpmas Wolfely, a butcher*^ favtf of Ipfwicb, 
who was bred' to the church, was introduced at 
court by biihop Fox, and foon gained gjround in 
the king's favour. 

Heftry's government was eafy and profperous, 
and might have continued fo, had not Julius II. 
an enterprizing and ambitious pontiff", at lafl 
drawn him into wars wiA which he^ had no 
concern. j ' 

Louis XII. of France jwas the onjfy great 
. power that had any tejridory in Italy^ by the 
pofleffion of the dutchy of Milan ; and^likewifc 
wifliing to have Naples, he^ entered into a treaty 
for thatpurpofe with Ferdinand, king of Spain; 
fo that Frederic, king of N:^>Ies, foon loft his do- 
minions :. but Ferdinand's general, Gonfalvo, By 
the order of his mafter, attacked and jbeat the 
J j French 

'. * 
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French army^ and took pofleffion of the kingdom 
of Naples. 

f 1 510, 

The anrfbitious Julius formed a league at ' 
Cambray with Louis, the emperor Maximilian^ 
and Ferdinand,, tooverwhefm the Venetian ftate; 
and, wifliing to hav^felenry^in the confederacy,, 
he fent him a confecrated rofe, on which he en- 
tered into .the league, without having the leaft 
intereft in it. 

After humbling the Venetians, JuHus formed 
a league with feveral dates, anrrongft others the/ 
Swifs, to drive all foreigners out of Italy, parti- 
cularly the French. 

Henry, about this time, quarrelled with Scot- 
land, concerning one Bretort, whom he accufed 
" jjiracy. 

Queen Qatharinc, in January, 1511; was de- ' 
liveredof a prince, who was named Henry ; but 
he died in a month. 

1512. 

The king declaring war againft France, the^ 
parliament granted a fubfidy for that purpofe ; 
and Ferdinand, who was ma<le up of deceit,* 
pe'rfuaded Henry t© fend his army jto Spain, and, 
in concert with his general, the duke D'Alva,^ 
to attack France by the way of Guienne. Accord- 
ingly the marquis of Dorfet carried over ten thou- 
fand men; but the crafty Ferdinand made 
ujeof this opportunity to conquer Navarre for 
himfejf.. The marquis, at laft, perceiving^ hi%> . 

* •• ' ^'- * ' ^ inafter's 
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mafter's tntereft negle^ed, retnrnedto England 
in diiguft, with the remains of his army. The 
Scots refufing to enter into ^ truce, the earl (^ 
Surry was (ent to command inlhe north. 

1513. 

Woliey was made prln^^inifier, and had 
the preparations for the in^mon of France com- 
mitted to him ; during which time pope Julius 
died, and was fucceeded by Leo X. a Very able 
man, who was determined on carrying the {(»:mer 
pope's fchemes into execution. 

When Henry, who was truth itfelf, carried 
over his army to Calais, he found excuies from 
all his allies, except the Swifs^ for not entering 
France according to agreement. Ferdinand had 
even made a truce with Louis for a year* The 
emperor appeafed him by ferving in his army as 
a volunteer. 

Henry laidfiegetoTerouenne, which he took, 
after beating the duke de Longueville at Guine- 
gate ; which was called the Battle of Spurs, fron» 
the French flying fo quicklyr Inffead of advan- 
cing towards Paris, he loft his lime in takitig 
Tournay ; the bifhop of which being dead, he be- 
(lowed the adminiftration of the fefe on Jits fivott- 
rite Wolfey, ^nd then returned to Engfand", ta- 
king the greateft part of his army with him. 
When Henry went to France, James IV. of Scot- 
land raifed an army, and ravaged Northumber- 
land ; but the earl of Surrey coming up tohina, 
a bloody battle was fought, September 9th, at 
Ffodden, in Which the Scolis wejre ddTeatied and 
Jam^s killed.

1514. 

The earl of Surry was created duke of Nor- 
folk, and Charles Brandon, the king's fayourite, 
duke cf Sufib]k* Henry, exafperated at his fa- 
ther-in-law Ferdinand's duplicity, made m peac^ 
with Louis ; who married the king's fifier^ 
Mary, at Abbeville, Oftober loth. 

Louis died, and was fucceeded by Francis L 
in February ; ancf Mary, that ihe might not be 
^ain facrificed, married the duke of Suffolk, 
then in France, and, as Henry foon forgave them, 
thqr returned to England. 

Leo^ finding e^ry thing in England managed 
juft as Wolfey pleafed, made him a cardinal, 
having a little time before been created archbi- 
ftop of York and bifhop ©f Tournay, which 
made him fo propd and haughty, as obliged the 
old courtiers to leave the court r and his influ- 
ence with the king was fo great, that he prevailed 
on him to enter into a league with the emperor 
and Ferdinand, though they had lately fo grofsly 
deceived him. 

The Scotch affairs wer^ thrown into great 
confufion, by James IV. having left his wife re- 
gent during his fon James Vth.'s minority. The 
queen foon afterwards married Douglas, earl cf 
Angus; on which lord Home, a very powerful 
chidftain, prevailed fo far as to have the duke ot \ 
Albany, nephew to James III. recalled from 
France, and appointed regent- On his arrival, 
liftening to Home's enemies, he quarrelled with 

hini,-^ 
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him, which threw him into the queen and ATI- 
gush's party ; but the af&ir being m^ide up. Home 
atid his brother were weak enough to tnift them- 
felves in-^he regent's hands, who very foon be- 
headed them-. Henry fomented thefe diffenfi^ns, 
which kept the Scots fo fuHy employed as ta 
prevent their interfering in his affairs^. 

Francis I. marched an^army into Italy, and de- 
feated the Swifs in one of the fevereft aftions 
ever fought, at Marrgnan ; which entirely opened 
thb Milanefe to him. The emperor, having 
found Henry fo eafily deceived, and wiihing him^ 
to attack France, pretended to be tired of the^ 
empire, and wrote to him, that if he would come » 
to Triers, he would refign it in his favour ; but' 
the king, grown wifer/ would not Jiften to the 
propofaL' 

I St 6. 

Ferdinand, king of Spain, xlied, and was fuc- 
ceeded by his grandfon, Charles, archduke df 
Auftria, which very much changed the face of 
affairs. 

In February the queen was delivered ofa prin-^ 
cefs, who was named Mary? 

15^8. 

Francis, finding the friendftip of Tlenry'ne- 
ceflary, owing to the great acquifition of Charles^ 
took the moft efFeftaaP way to procure it, by 
paying great court ^to Wolfey ; by whofe intcreft 
♦ Toirrnay was returned to France, as thfe dower 
of Mary, who was contra&ed to the dauphin : 
bu^ Wolfey took care not to be forgot, as Fran- 
cis 
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CIS gave him -a yearly penfion of ia>ooo lir 
vres. 

Italy at laft was allowed to remain in ncacc, 
and a league was entered into againft the 
Turks. 

1519. 

The emperor Maximilian dying, Francis and 
Charles ufed every means ta obtain the empire, 
Which was at lafl carried by Charles, and which 
caufed fuchjcaloufy and heartburnings betwixt 
the monarchs as occafioned the fpiTling of a 
great deal of blood. If Henry had been a better 
politician, he might have been a greater fove?- 
reign than either ; as it was, he was very much 
courted by both parties. Charles acquired great 
wealth on" the difcovery, this year, of Mexico^ 
by Hernand Cortez, 

1520. 

Charles, heating that Henry intended croflrng 
the water^ to have a perfonal interview wita 
Francis, being afraid that this might prejudice 
hisinterefl, paid Henry a viftt in England (on jiis 
way from Spain to the Low Countriesy where he 
gained Wolfcy entirely to his int^reft, by preienls 
and promifes to procure him the papacy on a va- 
cancy ; after which he left the kingdoin ; and* 
Henry, Maythe30th, Went ov6r to Calais, and 
had aa ifiten^iew with Francis betwixt Guincs^ 
andAtdres,' where there was To much magnifi- 
cence difplayed, that it was called The Camp- 
oftheClQthofGold. 

. Th<j 
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The two kings pafled tfeir time iu tourna- 
ments and other diverfions,. till the twenty -fourth 
of June, when Henry paid a vifit to the emperor 
and Margaretof Savoy,, at Grayelines,.and then 
returned to England. At this vifit, Charles en^ 
tirely fecured Wolfey in his intereft ; who ap- 
peared with fo much pride and oftentation as 
gained him the ill-will of the people of Engf j 
knd. .. 

The poh'tical jealoufy bfetwixt Charles and 
Francis at laft broke out into hoftilities, though 
both pretended they wiflied for peace ; for wliich 
reafbn a congrefs was held at Calais, where Wol- 
fty prefided, to try to accommodate matters, but 
without efieS ; on which Wolfey had an inter- 
view with Charfes at Bruges, where he foroned 
aieague with him and the pope against France^ 
and contraSed the princefs Mary to Charles. 

Pope lieo, being a man of .great liberality -and 
eKpence, lecniited his cofl^r« by the fale d 
iiutulgenceS) which was now intruded io the 
Dominicans, formerly to the Augufthaes ; on 
which Martin liutheTj an Auguftin friar, and pro- 
feflbr in the univerfity of WiKembetg, b£;g«n ^7 
writing, againft the iaJe <^ indulgences ; which 
being greedily liA^nad tQ^ he lUtacked'the pap«il 
authority;, andthe enormous abuies iu the c^utrchi 
fo 4;hat 1^ dofilrine gained /g^puhd< veiy^ f^* 
Henry, who was, ftriSly educatedan the piypilh 
religion, wrote abook in defdoceof his religion^ 
againft Luther, which he fent to the pc(p^ for 
which fervice he and his fuccefllbrs obtained the 
title of Defender of the Faith. 

Pope 
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Pope Leo died, and was fucceeded by Adrian 
VI. formerly preceptoj? to the emperor, much 
to the mortification of Wolfey. 

The new pope entered into the league againft 
France. 

1522. 

Charles paid another vifit to England, when 
he made up matters with Wolfey for his late dif- 
appointment, he hoping the chair would again be 
foon vacant, as, Adriaif was a very old, infirm 
man. 

The -earl of Surry ^marched an army to the 
north, and ravaged Scotland. Many of the 
principal Scots murmured much at being obliged 
to quarrel with England becaufe France did ; 10 
that ^e T^cit, findi.'g he could not do any 
good, went over to France, where he remained : 
fo that the Scots did not trouble Englandfor A}me 
years. 

The parliament, with much difficulty, granted 
a fubfidy. Wolfey was again mortified, as 
Adrian died, and was fucceeded by cardinal ^e 
Medicis, who took the name of Clement VH : 
ind, being now convinced of the emperor's infin- 
ccritv, lie began to eflrange htmfelf from him, 
and lean towards tfee fide of France. 

Francis had a vaft number cf enemies to cope 
with 4 but what at prefent madeliisftttfaf fOn worfe 
was, the corftable Bourbon, of the blood royal, 
and a man of great abilities, joining the emperor 
and Henry againft hb native country. He was 
forced into this rebellion by the repeated ill 4ifag<> 
of.Eiaiids's mother* Louife of Savoy. 

Notwiti- 
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Notwithftanding the Engli(h and Imperialiftt' 
invaded France,, Franclt fent an army, irnder, 
admiral Bonnivet, into Italy ; but being defer-^ 
ted bv th6 Swifs, he was obh'ged to retreat 
into I^rance with the lofs of all the dutchy of 
Milan. 

1525. 

Francis, ftill bent on conquefts in Italy, had' 
crolTed the Alps with an army, and laidfiegeto 
Pavia, , where he was<lefeated and taken priloner 
by the- Imperialifts, conannanded by Bourbon,- 
and was foon after removed to Madrid, where 
riie emperor was*^ 

Woifey, being greatly offended with the em- 
peror ,r prevailed on his mafter to quit him, and* 
ejiter into an alliance with the regent of France ;.„ 
which was concluded at Moore^ in Auguft, 

1526. 

Francis, to recover his liberty,, entered into ^ 
v^ry difadVantageous treaty with Charles ; but, as. 
• foon as he got into France, he refufed to fulfil it^ 
which was looked on as fo unjuft, that the pope 
and many other dates joined Francis in, « league 
^gainft the emperpr. 

Francis, in hopes this confederacy would oblige : 
Charles.to relax &om the icveritydF the treaty of 

Madridf^ 
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Madrid, negleded fuccouring Italy ; the confe- 
quence was, Bourbon attacked, and his foldiers 
plundered Rome with the moft horrid barbarity 
for feveral days-: he waskilled4ti the aflault, and 
the pope was taken prifoner. 

Henry and Francis declared war againft 
Charles, owing to a new treatry they entered 
into at Abbeville. 

The king began to have fcruples about tlie va- 
lidity of his marriage with Catharine, 'his bro- 
ther's widow, which were not a little afllfted by 
the charms of Anne Boleyn, maid of honour to 
the queen. 

. On the pope's being applied to, he privately 
Teemed inclined for the divorce, but durft not 
fpeak out, as he was at that time the emperor's pri- 
soner ; he was foon afterwards releafed, on Fran- 
cis's fending an army to Italy, under the com- 
mand of La utrec. 

The pope, in confequ€tJc^ of histimid difpo- 
fition, threw various obftaclerin.the.way .pf the: 
Tiivorce, being afraid of the emperor, who con- 
ftantly threatened him. He jpined cardinal Cam- 
P?gio to Wolfey* as legates, to enqurre into 
Henry's reafons, biit with private orders to delay ; 
it as much as pofllble. 

-1529. ' 

Whilft Henrv was in* hopes of feeing the affair 
of the divorce hnally fettled by the'two legatee in- 

England, 
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England, the pope made a peace with the em- 
peror, recalled his commifllbn, and evocated the 
caufe to Rome ; which fo exafperated Henry, 
who was of a violent temper, that, layifig the 
whole blame on Wolfey , (in which he was encou- 
iraged by Anne Boleyn, and her uhcl6, the diike 
of Norfolk) he feized; on all his riches, and ba- 
nifhed him from court, but afterwards reftored 
him to fome fmall degree of faVour. 

Peace at lad took place anlSngd all the 
powers of Europe, Charles accepting two itiil- 
iions of cr6wns from Francis, in lieu of the 
treaty of Madrid ; who then went to Bologna 
and received the imperial crown. He was the 
more induced to this p^eace, as Solyman, empe- 
ror of the. Turks, had overrun Hungary ; and 
the princes of Germany, followers of LutSer, 
had entered into a le'ague at Smalcalde, tofupport 
each other in their new religion. 

Henry, much pleafed with Dr. Thomas Cran- 
mer's opinion, or confulting all the univerfities erf 
Europe abotit thediirorce, took a great fancy to 
faim, and kept him at court. 

^530. . 

Whilft the univerfities were confulting, Wof- 
fey*s enemies,, thinking him too near the king, 
firft at Elher, and then at Richmond, prevailed 
on Henry to baniih him fo his fee of York ; from 
whence the earl of Northumberland, in a 
fhort time, wa$ ordered to conduft him to Lon- 
don, in order to be tried for high treason ; but 
he died at Leicefler abbeys on his way there, la- 
menting 
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menting that he had paid more attention ^^ his 
king than^to his God. 

1532- ; 

• 

The connexions betwixt fhe pope and the 
Englifh clergy began to be mtich impaired. The 
'firft-fruits, which was one year's income of eacK 
vacant benefice, *which nfed to be fent to Rome, 
wasordefed not to be fent in fufur^. 

The king^, "finding hie could do nothing with 
the court ol Rome, determined on withdrawing 
from dll fubjeaion ^0 it* He got his marriage 
withCatharineannulIed in England, and publicly 
married Anne Boleyii, whom he had previoufly 
created marchioncfs of Pembroke ; which fo 
nafperateid'tlie pope, that he decliared Henry's 
marriage with Anne null and void, and his mar- 
riage with Catharine good and lawful. 

CrAnmeV, who was now archbifliop of Can-* 
tcrbury, was fetit.to Catharine, at Ampthill, 
near DunBable, to perfuade her to confent to 
the divorce ; which ihe abfolutelv refufed, and 
appealed to the pope. They then proceeded 
Whout her confent, annulled her marriage, and 
Anne was crowned, with great ceremony, in Sep* 
tember. She was fooii afterwards delivered of a 
princefs, whowas named Elizabeth. 1 . 

' ''. -. ^^}^' 
The parliament,, as' angry as the popfe, abo- 
lilhed all pApal authority, and only allowed him 

the 
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the name of bifhop of Rome; they likewife 
confirmed the king's marriage with Anne, and 
fettled the fuccelHon to the kingdom on her 
ifTue. 

1535- , 

FaSions fVill p^revailed in Scotland. The 
queen dowager, having, obtained a divorce from 
Angus, married Stuart, another Scotch noble- 
hian. James, at laft, efcaped. out of Angus's 
hands, and j(3ined his mother and her party at 
Stirling; and, having taken the government into 
his own hands, forced the Douglas's to takeihel- 
tCT in England. ... 

A3 Henry wiftied nriuch tha^ his nephew Jaoies 
fliOLild likewife throw off the pope's aythority, 
he propofcd an interview, with him atNewcaftle, 
which he accepted^ but. after wards evaded. 

Though ficnrjr had quarrelled with the pope, 
and been declared fupreme head of the Engfifh 
church, yet he by no n:)eans was a favourer of 
Luther's opinions J but- his roinifters differed 
tri.theirfentiments. 't^he queen, Thbhi as Crom- 
well, prime' mi riifle'r, and Cranmei;, favoured 
the 'reformers ^ 'the duke of '^^^orfolk 'and bifhop 
Gardiner ftuck to the old opinions. ' 

Several perfect] t ions were carried on in Eng- 
land againft the new religion, which increafed 
its numbers, 

' Clement ' dyffig lafl ,jV^r,'h^ was fucceeded 
by Paul III. Who tookit inti) 'his head,' by the 
influence of the emperorj, to excommunicate 
Henry ; who finding that feveral monafteries 
led'moft infamous lives,' he fupprefled the worft 
of them. ^ 

Queen 
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1536. 

Queen Catharine died in the beginning of the 
year. The animofities betwixt the emperor and 
Francis broke out afrefli. Charles invaded 
France, but with very little fuccefs. 

Three hundred and feventy-fix monafteries, 
being the lefler ones, >vere fupprefled, owing to 
the infamous lives of the inhabitants. 

A tranflation of. the fcrfprures into Englifli 
was ordered, which certainly was favourable to 
the reformers. • 

The king, falling in love with Jane Seymour, 
maid of honour to the* queen, pretended to be 
jealous of Anne, and. contriving to get her con- 
demned for what ihe was innocent of, ordered her 
to, be beheaded : and, to convince the world of 
his reafons for it, he married Jane Seymour the 
very next day. 

A parliament was aflembled, who were as 
complying as the former ones ; declaring Henry's 
iflue by the two former queens illegitimate, and 
granting the king, in cafe h% fliould die without 
children by Jane, power to fettle the crown as he 
pleafed. 

All the innovations Henry had made caufed a 
rebellion in the north; which was oppofed by the 
duke of Norfolk, and at laft quelled by the exe* 
cutionof their original leader, a gentleman of the 
name of Afke, X'OX^ D'Arcy, and fome others. 
The queen was, in OSober, delivered of a 
priticc, who v/as -named Edward; but to the

great regret df the king, {he died a few days af- 
<ierwards. 

1538. . 

During this year Henry fupprefled all the re- 
vmaining monafteries, though he perfevered m 
fbeing a Catholic. 

1540. 

By the negotiation of the minifter, Cromwell, 
Henry married Anne of Cleves ; but on her com- 
ing to England Henry difliked her fo much> that 
he 'contrived in a (hort time to be divorced from 
her, with her own confent, and ftie lived in Eng- 
land on a penfipn all her life. Cromwell, who 
had been created earl of Eflex, was upon falfe 
pretences (but moftly by means of Gardiner, 
who abominated the Reformation) difgraced, fent 
to the Tower, tried, • and condemned, and was 
beheaded in June. . Soon after which the king 
married Cathariiie Howard, niece to the duke of 
Norfolk, a great advocate for the old religion. 

This year, pope Paul, by a bull, anftituted the 
order of ahe Jefuits. * 

1 541. 

Thckiris^ "added fix new bifhopi'ics, out of the 
^revenues of the fuppreded monafteries. 

The emperor failed in an expedition againft 
Algiers ; and his brother, the king of the Ro- 
man?, was defeated by the Turlfs near Buda, 
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1542. 

The queen, to the great mortification of Henry, 
was clearly proved guilty of adultery, and behea- 
ded in February. 

Ireland was erefted into a kingdom this year. 
Henry, having determined on a war with Scot* 
land, trumped up the old ftory of Scotland's vaf* 
falage to England ; which J^mes not allowing, the 
du^e of Norfolk was fent to the north, with an 
array, a part of which was defeated by lord 
Home ; but James having quarrelled with his 
nobles, he appointed as commander his favourite, 
Oliver Sinchir, whom they would not obey, fo 
that Norfolk eafily overran the country, and 
took, many prifoners, whom he carried to Eng- 
land. 

James, imagining himfelf betrayed, fell ill 
and^lied, leaving a d^^hter, only k^tn days 
old, by hiswife, Maryl^^Guife. Henry, being 
informed of this event, began to form fchemes 
of marrying his fon to Mary, the very young 
queen of .^cotland, by means of the prifoners 
taken by Norfolk. 

1543- 

Henry, having taken offence at Francises near 
connection with ."-'cotland, entered into a league 
with the emperor againft France ; but the cam- 
paign ended withowt any thing material. 

Henry met with violent oppofuion in Scotland 

to .his projefted marriage, from the queen 

mother and cardinal Beaton, violent flicklers for 

K z • French 
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French politics and the old religion, ahhough 
the Keformation had gained great ground in the 
kingdom. Notwithftanding the cardinal had 
fof ged a will in his own favour, the earl of Arran 
was appointed regent, teing the neareft male 
heir, as he was grand fon to James III. by his 
mbther. He was a weak man, but a favourer 
of Henry's fcheme, a nc! the Reformation. In 
ftead of the marriage, the other party prevailing, 
"war was declared betwixt the kingdoms. In July 
the king married Catharine Parr, widow of lord 
Latimer, and daughter of Sir Thomas Parr, of 
Kendal. She was on a fecret favourer of the Re- 
'formation. 

15-44- 

The parliament fofar reftored the prmc^fles 
Mary and Elizabeth, that they granted the king 
power to name them in the fucceffion of the 
kingdom, if he pleafed. iLord Hertford, who 
'had been fetit againft ScoMnd, met with flic* 
<efs about l>eith and Edinburgh; but Henry, 
having agreed with the emperor for an invafioti 
of Trance with tsII their forces, recalled the 
troops from Scotland, fent them over to France, 
under the duke of Norfolk, and followed foon af- 
terwards him'felf: but foand the emperor, in- 
^Held of advancing to Paris according to agree* 
xiidnt, employed in thefiege of St. Didier ; and 
iikewife, as the emperor never fcrupled break- 
%ig his word, when it was for his advantage, he 
patched up a peace wifh Francis at Crefly ; on 
^hich Henry fent his army back to Calais, and 
^liirtifelf returned to England. 

The 
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154.5, 

The war with Scotland was carried onfeeMy, 
more by mutual inroads of fmail parties than by 
armies. 

The French fleet, under admiral Annebaut^ 
appeared oflF the Englifh coaft, but was obh'ged 
to rftreat without efFefting any thing, as the 
Englifh fleet, being much inferior, remained: 
fteadily at St. Helen'^. 

The emperor wag6d war againfl the Protef- 
tants, in Germany. 

1546. 

A peace was concfiided, in June, betwixt 
England and France, in which Scotland w^s in- 
cluded. 

The pope made a league with the emperor 
againft the Proteftants, the heads of which were 
theeleSor of Saxony and landgrave of Hefle. 

The duke of Suffolk dying, the queen's and 
Cranmer's enemies fet on foot profecution» 
againft them ;. which ended by the king's being 
more attached to them than ever. 

The two univerfities were reftored to alt 
their privileges. 

The king being now extremely corpulent, and 
almoft choaked with fat, and finding himfelf 
near his end, grew very peevifh ; and, deter- 
mining that the'dukfe of" Norfolk, and his fon 
the carl of Surry, great enemies to the queen 
and Cranmer, ihould leave the world before 
him> fent them to the Tower- 

K 3 The^ 
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The earl of Surry was beheaded, and the 
fame fate was ordered for Norfolk on the apth of 
January, but be was faved by the king's dying 
on the 28th. ' ' . 

Henry made a will, by which, after his fon Ed-

made a rapid progrefs. Cardinal Beaton burnt 
one of their rood popular preachers, Wiihart ; 
for which, a few days afterwards, he was aflaffina- 
'i > ted in his palace. Somerfet, determined on ad- 
hering to Henry's wifli, of uniting Edward to 
the young queen of Scotland, marched an army 
iato Scotland for that purpofe ; but, being ftfongly 
oppofed by the aueen mother and the Catholic 
clergy, a battle enfued at Pinkey, in which the 
Scots were entirely defeated ; after which^ the 
proteSor, hearing fome cabal was carrying on in 
England againft his authority, returned to Lon- 
don.

About fix thoufand French, under d*Efse, ar- 
rived in Scotland ; but not being able entire/y, 
with that number, to check the Englifh, the 
young queen was fent over to France, and con- 
traded to the dauphin.

^fccnfcience.. 

K 5 Gardc^ner^. 
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Gardener, and fome other prelates, were de- 
prived of their benefices, for not conforming to 
the Proteftant religion. 

A treatyt)f commerce was made with Guftavus 
Vafa, king of Sweden, by which fpme bullion 
was brought into the kirtgdom ; and it being im- 
mediately- coined into good money, wasbfuni- 
verfal ufe, as the current coin had been much de- 
bafed by Henry VIII. 

Warwick, who was extremely ambitious, got 
himfelf created duke of Northumberland ; and, 
finding Somerfet fiill popular, arretted him, and 
tried him for treafon and felony, for intending to 
aflault him, being a privy counfellor. He was 
acquitted of the treafon, but condemned for the 
felony. 

1552. 

He was beheaded on Tower-hill, in January, 
extremely regretted by the people. 

Northumberland perfuaded the young king to 
alter his father's aS of fettlement, and exclude 
his fifters, Mary and Elizabeth, in favour of lady 
Jane Grey, daughter of the marquis of Dorfet, 
and grand- daughter of the French queen and the 
duke of Suffolk ; which title being now extinfl, 
he got beftovred on the marquis, whom he per- 
fuaded to marry lady Jane to his fourth fon, lord, 
Guilford Dudley.

/ftfiiry via. Mary, on her way to London, being acquainted 
^''^^^J^f^^^^ with the event by lord Arundel, fled to Fram- 
in the lingham, in Suffofk : on which the duke ordered 
throne, by lady Jane to be proclaimed, much to her diflatif- 

Mary raifed troops in Suffolk, which the duke 
went to oppofe ; but, being deferted by them, he 
was taken ; and, on Mary's arrival in London, 
condemned. Thus ended lady Jane's reign of 
ten days. 

Mary releafed from the Tower the duke of 
Norfolk, who had been condemned in the end 
of Henry the Vlllth's reign ; and many prelates 
confined there on account of religion ;reinftated 
them in their benefices, and ifTued a proclama- 
tion to prevent every perfon from preaching who 
had not her licence ; which fliowed but too 
plainly th^ downfal of the eftablifhed religion. 

Mary fent cardinal Pole to pope Julius III. to 
aflure hfm of her wifhes to reconcile her kingdom 
to the holy fee. 

The emperor was very unfuccefsful againft 
France ; but he entered into meafures with 
Mary, to marry her to his fon Philip 11. then a 
widower. 

1554- 
The mais was every where performed, and 
the eftablffhed religion -totally reverfed . 

Mary married by proxy Philip 11. who, id 
the fraud and ambition of his father, added ty- 
ranny, fuUennefs, pride and barbarity. Anin- 

furredion, 
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furreSion, headed by Sir John Wyat, broke out 
in Kent and other counties, but was in a ihort 
time fuppreflfed, and Sir John taken and execu* 
ted. 

'1 he queen treated her fifter with great harfli- 
nefs and feverity : and, on her refufing a mar- 
riage with the duke of Savoy, (he was confint;d 
under a ftrong guard at Woodflock. 

In February, Mary ordered the execution of 
lady Jane Grey; her father, the duke of Suffolk; 
and her hufband, lord Guilford Dudley. 

In July, Philip landed at Southampton ; Mary 
was married to him at Winchefter : after which 
they proceeded to London. He difgufted the 
nobles very much by his formal fupercilious be- 
haviour. 

Pole arrived in England as legate, and abfolved 
the kingdom, on their return to the fubje£tion of 
thS pope. 

Mary endeavoured to get Philip declared pre- 
fumptive heir to the crown by the parliament^ ' 
bftt in vain. 

Violent perfecutions and cruelties were prac- 
tifed on the Protcftants by Philip and Mary, and 
their chancellor, bifhop Gardener. 

Philip, finding his authority very fimited in 
England, and teazed by his wife's fondnefs, ^lQnt 
over to Flanders She fpcnt her time in writing, 
him loveepiftles (which he fcarccfy ever deigned 
toanfwerj in ptrfecuting the Proteftants, and in 
extorting money from her fubjefts tofatisfythe 
extravagance of her hufband.

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1556. 

The emperor Charles refigned all his domi- 
nions to his fon Philip, and, and retiried to the 
monaftery of St. Tuft> in Eftremadora ; where 
he died two years afterwards. 

Mary completed her cruelty by ordering arch- 
bi(hop Cranmer to be burnt ; which was exe- 
cuted atOxford , on the 21ft of March : whicfr 
made her government very unpopular^ and Bon- 
ner, her minifter, very obnoxious. Gardener 
was now dead. 

• IS57- 

Philip, being at war with France, went to 
England to prevaif on that kingdom to enter into 
the war; and at laft the queen obtained their 
confent : on which (lie fent ten thoufand men to 
the Low Countries. Philip's general, the duke 
of Savoy, gave the French a terrible defeat, com- 
manded by theconftable Montmorency, in Auguft,. 
at St. Quintin. 

1558. 

The duke of Guife, having been recalled with 
his army from Italy, undertook the attack of Ca- 
lais, in the depth of winter; during whi^h 
time the Englifh were accuftomed to difmifspart 
of the garrifon. His pkn fucceeded, notwith- 
ftanding the bravery of lord Wentworth, the go- 
v^or ; for the place was obliged to furrender in 
eieht days, which had cofl Edward III. efeven 
mrnihs fiege, after the viQory at Credy. Ham 
and Guifnes likewi/e fell. All this occafionei 
violent murmurings inEngland againft the govern- 
ment, for entering into the Spantfli war, and 
negle<aing the fafety of Calais.

When PhiBp IF. heaird of his wife's death, he 
made offers of marriage to Elizaberh ; who ci- 
villy excu fed her felf, alledging> that fhe thougfir 
it contrary to the law of God to marry a brother- 
in-law.. 

Charles V. from his convent, refigned theem- 
pire, ;^id was f^icceeded by his brother Ferdinand^ 

1559- 

A parfiament being affembled, by gradual de- 
grees they pafied fuch a£ts as entirely r^-eflablifh- 
cd the Proteflant religion, without any of the 
cruelties committed in the former reign. 

Philip, finding that he had no profpeS of 
having any connection with England, concluded 
a peace with France ; as did Elizabeth, and likewife 
with Scotland : but Henry If. who was diflem- 
bling his real intentions, ordered his fon, the 
dauphin, and his wife, Mary,, queen of Scot- 

^ land 
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land^ to quarter the Englifii, armsi andtoftfliime 
the title of England. 

Violent troubles began now to rage in Scotland,^ 
fomented by the duke of Guife and cardinal 
Lorrain, the queen of Scots' unties ; whofeinten- - 
tions were to fubdue Scotland by nieans of a 
French army, and then enter England through 
that country. To efieS which, they perfuaded 
their fifter, the queen mother and regent of Scot- 
land, to allow no other religion but the Catholic ; 
which, as they forefaw, gave them an opportu- 
nity to fend French forces there, on account of 
the animofities occafioned by that order, mod of 
the nation, being then of the Reformed religion. 

French troops having arrived in Scotland, the 
regent fortified Leith, and drove the confederates 
bdtor^ her;' who applied to Elizabeth for aid; 
/heplainly perceiving the intention was In time 
to invade her kingdom, through Scotland, in 
favour of Francis II. and Mary (his father, 
Heory II, being now dead) concluded a treaty 
with. Hamilton, the head of the confederates, 
who had been formerly created duke of Chatelraut^ 
in France. 

1560. 
Elizabeth fent troops to Scotland, who, with 
the afliftance of the confederates, laid fiege to 
Leith, and puflied the French fo much, that they 
were very gladto fign a treaty at Edinburgh ; by 
which ft was ftipulated that the French troops 
fliould evacuate Scotland immediately, and that 
Francis and Mary fliould defift from quartering 
the Enejlifh arms, and fliould never aflumethe 
titleof England in future. 

The . 
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The queen motfier died about thU time, in 
Edinburgh caftle. Elizabeth appointed Nicholai 
Bacon lord keeper, and William Cecil her prira< 
miniflen 

The ^'cots, having called a parliament, abo- 
lifted the Popifh religion entirely, and eftablifhed 
the PreAyterian form. ' 

Francis II. died, and was fucceeded byCharlei 
IX* a minor; whofe mother, Catharine of Mei 
dlcis, being appointed regent, ufed Mary fo ill, 
that flie determined to return to her ownking^ 
dcm» Mary laid afide the arms of England^ 
but gaveevafiveanfwers about the treaty Of Edin- 
burgh, by wliich (he was never in future to af- 
fume the title of queen of England, as Ihe ima» 
gined that would exclude her forever*. 
1561. 

M«y attived ftfely in Scotbfcnd; wWcRgay^ 
hopes to the Popifli nobles .of reftoring that reli- 
gion ; in order to which,. they began by^idea- 
vpuring to undermine James Stuart in the queen's 
favour, her natural brotba^^ a fivourec.of the 
Proteft^nt' religion, and whom Ihe created eail o£ 
Murray. ^ 

Mary pafled her time very uncomfortably 
among her own fubjeQs, who were a fpecies df 
people very different from thofe flie had bfea 
accuftomed to. She was particularly ill treated 
by Knox, the famous Prelbyterian reformer rfor 
thefe reafons fhe wifhed to live oi> the n^ofl 
friendly footing with Elizabeth ; and fent anam- 
baflador to declare, that (he would never form 
the fmalleft pretenfions to the crown of EngUnd 
during that queen's life,, provided flie would 

name 
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name her as her fuccefTbr 5 but nothing would 
^ve Elizaberhi excepting the full ratification of 
Ihe treaty of Edinburgh ; and (he declared (he 
mrould name no fucceflbr whatever. 
1562, 

The Catholics in France, headed by the 
Guifes, made war on the Hugonots, who ob- 
Rfihed afliftance from Elizabeth, as fhe plainly 
bbferved the Guifes were her greateft enemies ; 
*ho only waited for a proper opportunity of 
lirTefting the crown fronii her, and placing it on 
the head of theif niece, the queen of Scotland. 
The Hugonots put Havre de Grace into Eliza- 
beth's hands. 

. ^ 1563- 

The queen having been feized with the fmall* 
pox, and in great danger, the parliament humbly 
^IttCTiCo <icr TO inanT ; of, nine nau ocrcrnrnn* 
ed againft matrimony, to name a fucceflbr. To 
whioi (he anfwered, that fhe had not any fixed 
•verfion to marriage. As to her fucceflbr, flie 
jut them off with an evafive anfwer. 

The duke of Guife being afiaffinated, a peace 
was concluded with the Hugonots, and ^vre 
y%\ obKged to capitulate, owing to the plague 
|feng in the place ; which, unluckily, thetrobps 
carrying over to England, fwept away above 
twenty thoufand in London in one year. Eliza- 
beth gave fome diftant hints of naming Mary as 
her fucceflbr, if flie did not marry a foreigner : 
at the fame time propofed lord Robert Dudley, 
then created earl of Leicefter, On Mary*s liftea- 
ing to the propofals, the queen withdrew her 
offer ; anS afterwards Melvil, Mary's ambafla- 

dor. 
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dor, acquaii^ted hismiftrefs^ that (he muft m 
depend on any cordial frietidihip from Etixah 
as flie was extremely jealous of her beauty tndj 
perior charms. 

Elizabeth concluded a peace with France. | 

1564. 

Mary's counftllors, and her own incBnati 
kd her to think ferioufly of marrying; and 
caft her eyes for that purpofe on the cu 
Lenox's Ton, lord Darn ley, who was defceij 
from Margaret, James tl^e IVthVqaeen'sfeci 
marriage witbtbe earl of Angus. Slizabd 
eafed by this of her terrors of Mary's marryiBj 
foreigner, privately encouraged her in it : but| 
fbon as it had aftuaily taken place, toprefd 
her intereft with the Hamiltons, inveighed agai 
it as an afl: tha^ hurt har exceadingly. Darn 
being a Papift, Knox and the other faM 
preachers abufed him in the grofleft manner fr| 
their pulpits. 

Murray,, with other lords who had beenfl 
warded in the reformatioo, difgufted by the pi 
f^nce. now (hewji to others, flew to arms ; I 
were foon forced to fly for refuge into Engl* 
Elizabeth, who had fecretly encouraged ih6 
with her ufual difllmulation,, got them to < 
dare, before the French and Spanifli ambal 
dors, that ihe bad no hand whatever in theiri 
bellion ; on ^hich ihe drove them from her cd 
as traitors. 

A conference was held at Bayonne, by i 
queen regent of France, cardinal Lorraine, PI

le king of Scotland being of a violent,

This occafioned a confederi 
cy among the nobles, to profecute the kii 
murderers, and annul her marriage. Trooj 
were raifed on both fides, and the armies met 
Carberry Hill ; when the queen, finding 
troops very averfe to her caufe, had nothing le 
but to defire a conference with Kircaldy 
Grange, and to deliver herfelf upto theccMife(W 
rate lords, who conduced her to Edinburgh; ^ 
flie breaking her agreement with them, by prS 
vately writing to Both well, was fent prifonerM 
the caftle of Kinloch Leven. He retreated t^ 
Dunbar, and froni thence efcaped to the Ori' 
neys, where he lived for fome time by pir3C)'i 
and then got to Denmark, where he died ro/ft' 
rablyin prifon, having loft,his fenfes, about ten 
years afterwards. 
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In June Mary was obliged to refign her crown, 
md her fon was proclaimed by the name of 
fames VI. Murray was appointed regent ; who 
5)oke to her in fo very haxfh a manner, as gave 
ber ever after the greatefl averfion to hinu A 

^rty for her jiow began to form, under the duke 
Chatelraut, who had expefied the regency •,. 

T568. 
Mary havin? efcaped from prifon by means of 
George Douglas, reached Hamilton, where (he 
vas joined by fever'al Catholic lords ; and, hav- 
ing railed about fix thoufand men, who were de- 
Eeated, and totally difperfed, by the regent, at 
Langfide, ' near Glafgow, (he fled to England ; 
but Elizabeth pretended (he could not fee her till 
(he had acquitted herfelf of what (he wasaccufed, 
the being cortcerrted in her hufb'add's murder ; 
ind therefore prevailed on her to plead her caufe, 
by her own ccmmiiTioners, before Englifh ones. 
Afier many affected delays (Elizabeth having de- 
termined on detaining her, both from political 
reafons, and becaufe ilie was more pleafmg and 
beautiful than herfelf) under a pretence of her 
having concerted an invafion of England with 
the pope and other Catholic powers, (he was 
removed to Tutbuiy caflle; and her accufer, 
Murravy and others, Tent home to Scotland with 
rewards. 

1569. 

An attempt was made to ruin Cecil in his mif- 
rets's favour; which flieputa (lop to infodc- 
ermined a manner as prevented, in future, ano- 
her attack on him* 
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Elizabeth entered Into a treaty of alliance with 
the Cz.ar of Mufcovy, who granted many privi- 
leges to the EngHfli merchants. 

A projeft was entered into, without El iiabeth*s 
knowledge, for the marriage of Mary with the 
duke of Norfolk, which being difcovered to her, 
Norfolk was fent to the Tower ; and, upon the 
earls of Northumberland and Weftmoreland foon 
after breaking out into rebellion, Mary was re- 
moved to Coventry. The rebels being defeated, 
' the earls fled into Flanders. Norfolk was released 
on promifing not to ^proceed any further ia his 
negotiations with the Scotch queen. 
• 1570. 

Murray, the regent, i^as afTaflinated, owing 
to a private pique of one of the the name of Ha- 
milton. 

The eari of Lenox was declared regent. 

Elizabeth made fomc propofals for Mary's re- 
leafe, but fuch as (he knew would not be accept- 
ed of. 

1571. ^ 

Charles IX. of France, having granted a peace 
to the Hugonots, the better to lull them into 
a fatal fecurity, pretended to be very well with 
the Englifli ; and Elizabeth likewife diflembling, 
a treaty of marriage was let on foot betwixt her 
and the duke of Anjou, the king*s brother, and 
negotiations carried on for a longtime, without 
any ferious intention on either fide to complete \t, 

Philip having quitted the Low Countries, with 
no intention of ever returning, determined on 
forming the whole into one ftate, to be governed 

by 
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byhisown defpotic will ; but knowing that force 
alone could make them fubmit, he fent the duke 
of Alva to command there ; who continually 
committed the moft unheard-of barbarities and 
cruelties ; amongft otJiers, he put to death the 
Counts Egmont and Horn ; and, as the Prince of 
Orange efcaped to Germany, he confifcated all 
hi^eftates. 

-Another fcheme was formed for the afliftance 
of Mary, by Ridolphi, an Italian merchant, and 
the Spanifli ambaflador* Jt was to fubver.t the 
Englifh government, by means of Alva and the 
Spanifh troops from the Netherlands. The duke 
of Norfolk, who had promifed to give up all 
conne&ion with Mary, not only renewed hisin- 
tercourfe with her, but was drawn iq|| this plot. 

The confpiracy was at laft difcovered by Eli- 
zabeth, and fecretary Cecil, now lord Burleigh ; 
on which Norfolk was fent to the Tower, tried 
openlv, condemned, and beheaded next year. 

The fa<5tions in Scotland ftill continuing, the 
earl of Lenox, regent, was murdered, and the 
earl of Marr fucceeded him. 
1572. 

The earl of Marr dying, the eafl ofMorton 
was chofen regent ; who by his management, en- 
tered into a negotiation with the queen's party 
for quieting the troubles of Scotland ; to forward 
which, Elizabetli ordered troops from Berwick, 
who took Edinburgh caftle, and in it Grange, 
the governor, whom his countrymen hanged* 
The queen's party now fubmitttng to the autho* 
rky of the young king, and the reformed religion, 
L this 
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this diftraSed country gave Bo^nu^-e inquietude 
?to Elizabeth for many years. 

The deep diflimulation of Charles, who had 
juft come of age, not only lulled the Hugonots 
into fecurity, but fo deceived the wary £liza- 
-beth, that'fhe entered into a defenfive league 
^ith him ; but on St. Bartholemew's day, hav- 
•ing drawn^moft of the principal Hugonots to l*aris, 
a moft dreadful maffacre took place, under a pre- 
tended confpiracyagainft the king. 

As Elizabeth » perceived this was part of the 
fcheme concerted at Bayonne, the other part of 
which Alva was x:arrying on with thegreateft 
vcruelty in the Low Countries, "flie made eveiy 
^preparation for the defence ©f her kingdom. 

• ^574- 

Charles iX. died, and was fucceeded by hH 
brother, the duke of Anjou, who had been eleft- 
ed king of Poland, by the name of Henry III* 
On his return to France, he found his kingdom 
in a miferable fituation; for the Hugonots, per- 
ceiving that they could place no confidence in the 
moft folemn treaties, had colleQed from all parts, 
under the young prince of Conde. They were 
fliTifted from 'Ger^nany ; and the Enghihwere fo 
irritated at the maffacre of Paris, that they wi/hed 
to raife an army, and ferve in Prance at their 
own expence* Elizabeth moderated theit rage, I 
and kept them <riiiet ; but (he 4ffi Red privately 
with money both the Hugonots of France, and 
thofe of the Netherlands. 

1576. 

The Hugonots, now cpnunanded by the king 
"^ Navarre, obtained a peace from Henry on

1578. 
Elizabeth concluded her treaty with the States 
in January. ' After various aSiotis this cam- 

?aign, Don John was poifpned, by order of 
hiiip, as was fufpeQed, who was alarmed at 
his ambition. 

Elizabeth, by herfrugality and ^ceconomy, was 
adored by her fubjefbs ; but (he extended hef 
prerogative over parliament to a moft extrordi- 
nary height. 

Except the alTi (lance Elizabeth gave to the fo- 
reign Proteftants, England was every where at 
))eace ; but the queen never relaxed from her ufu- 
al vigilnace. 

T580. 

Philip, in revenge for thea(nftance Elizabeth 
gave to the Low Countries, in the name of the 
pope, fent fome troops to Ireland to foment d\* 
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vifions there ; but in a Ihort time they were aH 
taken and pit to death. 

Drake returned this year from a voyage round 
the world, (on which he had been forthree years) 
laden with wealth. The queen dined on board his 
fliip, and knighted him. 

Elizabeth was again uneafy about Scotland, 
owing to James's two favourites being great ene- 
mies to England — Aubigny, whom H? created 
<luke of Lenox, and Stuart, earl of Arran ; who 
by their influence, in fpite of all Elizabeth's en- 
deavours, got the regent, Morton, executed, for 
being privy to and concealing king Henry's 
anurder. 

15S2. 

Elizabeth cartied on negotiations of marriage 
to fuch a length with the duke of Anjou, for- 
•merly Alencon, as gave him every reafon to 
believe flie would marry him ; when,^all of a fud- 
den, ambition getting the better, (he broke off ' 
the match ; on which he, in a vident rage, 
went to his government of the Netherlands, (for 
they had now withdrawn all fubjeftion to Philip) 
where he loft their confidence by a rafli and violent 
attempt on their liberties, was expelled that 
country, retired into France, and there died. 

1583- 

Theearl of Gowry, and other nobles, detain- 
ed James at Rutbven, in order to get him out of 
the hands of his infamous favourites, Arran was 
confined to his own houfe, and Lenox efcaped 
to France, where he foon aft^rwa,rds died. 

Mary, worn down with her long imprifonment 
wrote a very pathetic letter to Elizabeth, praying 
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her tQ interfere for her fon's releafe, and offering 
to (hare the royalty of Scotland with him ; but 
the queen did not much attend to her letter, being 
afraid her Hberty would be of bad confequence to 
England. 

^ ames efcapedfrom his keepers, moft of whom 
fled to England or Ireland ; and Arran was re- 
. called to court, int& whofe hands alhhe power< 
was now thrown« 

1384.- 

A confpiracy was difcovered ; on which the 
Spanifh ambaffador was ordered immediately to 
leave the kingddm. 

The prince of Orange was afla^hated by one 
Bahhafar Gerard, a Burgundian. This, and 
the prince of Parma*8 fuccefs, threw the affairs of 
theStates into fomifer^ble a condition j that they 
applied with thegreateft anxiety to Elizabeth for 
aid. . 

1585. 

The queen formed a treaty with the States,. 
and fent them 5,000 men, under the command 
of the earl of Leicefter ; but, forefeeing this 
would bring on a war with Philip, now grown all- 
powerful by the addition of Portugal, fhe fent a 
fleet, u|ider Sir Francis Drake, againft the Spa- 
nifh Weft Indies. 

She likewife promifed to affift the Hugonots of " 
France, likely to be overpowered by the Ca- 
tfaolicleague, formed by the duke of Guife, who 
afpired to the throne on the death of Henry III ; 
the king -.of Navarre, the next heir, being a 
^ Hugonot. 

L 5 Elizabeth 
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Elizabeth and James entered into a league for 
the mutual defence of their dominions and re* 
ligion. 

The beginning of a confpiracy was now diP- 
covered by fecretary Walfingham, carried on by 
a young gentleman named Babington, and others^ 
to murder Elizabeth, and* totally overturn th« 
religion of the nation ; which Mary, as wasfup^ 
pofed, concurred in. Walfingham allowed it to 
proceed for feme time, when the confpirators 
wereAll feiz^ed and executed. The council de*- 
terrtiined to try Mary for treafon ; (he was ac- 
cordingly removed to Fotheringay caftle, in 
Northamptonfhire, where (he was tried *nd con* 
demned ; which the parliament approved of, and 
petitioned for her immediate execution ; but EIi« 
Zrabeth, aware how deteftable it would make her 
in all the courts of Europe, with -her ufual difli- 
mulation figned a blank warrant, and gave it to 
her fecretary Davifon to fill up, as (he pretended, 
to keep by her. He, being es^fily impofed on, 
taJked of it to the council, who fent it off, direft- 
ed to the earls of 5hrewft)ury and Kent, to put it 
into execution. 

On the 8 th of February Mary was beheaded % 
V'biGfl Elizabeth ijjsing ir/crmedof, pretended to 
be in a moft violent paffion, fent DavlCwi to 
prifon, and wrote a letter to James, . declari^^ 
(he had never meant to putthefentejipein^Kecii- 
cut ion. 

* James at firft (howed great refentn^ent ; h^ 
^as pacified on beii^ toldj if he did nothing 
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Yalhlf a^prlnft^lrz^beth, ftievvould certainly name 
himf(Mr her fticceflbr: 

PhHip'|)repaHng great fleets to iiivkde Enghind^ 
r>l-ake was lent to the Spaniflii coaft, and did 
them, much rtrifchJef; 

The United States fcnt great compfarnts of 
l^icefter; whom Elizibeth recalled, and fent 
lord Willou^hby to command her troops. The- 
States appointed prince Maurice, the late prince 
«f Orange's fon^ theii^ captain-general* 
i58iB.. 
i^hilip, e:ictirenlely exaf^rated- at^ EKxaBetfi's 
affiftrrtg the Low Countri^y, determined on mak- 
ing a ferious attack on England ; for wHch piir- 
5\oh he had employed/tht^ yeial* m equipping 
iich a fleet as had never feefcrre apjfeardd, which 
was c^fed the Evincible Armada. In Jtily, this 
'ftn'mertfe flbet, under the comrhand of the duke of 
Medrna Mdonia, appiekred off the EnglilTi codft ; 
but what with ftorms and hurficarrer, and the 
naval conduS of lord Ho^vard, who commanded 
the Englifli fleetj> this armada was deftroyed>. 
the remains of which ^ent north by Scotland and 
irerand : but 6nc half of it never reached the 
coads of Spain. The duke of Pariiia, who vvas 
fO have joined this arhiameri't, was prevented by 
lord Seymour, who was ftationed off DunkiVt 
with i fleet. 

Henry III. of France, finding the duke of 'Quifc 
ttiote king than him'felf, got bp^h him and tke 
cardinal Lbrraihe aflafliriated at Blois* 

Elizabeth had now a profpeiEl of fpendirtg her 

days in peace, for even Philip was quiet fmce 

L 4 , the 
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the deftruSion of hb armada ; but her defire of 
having an uncontrouled power over her parlia- 
ment, and her jealoiify of Scotland^ kept her in 
conftant agitation, 

Henry III. by the aflaflination of Guife, found 
himfelf involved in a war with the League ; and 
the only fupport he found was from his Hugo- 
not fubjeSs, whom he had formerly fworn toex-r 
tirpate. But whilft he was proceeding fuccefs- 
fiilly, he was aOaflinated by James Clement, a 
Jacobin friar. Jufl before his death, he named 
. Henry, king of Navarre, his fucceflbr ; but tjie 
League refufed to acknowledge him» as he was a 
Hugonot. 

Jiames. VI . married Anne, fitter to the king of 
Denmark ; but flie being forced into Norway by 
a ftorm, on her way to Scotland^ James went 
over to her there, and paffed the winter with her 
at Copenhagen, and in the ipring they both arri- 
ved in Scotland. 

1590. 

The United States were very fuccefsful againft 
Philipjs generals, under their captain-general 
prince Maurice. 

Sir Francis Walfingham, the queen's fecre- 
tary, died. 

Elizabeth gave afliflance to Henry IV. againft 
the League, and the ambitious, bigoted Philip^ 
who had attacked France on the fide of the Ne- 
therlands. The army fent was commanded by 
the young earl of Eflex, who was in higher favour 
with Elizabeth than ever Leicefter was. . 

Several 
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Several ^expeditions >againffi the Spanifh coafti, 
at the expence of individuals, had been carried on. - 

Henry IV. changed his religion ; on which • 
Elizabeth wrote himavery angry letter : but (he 
accepted his apology, finding it neceflary to enter' 
into an offehfive and defenfive treaty with him a- - 
gainft the League, . and .king of Spain... 

I594-- 
Lopez,' a, Jew phyficiair, and Tome others,* 
were executed for an intention of poifoning the ^ 
queen, Lopez, confefled he had received a bribe - 
frbm Fuentes, who commanded in the Low 
Countries in place of the duke (rf* Parma, wno* ' 
was dead.. 

1597-'^ 

Several more private expeditions had takeni 
place againft the Spanifh Weft Indies, by Sin 
Walter Raleigh and others. 

This year, lord Effingham and the earl of Ef- 
fci took and plundered the town of Cadiz^ and^ 
deftroyed a vaft number of fliips^. 
1598.'. 

Henry IV. abfoliitely for the good of his king- 
dom, was obliged to make a feparate peace with 
Philip, which united the States with Elizabeth - 
theclofer 

The earl of Tyrone broke out into rebellion in 
iteland ; aiid, in a difpute concerning a proper 
perfon to command in that -countfy, Eflex fo far 
forgot himfelf as to turn hia back on the queen, 
iqH)n which flie gave him a box on the ear. In

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a little time fhe entirely forgave hrm, and he ap- 
peared to be in greater favour than ever. 

Lord 6ur[eigh died, ^and was facceeded aB 
treafurer by lord Buckhurft \ and foon after- 
wards, to the great eafe of Elizabeth, died Phi- 
lip II. at Madrid^ who was fucceeded by his fon

1599. 
Eflex was fent to Ireland ; but, inftead of aft- 
ing with vigour againft 'Tyrone, he at lafl gran- 
ted him a truce, for which the queen wrote him 
a very angry letter, which made him return to 
England withoiit leave, when he was put under 
a; reil in his o«rn houfe. 

1601. 
Eflex, being of a violent temper, and exceecf- 
ingfy ambitious, eatered deeply into ver)' dange- 
rous defigns, amongft others, that of fetzing the 
queen's perfon; and, being difcovered, he wai 
fent to the Tower ; and, though fhe wavered 
£»me time, he was at lad beheaded. 

Philip III. under the name of the pope, fent 
fome Spanifti troops to^Ireland ; but lord Mount- 
joy, who now commanded in Ireland, entirely 
defeated Tyrone, and obliged Don Aquila, with 
the Spanifh troops, to evacuate Ireland by a 
treaty, as he befieged them in Kinfale. He then 
harrafled Tyrone in fuch a manner, as obliged 
him to fubipit to the queen's clemency. 

1602. 
To keep the Spaniards employed at home, Efi- 
2.abeth fent a fleet on their coah, under Levifon 
and Monfon, who madi fom erich captures. 
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1603. 

The queen fell ilL 
and died on the twenty- 
fourth of March.-Sht 
Itemed the king of Scot- 
land for her fucceflbr.

James entered into a treaty with France to fap- 
port the United States. 

1604. 

• Great difputes arofe betwixt the Epifcopalianf 
and Puritans; but as James looked on the tatter 
as too near republican principles, for his high- 
flown notions of kingly power, he ordered theoi 
all to adhere to epifcopacy: 

As James had much at heart an union of the 
two kingdoms, he took the title of king of Great 
Britain, and with much difliculty got commiflion- 

crs 
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ers from both nations appointed to enquire on 
what terms an union mierht be effeaed. 

A peace was concfuded with Spain. 

The united States foft Oftend, after a (lege of 
more than three years. It is fuppofed that up- 
wards of 120,000 men were loft during this fiege, 
by the two parties. 

1605. 

The Catholics, difappointed of their hopes k£ ^ 
feeing their religion reftored by James, entered 
into the diabolical plan, headed by Catefby, of 
blowing up the whole parliament, when the king 
was prefent ; for which purpofe they conveyed 
near forty barrels of gunpowder into a cellar un- 
der the parliament-houfe ; but providentially one 
of the confpirators, wiffiing to fave lord Mount- 
eagle, wrote to him not to go to the parliament, 
which creating fufpicion, a very ftfiS fearch was 
made during the night of the 4th of November,- 
when the whole plot was difcovered, and Guy 
Fawkes was found with a dark lantern in a cor- 
ner of the cellar, as the fcheme was to have been 
Executed next day. 

1606. 

All the confpirators that wore apprehended 
were executed ; and the parliament ordered the 
prefent oath of allec:iance to be taken by every 
body, and the <5th of November was ordered to be 
kept as a day of thankfgiving.

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The king of Denmark paid a vifit to the king 
and queen ; wlien James was happy in laviihing 
away great fums of money in all kinds ofdiverfi- 
ons ; but hewas difappointed in his favourite pro- 
jeft, an union of^the two kingdoms, as the parlia- 
ilient reje&ed U» 

1607- 

The Houfe of Conrtmons, beginning to feef 
themfelves of great impottance, oppofed theking 
in all his attempts to ftretch his prerogative, and 
iffied an order for the regular printing of theip 
journals. 

1609. 

The Spartiardis, at laft after a war of half* 
eentury, agreed on a truce with the United State* 
for twelve years, and negotiated with them as ft 
free, independeiie people,

The parfmrnent were employed in curbing tBe 
king^s prodigaRty, and his ftretches towards arbi^- 
trary power. 

James created his fbn Henry prince of'Wales^ 
who was very much efteemed by the '*'ng!iih. 

Whilft Henry IV. of Trance was making pre- 
parations for humbling the power of the houfe of 
Auftria, which had increafed fo as to alarm alf 
Europe, he was afTaflinated ^y Ravillac, a friar,* 
in the flreets of Paris, in his own coach ; which 

for 
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for feveml years threw the aflFairs of France into 
great confufibn. 

1613. 

Towards the end of laft year prince Henry. wat 
feiz«d with a fever, ^ which carried him off", to 
the great regret of the whole Englifli nation. 

Frederick V. the eleftor palatine, arrived in 
England, and was married, in February, to the 
princefs Elizabeth. 

Robert Carre, a yorrng Fcotchmnn, became « 
great favourite of the king ; he created him vif- 
c»unt Rochefter ; and, as long as he f'>llowed the * 
advice of Sir Thomas Overbury, his favouritifm 
was not very difpleafing to the Englifh ; but fal* 
liiig in love with lady Eflex, and fhe with him, it 
was contrived to get her divorced from her huf- - 
band, with whom {tie had never cohabited. 
They were married, and he was promoted to the 
earldom of Somerfet. Overbury difapproving of 
the whole affair, Somerfet on feme other pre- 
tence got him confined to the Tower, where irt 
a fhort time hewas poifoned, though it was not 
immediately known. 

James and his parliament by no means agree- 
ing, and they refufmg to give him money, he at 
one time made two hundred baronets, for which 
tach paid him a fum agreed op. 

Mr. Hugh Middfeton, a citizen and gold-^ 
fmith, having obtained a patent, brought water, 
by means of pipes, into all the ftrcets of London. 

The 
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The king, on a vifit to Cambridge, faw a 
young man of a good family, George Villiers, 
who in a very fliort time difputed James's favour, 
with Somerfet. Some time afterwai^s the mur- 
der of Overbury coming to light, all the perpe- 
trators of it were executed, except Somerfet and 
the countefs, whom though condemned the king 
pardoned, and gave them a fmall penfion, on 
which they retired, and languiihed out old age in 
obfcurity and infamy. 

Villiers, on the fall of Somerfet, at once rofe 
to the height of power, riches, and honour ; he 
was in the courfe of a few years created vifcount 
Villiers, earl, marquis, and duke of Bucking* 
ham. 

1616. 

James being in great want of money, and not^ 
chufing to calj a parliament, he gave up to thft^ 
Dutch the cautionary towns, for 2 50,cx)0 1. , 

1617. 

James made a progrefs to Scotland; where he* 
endeavoured to introduce the Englifh form of 
worfliip; but he did not find his Scottifh fubjeSs 
at all inclined to agree with him in that refped; 
on which he returned to England. 

Sir Walter Raleigh, who had been now con- 
fined to the Tower for twelve years, talking 

much 
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much of a gold milie he had difcovered in a for- 
mer voyage to the coaft of Guiana, he was at 
laft releafed, but not pardoned ; and undertook 
this voyage, with many other adventurers ; but 
finding no mine, and plundering St. Thomas, a 
Spanjfh fettlement, his companions forced him to 
return home, and delivered him up to the king. 

1 61 8. 

The Spanifh ambaflador, Gondemar, com- 
plaining of Raleigh's conduQ, the king, to 
pleafe the Spanifh court, whom he now wiflied 
to be well with, ordered Sir Walter to be Jbehead- 
cd on his former fentence. 

1619. 

The Proteftant ftates of Bohemia, who had 
taken tip arms againft the emperor Matthias in 
clefence of their religion, ftilf perfevered againft 
hisfuccefTor, Ferdinand II; and, declaring their 
wngdom eleQive, chofe Frederick V. theeleaor- 
palatine, their king ; who, pleafed with his new 
{>"e, marched his troops there, without confult- 
^"g either James, his father-in-law, or the prince 
wOrange, his uncle. 

James fo highly difapproved of it, that he 
^ould not allow him to be prayed for by the title 
ofking of Bohemia. 

Ferdinand, 
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Ferdinandi in the mean time^ raifed a great* 
army, and gained tlie important viGtory zt 
Prague, (which forced Frederick and his family 
to reiire to Holland) : he conquered mod of the 
Palatinate, by mean» orthe duke of Bavaria and' 
the general SpinoFa. 

James, expefting that his fon Chaflfes was to- 
marry the infanta of^pain, fooliflily imagined,..' 
when this was finiflied he (hould eafily get the 
Patdtinate reftoued to his fon-in-law by negoti- ' 

1621. 

Theking^ being in want of money, was oWi* 
ge^ to call a parliament, who very readify grant- 
* ed him two fubfidies to affift the Palatines » and 

then, amongft other grievances^ they aceufed 
chancellor Bacon, lora St. Alban's, of having 
taken bribes ( for which, they fent him to the 
'Tower, and declared him incapable of ever being 
employed again. 

In this parliament originated the two parties of 
Tories and Whigs ^ the former endeavoured to 
ftretch the royal prerogative beyond its proper 
bounds, the Whigs infifted on the rights and pri- 
vileges of the peoplfe. 

The parliament, in form, deffred the king t* 
proteS the Palatinate againft the overgrown I 
power of the houfe of Auftria: but he was too 
much engaged about his Spanilh niatch to atteni 
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) thetn» or «ven their remonArances agaitlft his 
rbitrary ftrctches of power. 

1623. 

James fent^the earl of Briflol to Philip IV. 
rho had fucceeded Philip III. his father, and 
rbo had brought the matriage nearly to a con- 
hifion^ when it was delayed for feme time by 
he death of the pope. Buckingham, having in- 
jratiated himfelf with prince Charles, perfuaded 
um that it would be very gallant to go over to 
Ipain to bring home the infanta. On which they 
rning a very unwilling confent from the king, 
nd departed for Spain, where they were received 
rith great attention and cordiality ; but the pro- 
^r difpenfation from the pope was delayed by the 
kath of Gregory XV The prince left Spain 
aLtremely beloved and refpeSed by all ranks, and 
iackingiiam exceflively hated, on account of his 
nfolence and overbearijig haughtinefs ; for which 
»e was determined to break off the match ; 
vhich at laft he efFefted, in England, tBe more 
afily as the people had always fhown an averlion 
oit, 

1624. 

The parliament that was now called was on 
letter terms with the king, on account of the 
ipanifh match being broken off ; they therefore 
pranted him money to carry on a war with Spain, 
ind to recover the Palatinate. 

Briftol returned, complaining very loudly of 
be minion, Buckingham ; but the prince and he 
ad influence enough to get him ordered not to 
pproach the court* 

Afcague^ 
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A league was conchided with Louis Xm. 
France acainft the whole houfc of Auilria ; and 
treaty of marriage kt on foot betwixt prini 
Charles, and Henrietta Maria^ Louis's fiAe 
whom he had feen on his way to Spain.

deeply into two projeQs ; one was to wreft tl^ 
• Palatinates out of the hands of the emperor, aal 
the duke of Bavaria ; the other was by every me 
. thqd to extend his prerogative ; but hefoon foun 
there were fome very able men in theparliamen 
he ;i{remb!ed, wfio flrongly oppofed all his mei^ 
flares. — As the plague raged in London, Chark 
adjourned the parliament to Oxford, where, in 
Head of granting what mon^y was defired tocar^ 
on the Spanifli war, they prefented petitions ^ 
gainft-^the growth of popery, and accufed bifho 
Laud, the king's clerical favourite, of favouriq 
Arminianifm ; fo that^ finding he could qot do aH 
thing with this parliament, he diflblved tha 
■—In June, Henrietta the king of Frame's fiftel 
arrived at Dover, where the king met her, ai| 
their marriage jvas coofummated at Caoterbur]^ 
after which they returned t9 London. i 

A fleet failed in Oflobei;, under the comma^ 
of Lord Wimblqdon, to intercept the Spanil 
galleons ; but they returned in November, witJ 
out efFeQing any thing. 

1626. 
Charles having failed id taking thd Spanj 
fleet, found himfelf obliged to call another paric 
ment ; who voted him five fubfidies, to he con 
pleated towards the end of the year : in the me^ 
time they entered into an e:(amina:ion of gfieval 
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■ces; they Itkewife exhibited articles of impeach- 
ment againft Buckingham, and petitioned the 
king to remove him from his prefence and 
coui|cils ; on which Charles, in a great paffion, 
likewife diflbJved this parliament: and foon af- 
terwkrds, accounts arriving of his uncle, the king 
of Denmark's being totally defeated by Count 
Tilly, wjioni he found he muft aflifi, as he had 
drawn him irito a war with the emperor, he 
ftretcbed his prerogative to ava'y high degree, 
to the great difcontent of the people, by forced 
loans from hisfubjeds, levying ihip-moneywith- 
^pt confent of parliament^ and other unjuftifiable 
7pean$«

Charles, not Content with haying quarrelled 
with his fubjefts, and being at war with half the 
world, wantonly declated war likewife againft 
France, on a pretence of afllfting the Hugonots, 
but, in faft, by the advice of Buckingham, who 
was jealous of the ^aTdinai Richlieu, Louis 
JClIhh's minifter. 

1628. 

The kiftg^ finding money come in very flowly 
"by his forced loan, by the advice of Sir Richard 
Cotton called a third parliament ; who having 
aflembled in March, voted five fubfidies, but dirf 
not pafs it into a law, being determined the re- 
dreG of grievances, and fupplies, fliould go hand 
in hand ; fo that Charles found himfelf at length 
obliged to conient to tlieir petition of right, by 

which 
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which the fubjeQs' privileges were clearly ex- 
plained. They then proceeded to accufe Buck- 
ingham as the author of all the mifchiefs of the 
nation, and were preparing a remonftrance to 
the king, againft levying tonnage and poundage 
money without confent of parliament ; to pre- 
vent which being prefented, Charles prorogued 
them; 

A fleet was fitted out to fuccour Rochelle, 
which Buckingham was to command ; but whilft 
he was at Portfmouth he was murdered with a 
knife by one Felton, formerly i lieutenant in the 
army, who had been difappointed of promotion, 
and who being of a melancholy difpofition, 
thought he was doing a fervice to the nation, by 
deftroying a man whom every body looked on as 
an enemjrto it* 

The fleet failed under the command of the earl 
of Lindefay, but could afford no relief to the be- 
fieged, owing to a barricadoe made acrofs the 
harbour. 

1629. 

The parliament aflfembled in January, when 
the affair of tonnage and poundage money was 
violently canvaflTed, as well as the growth of Po- 
perv, and the favouring Arminianifm, the head 
of which was fuppofed to be bifllop Laud ; fo that 
Charles, finding fuch checks to his regal autho- 
rity, difTcIved the parliament, determining in fu- 
ture to rule without one.— It was in this parlia- 
meu? that Oliver Cromwell, a young man of no 
great account, firfl fpoke againft the growth of 
Popery. 

Charles, 
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Charles, having no refources to profecute his 
wars, concluded a peace both with France and 
Spain. 

1636. 

During all thefe years Charles nevf r called a 
parliament, but raifed money by all kinds of mo- 
nopolies, and other vexatious modes : particular- 
ly the Star-chamber gave great offence, and the 
levying (hip-money, under a pretence of main- 
taining a fleet for the defence of the kingdom.— 
Had it not been for Charles's too high idea of his 
prerogative, he would have been much beloved, 
as he Was a good huftand, an indulgent father, a* 
gentle mafter, and a iledfaft friend. 

Charles being fond of exterior forms of worfliip, 
ts yrell as Laud, many things were introduced 
which the Puritans exclaimed againft as being 
popifli, particularly as the Papifts, by compound- 
ing, profeffed their religion openly. 

The king gained over to his fide Sir Thomas 
Wentworth, whom he created earl of Strafford. 

Abbot, archbifliop of Canterbury, dying. 
Laud was confecrated to that fee, and Juxon fuc- 
ceeded him in London. 

The queen was delivered of a prince, named 
Charles, in May 1630; and of another, named 
James, in 1633. The king went to Scotland in 
1630, where he was crowned, and began under- 
hand to introduce epifcopacy into that kingdom. 

The Dutch fifhing-boats were attacked, for 
fiihing on the Englifti coaft, and obliged to pay 
a yearly fum of money for that liberty. 

M The 
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1637. 

The Puritans, finding themfelvts harrafled in 
England, began to eniigrate to Aoierica ; but 
this -was ftopped, of which Charles had but too 
-much reafOT Afterwards to repent ;— -as well as 
"for introducing into Scotland the canons and li- 
-turgy of the Church of England, which he order-' 
ed to be read, and ftriSly followed, in all the 
churches of Scotland. This occafioned two very 
ferious tumults in Edinburgh, and at lad the 
iigning the famous League and Covenant, by 
•«n ranks, againft innovations in their religioiu 

.„_ , ^. ._ 1638.^ 

The king, 'finding things were likely to go h> 
too great a length, fent down the marquis^of Ha- 
milton to make conceffions, anti to pfefide in 
their General Aflemi>Iy as lord high commtffioner? 
when, perceiving that affairs were taldng a Violent 
turn, he diffolved it ; not Withftrfnding which they 
continued fitting, aboliihed every appearahcerf 
epifcopacy, ahd paffed marty afi«,' which, being 
convinced the king would not* approve of, they 
prepared to maintain by force- dF arms, and ap- 
pointed Ijeflie their general, an officer of greaft 
experience. 

The king having determined On a tvar witli 
the Covenanters, repaired immedhately tb York, 
where his army was ordered to affemble 5 but a 
kind of peace was patched lip, in fuch a way that 
« frefli war was inevitable, as the^Covenanters 
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demanded much more than Charles was difpofed 
to grant. 

1640. 

The king, from abfolute Heceflity, found him^ 
felf obliged to call a parliament; who, inftead of • 
attending to his w^ants, began again to enquire into 
grievances ; on" Which he immediately difTolved 
it: andj by mearts of the clergy and the Papiffs, 
he wai at length enallled to r^ife an army^, which 
marched to the north ; ' but tlie Scots entering 
England, defeated lord Conway, who oppofed 
th^m at Newburn on the Tyne ; on which they pro- 
ceeded to New^cartle, declaring their only inten- 
tion of entering England wa^ to gaihaccefs to the 
king, and prefent* him an humble petition*; 

Charles now found himfelf obliged to agree to 
a treaty, the negotiatidnsfoV which were begun 
at'Rippoh, bat-fbon afterwards removed to Lon- 
don* H6 was iikawife compelled to call a new 
pai'liament, which met on the 3d of November, 
with ^11 fh^ feeKngs of the former parliaments, of 
redreffing the grievances of the nation, and put^ 
ting i ftop fo' the king's arbitrary mode of go- 
vernrhent,' which he certainly had carried on for 
the lad fiftfcen years. The commons at this time 
were compofed of Rpifcopalians, which the king 
belonged to ; of Prefbyterians ; and Indepen- 
dents ; thefe latter concealed their fentiments till 
a proper opportunity ihould offer of difcovering 
thcfm. 

The commons began by impeaching Strafford 

aifd Laud of attempts to fubvert the conftitution 

M 2 of 
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of the government, and introduce an arbitrary 
power ; on which they were fem to the Tower: 

- they then attacked fecretary Windefcank and lord 
keeper Finch ; the former fled to Prance, and 
the latter to Holland. 

The parliament now afliimed the whole pow- 
^r^ they pafTed aSs for holding triennial parlia- 

, nients, they aboliflied the courts of high commif- 
(ion and the ftar-chamber, and the levying fhip- 
money ; by all which they became extremely for- 
midabletothe king, and very acceptable to the peo- 

* pie. They orderered all aQs againft Papifts to 
be ftriaiy enforced ; and the ruling party began 
to betray their intention of deftroying the king, 
jind fubverting the Anglican religion, and introdu- 
cing Prefljytery ; for which purpofe the Scottiih 
commiiTioners were much courted. 

1 64 1. 

The |)arliament, determined on the death of 
Strafford, and fearing on his trial that the peers 
would not give fuch a fentence as they wiflied^ 
pafled a bill of attainder againft him ; to that, 
notwithftanding every effort of the king to fave 
hiin, he was beheaded on the 12th of May. Dif- 
truft of the king increafed by a report prevailing 
that he was endeavouring to gain over the army. 
A treaty was concluded with Scotland, by which 
Charles granted all their demands ; their arrears 
were paid, and their troops returned home ; on 
which he went to Scotland, where he remained 
for fbme time, after marrying the princefs Mary 
to the prince of Orange. 

Whilft 
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Whilft the king was in Scotland he was infor- 
med of a dreadful rebellion breaking out in^ Ire- ' 
land, headed by More and Sir Phelinn O'Neale, 
and that forty thousand Proteftants had been rhaf- 
facred, on the 23d of OSober, and fubfequent 
days. It was even reported, and believed, thai 
the king had given orders for it ; for though the 
parliament in the beginning had pafled many no- 
ble and conftitutional a£ts, it now appeared they 
were proceeding to augment their own autho- 
rity and annihilate the king's ; for which purpofe, 
on his return to England, they prefented fuch a 
remonftrance as but too plainly blew up the flames 
of civil difcord. 

• The popular frenzy occafioned violent tumults 
in London, when many of the bifliops being in- 
fulted, twelve of theih drew up a petition to the 
king, declaring they durft not attend their duty 
in parliament, and protefting againft all aSs* 
paHed in their abfence ; for which they were im- 
peached of high treafon, and committed- to the 
Tower, for endeavouring to invalidate the autho- 
rity of the legiflature. 

1642. 

In the beginning of this year Charles entered 
haflily into a meafure which precipitated the civil 
war, which was impeaching ^nd endeavouring to 
feize lord Kimbolton, HolHs, Hafling, Pym, 
Hambden, and Strode ; whom the parliament 
proteSed as their leaders, and voted that the king 
had infringed their privileges. 

Charles, finding all the conceffions he couM 

make were of no avail, (as they always rofe ia 

M 3 their 
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their demands, wanting now to have the whole 
power over the militia) he went to York, taking 
with him the prince of Wales and the dukeof 
York, and prepared for what was unavoidable^ a 
civil war. " 

He tried to feize on Hull, but was prevented 
by Sir John Hotham, fent there by the Parlia- 
ment. He was like wife difappointed in gaining 
the fleet, commanded by the earj of Warwick. 

At laft, things being arrived at a crifis, the 
king ordered his friends to leave both houfes of 
parliament and join him, and ere6led the royal 
ftandard at Nottingham ; whilft the queen, In 
Holland, was pawning the crown jewels, to buy 
arms and (lores for hira. The parliament like- 
wife raifed money and forces ; fo that they recipro- 
cally laid ,the blame on each other as the firft ag-. 
grelTors and beginners of hoftilities. On the 
king's ere6^ing his flandard, the princes Rupert 
and Maurice, fons of the unfortunate efe6lor pa- 
latine, joined him from Holland : the former he 
made general of horfe. The earl of Eilex, who 
was the parliament general, aflemble<j his forces 
at Northampton, who were principally compofed 
of rigid Prefbyterians : on which the king retired 
to Shrewfbury, where having coIleSed about 
fourteen thoufand men, nH)(yy Epifcppalians, he 
.advanced towards JLondop, whicl^l^rQughtonan 
<:ngagement at Edge Hill,- Oftob^r, the 23.d, 
whe^e both fides claimed theviflor)^. The king 
marched to Oxford^ where having refrefhed his 
army, he advanced as far as Brentford, which 
alarmed the parliament fo much, that they fet on 
, , foot 
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foot a treaty for peace ; buf the'eaft'of Eflex 

. marching. to London quietedt th^r apprdhcnfions^ 

. Both fides, during the wmter>. made ajWauces for 

;,peace,. though, in faft, they, w^re^jmaking pre- 

, ,paration8.for war, .>/..-. > 

^ "• ' 1643. 

Eflex took Reading, V and other places in the* 
middle of England. The king was rather fuc- 
: cefsful in the north, by the earl of Newcaftle, 
. againft Fairfait^; and Kkewife Sir Richard Hope- 
ton defeated the parhament general. Sir William 
Waller, at Strettoa^ in tfhe weft. Afterwards a. 
battle was fought, July the, 5th, at Landfdown, 
near Bath, by the king's generals, the, marquis of 
Hertford and prince Maurice, againft the earl of 
Bedford, where both claimed the viQory. 

July 13th, the Koyalifts, under lord Wilmot, 
entirely defeated Waller, at Roundway Down, 
near the Devizes. 

, Tie queen landed at Burlington Bay with a 
reinforcement of troops and ftorcs, and prince 
Rupert took Briftol ; notwithftanding which, the 
king publifhed a manifefto, <ieclaring he was 
ready to make peace, on the condjmtion's being 
reftored. ;^ 

The king laid fiege to Gloucefter, but was 
obliged to raife it by EflTex ; which at lad brought 
onanaQion, in September, at Newbury, whu:h 
was nfot decided, pwing to night intervening. 
Eflex, marched on to London, where he was joy- 
fully received by the .parliament.. 

The parliament, alarmed at the king's fuccefs, 

4tnx commiflioners to Scotland, who, in conjui^c- 
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tion with them, formed the famous folemn League 
and Covenant, which was ordered to be taken by 
all ranks, by which they bound themfelves to fup- 
port each other, and to aboltfli all Epifcopal go- 
vernment ; after this, the Scots began to levy 
troops to fend into England. 

I'he king, finding affairs going againfl: him» 
fent orders to the marquis of Ormond to concludis 
a celTation of arms with the Irifli rebels for one 
year, and fend him over all the troops he could 
fpare. 

1644. 

The king conftituted a parliament of hb ad- 
herents at Oxford, and ordered the one aflem- 
bled at Weftminfter not te be obeyed as fuch. 

About 3000 men, that came from Ireland , 
landed in Flintfliire, and were entirely deflroyed 
by Sir Thomas Fairfax, fon of the lord of that 
name. 

The Weftminfter parliament, much diftrefled 
for money, publiflied an ordinance to retrench a 
meal per week, and to fubfcribe the worth of it to 
the exigencies of the ftate. 

The king's affairs having taken a bad turn du* 
ring the winter, the queen, who was afraid of 
being fhut up in Oxford, fled to Exeter. In the 
foregoing fummer fhe had been impeached by the 
parliament for high treafon, becaufe ftie had 
brought affiftance to her hufband. 

The Scotch army, under the earl jof Leven, 
entered England, and joined Sir Thomas Fairfax, 
in Northumberland^ who was returned there fr^ 
Cheftiire, 

Prince 
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Prince Rupert joined Newcaftle near York^ 
and, contrary to his advice, engaged lord Fair- 
fax and Cromwell at Marfton Moor, July the 
2d, where he was totally defeated ; the confe- 
quence was, that he retreated into Lancafhire, 
York was taken, and Newcaftfe, in difguft, went 
abroad. 

The king went from Oxford, and pined prince 
Maurice in the Weft ; and foon afterwards, hav- 
ing cooped up Eflex's army in a narrow pafs 
near Leftwithiel, they were obliged to furrender, 
but the earl efcaped to London ;. after which the 
king determined to march to that capital, but be- 
ing worded in a fecond battle at Newbury, he re- 
treated to Oxfords 

• The Independents now began to (liew them- 
felves: they were very different from the Prefby- 
terians, wha, though againft Epifcopacy, were 
for reftoring the king a limited authority ;, 
whereas the Independents, the heads of which 
were Sir Harry Vane, Oliver Cromwell, Natha- 
niel Fienties, and Oliver St. John, the folicitor- 
general, were determined on a commonwealth^ 
and againft all church government. 

The Independents now began their manceuvres 
by getting the book of Common Prayer and the 
Liturgy aboliflied by the parliament. 

1645. 

Fairfax was maJe general in place of FfTex r 
he was entirely governed in every thing by Crom-^ 
well. 
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A treaty' was held at Uxbridge, which broke 
up without eflfeding any thing, as neither party 
were fincerely inclined to peace. 

A little before this, the commons, determined 
on deftroying archbifliop Laud, who had be^n 
long a prifoner, pufhed on his trial, and, fearing 
left he ihould not be judicially condemned, paf- 
fed a bill cf attainder againft him, and ordered 
him to be beheaded. 

The earl of Montrofe raifed troops in the 
Highlands of Spotland for the king, and was very 
fucceftful in feveral actions againft the Covenan- 
ters. , 

After feveral fkirmi flies, with various fuccefs^ 
the two principal armies, oi?e commanded by the 
king, the other by Fairfax, approached e^jch 
: ot|ier, and ,on the i^tb of jUne was fought the 
very bloody battle of Nafeby,, in whi<;h Charles 
was totally defeated, and retired into Wales, in 
hopes of raifing another army, which hp never 
could effe£l ; fo that his affairs went faft to ruin, 
by the great ifuccefs of Fairfax and CroinwelL 
r The king now found it neceflary to fend the 
prince of Wales to join his mother jn France, 
that feme of the royal family might be fafe from 
the fury of the parliament, , 

Charles ordered prince Rupert to leive the 
kingdom, for furrenderine Briftol tooeafily. 

The king fhut himfelf up in Oxford durirg 
the winter, whilft.the Scotch army tok Car- 
lifle, and then advanced further fouth, and Fair- 
fax conquered all the Weft.

Montrofe was very fuccefsful, fo that he de- 
fcended into the Lowlands ; ^nd, being oppofed 
by Leflie, fent from England for that purpofe, he 
was entirely^ defeated ^t Phihphaugh, in the Po- 
red ; hehimfelf efcaped ,to the Highlands, but 
many, of the Royalifts that were taken were exe- 

. Fairfax advanced to befiege Oxford ; and the: 
king, dre^diqg tq fall into his hands, on the <,xh>> 
of May at night left the town, accompanied only 
by Dr. Hucjfon and Mr. Afliburnham, and threw 
himfelf intp the hands of the Scotch army before- 
Newark ; on which they appointed'him a guard, 
which, was^ in f^Q: to make him* a prifoner, and 
fent to the parliament an account. of what had 
.happ^ed, and to decfare they had entered into 
no treaty..^ By. defire of the Scots, the king or- 
dered Newark tt> be delivered to them, and all> 
tOther places he had in England to the parliament,^ 
as well as thofe in Ireland. 

The nnarquis of Montrofe, after various fuc- 
cefs, threw down his arms, and went beyond fea. 

The affairs of delivering up the king, and the 
Scotch arrears, employed the parliament for fome 
time ^ at laft it was determined the Scots fliould 
accept of 400,0001, in lieu of all demands: and, 
having agreed to deliver up the king to Englifh 
commiffioners at the fame time, it was naturally 
concluded they had foJd their king for money, al- 
tho.ugh no written evidence appeared to confirm 
it. They had at this time retreated to Newcaftle. 

The 
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The king being delivered to the earl of Pem- 
broke, he was removed to Holdenby in North- 
amptonfliire. The parliament intending to dif- 
band the army, now the war was fini(hed, they 
mutinied,, being privately encouraged by Crom- 
well ; at laft the king was feized on by Cornet 
Joyce, and conveyed to the army at Triplow 
^Heath, near Cambridge, to the great furprize of 
Fairfax ; but OIiver*8 arrival from London clear- 
ed the myftery, as it was at his inftigation. 

The army advanced to St. Alban's, by which 
they awed the parliament in fuch a manner, as 
in fa£l to manage every thing their own way, 
and thus the Independents got entirely the com- 
mand in parliament ; after which the army re- 
tired to Reading, taking the king with them. 

On a tumult happening in London, the army 
took that opportunity of advancing there, and 
totally enAaved both parliament and city. They 
lodged the king at Hampton Court, from 
whence he made his efcape ; but found himfelf at 
laft obliged to truft himfelf to colonel Hammond^ 
governor of the Ifle of Wight, an abfolute crea- 
ture of Cromwell, who with a great deal of out- 
ward refpeO:, in fad made him a'prifoner in Ca- 
riibrook Caftle. 

1648. 

The Independents being now uppermoft ifl 

* parliament, they ftiewed but too plainly what 

they would be at ; they carrying it in the houfe 

that 
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that no more addrefles or meflages ihould be re- 
ceived from the king: ail his fervants were difmif- 
fed, and himfelf made a clofe prifoner, which 
was in fa6l dethroning him. 

The Scots, finding the Independents meant to 
deftroy their favourite Preftytery, levied troops 
Jn favour of the king, who entered England, un- 
der the duke of Hamilton, to aflift the Royalifts, 
who were combining together in . many parts of 
England ; this employing the Independent leaders, 
the Prefbyterians got the lead in parliament, and 
immediately entered into a treaty with the king 
at Newport, which never came to any thing, as 
his Majefty would not give up Epifcopacy ;.and 
ivhilft thefe matters were negotiating, Cromwell 
defeated Langdale near Prefton, at the head of the 
Royalifts, and afterwards Hamilton, whom he 
took prifoner ; he then entered Scotland, and put 
every thing ipto the hands of Argyle, the head of 
the rigid Preftyterians, who would not affift the 
king tillhefigned their favourite League and Co- 
venant. 

During thefe troubles part of the fleet declared 
for the king, and failed to Holland ; .the prince ol 
Wales went from Paris, and took the command of 
them. 

The Duke of York efcaped from St. James's, 
and reached Holland. 

The army now having deftroyed their enemies, 
remonftrated with the parliament for treating with 
the king ; and they not paying great attention to 
it, the army, or rather Cromwell, feized on the 
king at Newport, and conveyed him to Hurft 

Caftlej 
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Caftle; after which they marched into London, 
and what they caifed purged the houfe, that is, 
they turned out every nnember that was not a 
determined Independent, and then voted to bring: 
their king to a public trial, for having made war 
on the parliament ; and inftituted a high court of 
juftice. 1 he peers rejetled the vote^ and ad- 
journed, but without any effefl:. 

1649. 

Colonel Harrifoif wasfentto bring thetingto 
London; and, being proc'uced three times before 
their court in Weftminder Hall, he as often re- 
jeSed their jurifdiSicn ; on which they fentenced 
him, on the 27th of January, to be beheaded ; 
which was accordingly executed, on the 30th, on 
a foaffold ereded in the ftreet before the palaceof 
Whitehall.

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AFTER the tragical death of the king, the 
Commons proceeded to vote the Houfe of 
Peers ufefefs and dangerous, and that it fhould be 
aboliflied.. They even made a new great fcal, on 
which was engraven, ** The fir ft year of liberty, 
«* reftored, by the bleffingofGod, 1648." They 
Iikewife aboliflied monarchy, by declaring ittrea- 
fon to proclaim the late king^s fon, or any 0- 
ther per fon whatever ; fo that the ; government 
was now in the charge of about eighty fanatics, 
Scotland, now in the hands of the rigid Pref- 
byterians, under Argyle, proclaimed Charles 11. 
but with fuch reftri^ions as plainly evinced that 
they meant to confine the royal authority in very 
narrow bounds. ^ 

- Whilft Charles was meditating to join themar- 
quis of Ormond in Ireland, he heard that Crom- 
well, being appointed lord-lieutenant, had been 
fo very fuccefsful againft Ormond, as to oblige 
him to quit that kingdom ; wherefore Charles 
went to the Ifle of Jerfey, where he ftaid fome 
months. 

1656. 

. Charles having appointed Breda for a treaty 
with the Scots commiflioners, found himfelf obli- 
ged to accept of the kingdom on their OAvn condi- 
tions, which were in the higheft degree degra- 
ding and humiliating to him. His great friend, 
Montrofe, raifed fome men in Germany for him, 
with whom he went to the north of Scotland ; but 
being defeated and taken by the Covenanters, he 
was ignominioufly hanged by thofe zealots^ and 
his head placed on Edinburgh tolbooth. 

In 
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In Tune Charles arrived in Scotland ; where he 
was K)rced to comply ftridly with all his pro- 
mifes. 

The parliament having refolved on war with 
Scotland, Cromwell was recalled fi'om Ireland, 
and appointed captain-general in place of Fairfax, • 
who refigned. The ^cots army ,was commanded 
by Leilie, who, againft his will, was forced, by • 
the fanatic clergy of Scotland, to engage Crom- 
well, and was entirely defeated, on the 3d of Sep- 
tember, near Dunbar. 

1651. 

I'hislofs, however, gained Charles a little bet- 
ter treatment, and more liberty from his rigid 
keepers. He was crowned at Scone, on the ift 
rf January, and in June took the command of the 
Scotch army, having Leflie for his lientenant-ge- 
nerll. He encamped at Torwood, betwixt Edin- 
l^urgh and Stirling ; from which place all Crom- 
welPs manoeuvres could not dpaw him. Oliver 
therefore marched over to Fifu to cut off the 
k'ng^s fupplies ; on which Charles, taking the 
refolution of entering England, reached Carlifle 
with his army the beginning of Auguft : Crom- 
well immediately followed him, leaving General 
Monk with 4 or 5,000 men. 

The king proceeded to Worcefter, meaning, 
rfter refreftiing his army, and trying to raifethe 
Royalifts, to advance to London; but Cromwell, 
being arrived m the neighbourhood, attacked him 
on the 3d of September, and entirely deftroyed 
"is army. The king very narrowly efcaped his 
ptirfuers, being concealed a whole day in an oak 
^ree by the Penderells of Bofcobel. At laft, af- 
ter , 
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tcr encountering many hard(hipr,~he'efcapedtnri 
Suflcx, from whence he got over to Normandy ij 
November. The parliament fold moft of (hj 
prifoners to the plantations in America. MopI 
likewife reduced all Scotland under the power o 
the parliament ; all Ireland, with the colonies api 
iflands, fubmiited to the new republic. Crom 
well arrived in London, where he was receive 
with great honours. Scotland they now looto 
. on 9S a conquered country, and therefore abpi 
li(hed monarchy^ and joined it to their commons 
wealth. , . . 

1652. 

The parliament, being now free from domefilc 
wars, declared war againft Holland, having loig 
looked on them as their enemies, from the fern- 
cesthey had rendered the Charles's ; andontV 
1 7th of May an a€tion took place in the Channel; 
in which neither party allowed themfelves*to be 
beat, though Van Tromp failed next day to Zea- 
land, whilft Blake kept the (ti. 

The famous navigation aft took place, by 
which no veflel was allowed to import any thing 
into England but the produce of its reipeSive 
country. 

In Auguft, Ruyter fo far beat Sir George Ayf- 
cbugh as to open a paflage for the fl^et he wascon- 
' voyins^ to Holland. 

November 29th, Tromp and de Fuyter de- 
feated Blake near the Goodwin Sands ; when 
Tromp, in a bravado, fixed a broom on his mad; 
as much as to fay he would fweep thefea of the 
Engi-iih.

In February, another violent engagement took 
ylace, near the Ifle of Khe, betwixt Blake and 
Tromp ; in 'which the latter made a very noble 
retreat, though he loft a great number of ftiips 
during the three days in which the adion lafted. 

Cromwell, finding the p«irliament, jealous of 
his power and ambition, were contriving means 
to difband the army, called a council or general 
officers, moft of them his creatures, who prefent- 
ed a remonftrance to the parliament concerning 
their arrears . of pay,, at the fame time defiring 
them tQ diflblve themfelves ; which they being 
angry at^ Cromwell went to the Houfe with 
^bout three hundred foldiers, abufed all the mem- 
kors, and then turned them all out, bidding one 
cf the foldiers take away that FooFs Bauble, 
iTieaning the fpeaker^s mace. He then locked the 
door, put the key into his pocket, and went qui- 
etly to his houfe in Whitehall. This was called 
the. Long Parliament, having continued fating, 
by their own authority, till the loih of April, 
when Cromwell dilfolved then). 

Cromwell, by this a<5t, having the whole pow- 
^f of the three kingdoms in his hands, and not yet 
thinking it a proper time publicly to ufurp the 
whole authority as captain- general, he ftimmon- 
ed about one hundred and twenty, fuch as he 
thought he could manage, who, with fix from 
Wland and five from Ireland, met and affumed 
'he name of a parliament : one of them, a leather- 
tiler, who, according to thefe fanatical times, 
^as called Praife' God Barebone, being a great 
uranguer, and frequent in Prayer. In derifion it 

wa» 
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was called Barebone's parliament. They fbon 
finding the weight of government too much for 
their fhoulders, refigned their power ; on which 
the council of officers voted, that the fupreme 
authority (hould be inverted in the hands of Crom 
wdl, with a council of twenty-one : accordingly 
he was, on the i6th of December, folemnly in- 
flailed into his high office by the name of Pro-, 
tedor. 

During thefe tranfaSions the rival fleets met 
again, on the 2d of June, when Tromp was 
obliged to retire with great lofs ; but, having re- 
fitted his fleet, he faced the Englifti again, in 
Auguft, under Monk; when a dreadful conflift 
took place, which continued for three days ; but 
Tromp being killed, the Dutch gave way, more 
hurt by the lofs of their admiral than of their 
ihips. 

1654. 

The Dutch, . finding their commerce almoft 
entirely ruined, propored terms of accommoda- 
tion ; and in April a peace was concluded, much 
in Lvour of England. 

Cromwell, looking on himfelf as pretty firmly 
eftabiifhed, called a tolerablyfree parliament, but 
from which, however, he excluded all Royalifts ; 
who, meeting in September, without attending to 
him, began to examine by what authority he held 
his prefent fituation ; he therefore, alarmed at the 
Gonfequences, very angrily diflblved them. 
1655. 

A confpiracy, in concert with the king, was 
entered into by the Royalifts ; but Cromwell foon 

fupprefled 
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ipprefled it, owing to the goodnefs of his intelli- 
fcnce ; and, finding himfelf furrounded by do- 
leftic enemies, (for all the Preftyterians, and 
loftofthe Independents, perceiving themfelves 
iped, were become fo) he divided England into 
^Ive diftriSs, over each of which he placed a 
lajor-genera! with almoft unlimited authority. 
In the two preceding reigns each king was fo 
tent on ftretching their prerogative, that they 
id little to do with the affairs of Europe, which 
id been very much embrbiled, but moftly healed 
f the peace of Weftphalia. 
The proteftor, as is fuppofed, wiihing to cover 
s ufurpation by the valour of the Englifh arms, 
nt a ftrong fleet, with an army, to attack St. 
*omingo, under Penn and Venables ; who, from 
>ine mifmanagement, failed in their attempt, 
tit took Jamaica with very little oppofition. 
He like wife fent a fleet, under Blake, into the 
fediterranean, to chaftife the Barbary States, 
Jd oblige them to refpeft the Englifh flag. 
Upon the Spaniards hearing of Penn's expedi- 
i>n, they declared war againfl England, though 
that time they were at enmity with France ; on 
hich Charles, forefeeing that he fliould be de- 
red to leave that kingdom, where he fubflfled 
*very miferabre manner, voluntarily retired to 
ologne. 

1656. 

S'ake and Montague having taken fome of 
^ Spanifti galleons, Cromwell, out of oftenta- 
'"> ordered the treafure to be paraded in wag- 
^ through London. So^n after which Blake 

failed 
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failed to the Canaries, in quefl of a much richer 
fleetfrom Peru, whichhe found had taken fheher in 
the harbour of Santa* Cruz, t he immediately at- 
tacked and carried them ; but the wind not per^ 
mitting him to get them out of the harbour, he 
fet them all on fire, to the immenfe lofsof the 
Spaniards. On his way home he died, and, by 
order of the proteQor, was buried in the chapel 
of Henry VII. 

Cromw'ell, imagining he might now fafelycall 
a parh'ament, fummoned one to meet in Septem- 
ber ; but took care none fhould be admitted who 
w^ouW not be fubfervient to his will. The con- 
fequence was, a nfK)tion was made by alderman 
Pack to offer the proteftor the crown ; but his 
brother-in-law, Delborrow, and his fon-in law, 
Fleetwood, declaring, that from the moment he 
accepted' it, he muft no longer depend on theif 
afliftance j and likewife finding his main fupport, 
thearmy, very aterfe to it ; to his great mortifi- 
cation he found himfelf obliged to give it up. 
The, major-generals had become fuch tyrants 
that the proteSor founid it neceflary to limit their 
authority. 

The parliament allowing Cromwell to name 
his fucceffor, he brought his foh Richard fo court 
from a village in Hampfliire, where he refided 
peaceably and inoffenfively on a fmall eftate be- 
longing to his wife. 

1658. 

The parliament aflembled in January ; but the 
proteftor having formed what was called The 
Other Houfe^ or Houfc of Peers, out of his crea- 
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ires, none of the ancient peers would fit with 
i^i 'He^found the Houfe of Commons going fo 
Ifongly agaJnfl: him, that, in a violent pafTion, he 
liflblved them. 

As foon as Spain declared againft England, 
he proteSor entered into a ftri<a alliance with ' 
^rince, and fent fix thoufand of his be ft troops 
ferve in their army under marflial Tu- 
£nne. 

Philip IV. of Spain entered into a treaty with 
Charles, who then moved his refidence from 
Cologne to Bruges ; and his brother^ the duke of 
i^ork, ferved in the Spanifli army, under Don 
John, of Auftria. 

Mardyke was taken the preceding year, and 
pven up to the Englifli. Turenne now laid fiege 
to Dunkirk ; to fave which place the Spaniards 
advanced, but were totally defeated at Dunes ; 
w^hich foon obliged Dunkirk to furrender : and 
it being given up to Cromwell, he placed there a 
bong garrifon, and made Lockart, a Scotch- 
man, governor ; who had married his niece, and 
^as his ambaffador at the court of France, where 
Louis the XlVth was a minor ^ cardinal Maza- 
rin was his minifter, as Richlieu had been to 
Louis XIH. 

Cromwell, tho* fo fuccefsful abroad, led a life 
of great uneafinefs at home. Another con fpiracy 
of the Royalifts took place, which being difcover- 
ed to him, he caufed many to fuffer by the execu- 
tioner. This however brought him fmall relief; 
^r, being in conftant apprehenfions of aflaHina- 
ion, he wore armour under his clothes, fcarcely 

ever 
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ever flept twice in the fame chamber, and never 
ftirred without a very ftrong guard. At Itft, 
being felzed with a fever, at Hampton Court, he 
was removed to VV hitehall ; where he died on the 
3d of September, a day he had always regarded 
as his fortunate day. He named bis fon Richard 
bis fucceflbr. 
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RI C HARD, onthe death of hisfather, was 
imiwedrately proclaimed by thexrouncil pro- 
teftor of the commonwealth of England, Scot- 
land,, and Ireland ; oa which he received addref- 
fefs from all par t«. Ireland was governed by his 
brother ^enry, and Scotland by Mbnk, a friend 
to the Cromwell fkmiiy ; fd that he hkd every ap- . 
pfarance of- a quiet government ; but he wanted 
the abilities rfhk father to govern fuchaii hetero- 
eeneous mafi a$ England was now compofed oft 
For each party fluttered themfelves with hopes of 
taking th^ lead, parti<;ularly the republican part 
of the army, at the head of which was Fleetwood^ 
who began to form cabals and to hold meetings at 
WalHngford-hottfe, . 

1659, ' 

In January, Richard fummoned a parliament 
of both houfes ; and after violent debates for two 
days the Commpns acknowledged the other branch 
ofthelegiflature, and, it was now called the Up- 
per ^:ou^e. 

The pou^icil . of officers at.Wallingford^h9ufe 
preierted^ renionilrance, arid forced Richi^rd, 
againft his wilt, to diflblve the parliament, then 
feiz^d on the govemmpilt,. anflelecSied Fleetwood 
for their general. They allowed Richard to keep 
the name of proteSor, but without any power 
whatever ; and agreed on reftoring the long par- 
liament, which Oliver had diflblyed ^in x^SB* 
Accordingly about forty- two of them aflembled, 
on the eighth of May ; who w^re in dqrifion call- 
ed the Rump Parliament, alluding to a fowl t^at, 
was all eat but the rump.

ving they durft not do any thing againft him open- 

Hy, he was fo much beloved by the Scots and his 

►ownarnniy) fent his brother-in-law Clarges to him, 

to prevail with him toacknowledge them ; which

May 1 2th, the officers prefented a petition-to 

V -the Rump, praying them to reftore the -commonr 

wealth, and to fettle a penfi9n on Richard and 

his nftoUier ; which was accordingly done, and 

he was ordered to <{W Whitehall in fix days. 

They likcwife rccalicd his brother from Ireland ; 

•who, though a man of great capacity., quietly fub- 

-mitted. 

A violent corifpiracy was fet oq foet in favour 
'<if the king, but Lambert foon quelled it. 

The parliament and army , having quarrelled, 
^Lambert marched fome of his troops into Lon- 
don, and expelled the parliament. After which 
the army appointed a committee of fafety, who 
were to form a, government, without aking or 
houfe of lords. 

Monk -was nowpreparing to march hts army 
into England, under a pretence of fupporting the 
Rump againft the Committee of Safety ; who, on 
finding every thing in confufion, retiretJ from the 
helm; on -which the Rump again aflembled 
•peaceably in TDeceniber, and appointed a com- 
mittee for the management of the army. 

Whilft the parliament had any authority, in 
conjundion with ^Holland, they fent admiral 
Montague with a fleet into the Baltic,"" with the 
celebrated republican^ Algernoon Sydney, to 

force 
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force the conquering Swede, Guftavns Adolphus, 
to make peace with the Danes, ffe obferved, it 
was very hard to be dilated to by regicides and 
pedlars : however he was obliged to fubmit. 

Peace was Hkewife concluded betwixt the 
French and Spaniards, by the treaty of the Py- 
'renees, when Louis XIV. married Marie The*- 
refe, Phihp IVth^s daughter. 

As nothing was done in this treaty for Charles, 
his cafe was looked on as defperate ; but fate had 
ordained, that the Englifli monarchy fhould be 
teftoredby a perfen, from whom it was little ex- 
peded. 

1660. 

In January, General Monk eroded the Tweed 
at Coldftream, and purfued his march through 
England. He received many petitions for a free 
parKament, and heard many wiihes for the re(lo«- 
ration of the king^ as the only means of healing; 
the aninujfities of the nation. Whatever were 
his intentions, he kept them fecu rely locked in. 
hisownbreaft, T|ie parliament, Aifpeftinghim 
of fome defign, inrmical to. them., fent Mobipfo^i, 
and Scot to cpngratulate. hwp ; but, in fad:, ito 
be fpies on him. On his arrival «t St. Alban'yS,;^ 
he wrote to the parliament to remove the troops 
out of London, to make room for his army, con- 
fiding of abojn^ 6^000 men, ; which being com- ^ 
plied with, iljie^tflok poflfejfipo.of Weftminijber, on 
the 3d of February. 

February the i ith, he wrote a letter to the 

parliament, reproaching them with their cabals^ 

aLd. requiring tl.€m, in ^he name ol the citizens 

N a and 
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and the whole commonwealth, to iflue writs for 
new members, and to fix the time for their owa 
diflblution and the new ones meeting. He then 
-went to the city, and, before Allen the mayor, 
and the common council, repeated what he had 
'^done, to the great joy and exultation of the whde 

"CitY. 

]February the 2 1 ft , the fecluded members being 
admitted into the houfe, became the majority ; 
on which the Independents left it. The others, 
rfter pafling fome ads favourable to the king, 
diflblved themfelves, and fummoned a free par- 
^liamentto meet the 25th of April, 

Till this time Monk kept, his intentions fecret ; 

'but now had a private interview with Sir Johii 

Cranville, the king*s agent, whom he defired to 

advife Charles to remove into HoHand, to berea- 

*dy for any emergency. 

May the i ft, ^he parliament being aflembled, 
and Moiik having founded their inclinations, ac- 
-quainted them, that one Granville, a fervant of 
the king's, was without with a letter for them. 
He was immediately called in, and the letter 
/ .greedily read, Avith the loudeft acclamations. 

The ancient peers^mmediately reinftated them- 
felves in their ancient authority ; and both houfes 
attended, Way the 8th, while the king was fo- 
flemnly "proclaimed. He embarked at the Hague, 
.and entered "London on his birth-day, May the 
29th, amidft the acchimation»of infiatlex:rowds4)f 
people. ' ' 
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G'HARLES was received in London with '^^•^'^^'^fon'' 
the greateft demonftrations of joy -, fo that "'' ^^"'J'* \ 
norhtttg w.as feen -but gaiety and teitlvity, in- to the 
ftead of the melancholv aufterky of the fana- thrcnc of 

tics-. ' ^*^ any:':'\'-' 

rife created Utmk duke of Albemarle, and^^"^'^"*^ 
adnriiral Montague earl ofSandwich, as fikewife 
chancellor Hyde earl of Clarendon. 

The parHame^it, not having been Atmmone£ 
bv Charles V order, was only called a cortventioni^^ 
till he eftaWiflied it a parfiamefrt by his authority. 
Gn which, . by his defire, they pafled a general* 
a€t of indemnity, except to the late king's judges; 
and * evefh they were* ordered to ftwrender in four- 
teen days*, if they wilhed for any^ hopes of pardon. 
Nineteen accordingly furrendered. 

The parliament fettled^ thatthe king's revenue ^ 
(hotJlcfbef,aob,od6l.: per year, but left the parti- 
cular funds, 6n which it was to be raifed, to the 
•future confideratiOn ofpjirlisliment. 

I n ^Sej^tember, t6n of the regicides were tried 
jwrd executed. 

The fe{Hvity of the court was a little damped 
by the death of -the duke of Gloucefter, in his- 
twentieth year, of thefbdl pox. 

The king's ftfter, the princers6f Orange, like- 
wife died in Eftgkild about this time. She left 
afon, William, afterwards king of England. 

Thecjueen-tnother paid avifit t6 her fon, and: 
obtained his conftfrtt for the marriafefe' of his fif- 
ter with the duke of Orleans, Louis XlVth's bro- 
tker. 

In December, the kin^-diflblved the paflia- 
meot^ after they had voted money enough to pay 
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off the army ; who were accordingly all difbanded, 
except Monk's own regiment, and a regiment of 
horfe and another of foot guards, which Charles 
cftabliflied. 

The duke of York married Anne Hyde, the 
chancellor's daughter, whom he had debauched 
under a proraife of marriage. 

The king reftored prelacy in England ; he 
Jikewife abrogated all ads in favour of prelby- 
tery in Scotland, and appointed bifliops ; but hi 
Svithdrew all the Englifli garrifons, and deftroyed 
the forts erefled there in the time of the Crom- 
wells. 
* Charles founded the Royal Society this year. 

1661. 

A new parliament being called, it was found 
that very few of the Prelbyterians got feats in it. 
They and the Epifcopalians now ftruggled for the 
maftery ; they had a conference, twelve of a fide, 
at the Savoy ; but they feparated, more inflamed 
againll each other than ever. The other fefta- 
ties only wifhed for a toleration. 

Charles acquainted the oarliament, fwhich was 
called l.he Penfionary Parliament, as many of 
them received penfions frpm court) of his intend- 
ed marriage with the infanta of Portugal. 

The foiemn league and covenant, the afis for 
the high court of juftice, and for declaring Eng- 
land a commonwealth, were ordered to be burnt 
by the hands of the hangman. The bifliops were 
Jikewife reftored to their feats in parliament : fo 
that every thing ran ftrongly in favour of monar- 
chy and epifcopacy. 

The 
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1662. - - 

The, parliament paded an a6k of uniformity ih 
religion, whereby whatever clergymen did not en- 
tirely conform to the Englifli form of religion by 
St. Barthol5mew's-day, were to quit their liv- 
ings ; in confequence of whiclij above two thoa- 
fand Pre(byterians quitted, their livings in oner- 
day. 

. The queen, Catharine of Portugal, arrived in > 
May,, by whom Charles obtained, as her dowry> 
Tangier^ in Africa, and Bombay, in the Eaft 
IndieSi 

Eji^abetk, daughter of James I the eeSreft 
palatine, 5ied in London, in February, leaving 
a daughter named Sophia. 

Charles being extremely favifh of money, and 
ithe parliament not granting him as much as he 
wiflied, he, by the advice of Clarendon, fold- 
Dunkirk to T^ouis XIV. for 400,000!. D'EA 
trades negociated it. 

Charles, of his own wiH, publiflied a decia*- 
ration to mitigate the rigours of the ad of unf- 
formity ; by which he was ftrongly fufpeSed of 
a ftrong bias towards the Romifh religion, if he 
had not already changed his own for it. 

As lord Clarendon wasofa very different tem- 
per to the king, and always oppofed his very great 
prodigality to his favourites and ipiftreifes, as 
likewife all indulgences to Catholics, he began to 
decline very much in his mafter's favour. ' 

The earl of Briftol, formerly his great friend, 

impeached Clarendon ef high treafon ; in which 

N 4 he 
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he made fo poor a figure^ that he abfconded for 
fometime. 

The parliament fettled the port-office and 
wine h'cenceson the duke of York. 

Great compJaints were etitertained, by the 
Cavniiers or Royalifts, of the king** negleS^df 
them,. 

1664. 

The parliament repealed the triennial aft, and 
uddrcirod the king on the indignities offered by 
4hs United Sraies.^to Englifh fubje^a, whenever 
they met in foreign porrs ; promifme to affifl 
trim with rheirflty;eft, and foartu'nes, )ii>dwttiiigtbc 
lights of his crriwn. ^ :. ' \ '^ 

Thediike of York, whofeddaigreat ailtipi^ 
to the D^itch, as is rupt)oferf on tlie Scorerfitli- 
gion, perfuaded Charles, before war was dc- 
dared, to fend- admiral HoJrires, with.alatge 
fleet i w^o took the Cape de Verd tftands, afBcl 
afterwards the Dutch forts oh the fide ©f Gai- 
j]ea.; 3'h^ 'Stjite«, bow , -perceiving the Engfi/h 
were, de^rroined on war, fent de'Ruyter.from 
the Mediterrane-in, who foon retcw>k afl Hdnies* 
conquefts. 

The parliarnept being met, granted the king 
hreer Tupplies than ever had been known \i\ Eng- 
land, to uirry on the Dutch -war j -and John de 
^-^ift, who rilled their affairs, was very afliducu5| 
findin£f r\6 llkelihopd of peace, in preparing 
hi?' nV^ion'Tor encountering the Englifli naval 
power. 

The EngllJh clergy, who always taxed them* 
(elves in convocation^ ^aiye up th^s i:ight, ant' 
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in fiiture were taxed with the people -of the 1 
nation. 

' 1665. 

Charles declared war againft Holland ; and on 
tiie 3d of June the ddke of York defeated the 
Dutch fleet. Their Commander, Opdam, was 
blown up ; but. the famous Tromp^s fon made a 
mafterly retreat with'thc remains of the fleet into 
Zealand. 

The king. of France delayed declaring himfelf 
as long as he could; but finding the Dutch af- 
fairs in a miferable plight, which would ruin his - 
fadion in that country (the head of it was the - 
penfionary de Witt, a man of confummate abi- 
lities) he declared againft England, as did alfo the ' 
king of Denn^frk : to counterbalance which, * 
Charles mad^ a treaty with the bifhbp of Mun- 
fter, who entered Holland and was very fuccefs* 
ful, but at laft, being oppofed by Frenchtroops, ^ 
be was obliged to conclude a peaces, 

1666. 
The duke of Albemarle having detached prince 
Rupert to oppofe the. French fl€et^ met himfelf^ 
with de Ruyter on the firft of une, when a moft 
dreadful engagement took place, which conti< 
nued for four days, when both fleets retired to ^ 
their refpeflive ports to refit, without either be- 
1 ing able to claim a vi£l6ry. 

I They again met on the 24th of July, when the - 
Englifh had greatly thefupericrity, and forced the 
enemy to retreat into their ports ; on which the 
Engliih infulted their coafts, and did them a 
great deal of damage. 

N 5 Before 
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Before thefe adionsy, Charles had been obliged 
toaflenible the parfiament at Oxford, owing to 
the plague breaking out in London, which carried 
off 00,000 people in that capital in one year; 
and, to add to that dreadful calamity^ a terrible 
fire broke out, on the 2d of September, which 
deftroyed a great part of the city. It was attri- 
buted to the Papifts and Republicans, though no 
proof of the kind ever appeared. It is more 
probable, it was occafioned by the narrownefs of 
the {Ireets, and the high wind that raged at the 
time. ; 

1667. 

The parliament, beginning to be fufpicious of 
Charles's partiality to the Papifts, and likewife 
obferving the extreme licentioufnefsof his court, 
were net fo liberal in their grants as formerly ; 
however, they vot^d 1,800,000 1. to carry on the 
war ; but the king, knowing a treaty was carry- 
ing on at Breda, and being determined to put the 
money into his^ own pocket, fitted out no fleet ; 
the confequence was, that Van Ghent, detached 
by de Ruyter, deftroyed Sheernefs, and then 
forced his way up the Medway, and burnt Several 
fhips near Chatham, which created great alarms 
in Eng'and, and great outcries againft the king ; 
which, however, were quieted by the peace 
being figned at Breda. 

Charles, having given himfelf up to all kind of 
debauchery, could no longer bear the advice of 
his chancellor, and therefore determined on his 
fall; which he began by taking the great feal 
from him, and privately encouraged the com- 
mons to impeach him of high tre^fon: which 

wa5 
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was fomented by all fedaries^ as he was an ene- 
my to the whole. On finding the tide running ^ 
againft him, and that he had lofl his mafler's fa- 
vour, he retired into France, leaving his defence 
behind him, direded to the Houfe of Peers ; 
which being fent to the Houfe of Commons^ 
they voted it malicious and fcandalous, and or- 
.dered it tobeburntby the handsof the hangman: . 
he furvivedthis treatment about fix years. Such i 
was the reward of an honeft minifter I 

1 568. 

On the death of Philip IV. of Spain, Louis . 
XIV. of France-laid claim to the Netherlands, in - 
right of his wife, and immediately marched an ' 
army into that country ; to prevent the difmem- 
berment of which, the triple league was formed, - 
by England, Holland,' and Sweden, which - 
obliged Louis to conclude the peace of Aix la > 
Chapdle with Spain, receiving Franche Compte ; 
in lieu of all his other conquefts. 

The debauchery of Charles's court grew more - 
and more infamous-; -his greateft favourites were - 
the duke of Buckingham, and Wilmot, lord Ro- • 
che/ler, two of the moft profligate men of the 
age. ^ 

Epidopacy again began to breed difturbaqces 
in Scotland ; many figned a covenant, and rofe 
in arms ; but for the prefent they were quailed^ . 
being defeated at Pentland Hills. 

1669. 
Charles, as ufnal, applied to the parffiame.nt for 
money, which they granted on his ifTuing^eflt . 
declarations againft conventicles^ 

The 
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The queen-motfaer died this year, ate did the 
duke of Albemarle. 

1670. 

Charles, proceeding cautioufly to render him- 
felf abfolute, and to introduce the Romifh reli- 
gion, formed a very private council, of Clifford, 
Arlington, Buckingham, Afliley, and Lauder- 
dale. They were called the Cabal, as the initi- 
als of their names formed that word. 

Henrietta, dutchefs of Orleans, diedfuddenly, 
poifoned, as was fuppoifed, by her hufband. 

The young prince of Orange came to Eng- 
land, and ftaid with his uncle about three 
months. 

The Cabal, always intent on their fcherae of 
giving the king a navy and army at hts command, 
after forming an alliance with the king (rf* 
France, fell on means of quarrelling again with 
the Dutch, and prevailed on the parliament to 
grant very large fupplies. 

1671. 

The Coventry z&. pafled this TefTion ; which 
was 6ccaf!oned by Sir John Coventry's having his 
nofe flit, on account of fome wit he made ufe of 
in the Houfc of Commons againft Charles and 
Nell Gwin. 

Blood, a notorious villain, after attempting to 
raife a rebellion in Ireland, efcaped from thence, 
and very near fucceedcd in carrying off the crown 
and regalia from the Tower ; and the king, inti- 
midated as wasfuppofed by Blood's accomplices, 
not only pardonediiim, but granted him a penfion 
for life. 

In 
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In March died Anne Hyde, dutchefs of York, 
after abjuring the Proteftant religion. 

The dnke of York openly avowed himfelf > 
Papift : it had always been fufpe^ed that he was 
fo in private. 

1672. 

Notwithftanding the immenfefums parnanf>ent 
had granted, Charles was in as great didrefs as^ 
ever; be ihetcfore, by the advice of Clifford, 
ihut iip the exchequer. He then fent Holmes to , 
f intercept the Dutch Snnyrna fleet, but moft of 
them efcaped. He and the Cabal, being deter- 
mined to attack fhe Dutch, declared war againft 
them on very frivolous pretences. The king of 
France, eledor of Cologne, and biftiop of JVf un-* 
ftei, likewifedeclared againft them. 

Charles, without confuliing the parliament', 
puhliflied a declaration for liberty of confcience. 
The Dutch created the prince of Orange c^- 
tain- general and admiral ;^ but he was obliged 
; to retire into the province of Holland, owing to 
the very rapid fuccefs of Louis and his allies, who 
entered Utrecht in triumph, June the 25th. 

The moft dreadful engagement, that had hap- 
pened betwiitt -England ami Holland, took place 
i betwixt the duke of York and de Ruyter, May 
' the 28th, when both claimed the victory. The 
earl of Sandwich was killed. 

The Dutch populace, being now quite frantic, 
infifted on the repeal of the edift of 1667, and 
immediately appointed the prince of Orange 
ftadtholder ; and not being contented with that, 
they, imputing all their misfortunes to the two 

brothers. 
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brothers, de Witts, tore them ^o pieces at the 
Hague. 

Great endeavours were \}(i:d to corrupt the 
prince of Orange ; but he difdainfully reje^ed 
all fuch offers, beiug determined to die or free 
bis country from its rapacious invaders. 

1673- 

When the parliament was aflfembled, not be- 
ing fo pliant as formerly, theyprefented a re- 
monftrance againfl the king*s declaration of indul- 

f^ence, as a (Iretch of prerogative ; and he being > 
rightened when he found himfelf (6 near a rup- 
ture with his parliament, immediately drffolved 
it. They likewife pafled the Teft a^, to be ti- 
ken by alf in puhjic office ; who, befides receiving 
the facrament in the eftablifhed church, were to 
abjure tranfubftantiation. . 

^here were three bloody (ea engagements this 
year, wherein each fide had great iofles ; but 
neither could claim a decifive v't&orj. 

The prince of Orange inftiOing foVne of his en- 
thufiafm into his countrymen, they forced Louis 
to evacuate Holland, by fajing the whole under 
water. The prince likewife retook Naarden, 
and joined Montecuculi, with the Imperialifts, in 
the eleSorate of Cologne. 

The Commons began to (hew great figns of 
ill-humour, on account of a treatv of marriage 
that was negotiating for the duke of York with a 
princefs of the houfe of Modena, a profefled Ro- 
man Catholic. 

The 
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The king vv^as obliged to calf the parliament 
very early, on account of want of money. They 
(hewed an extreme difguft t© the court, and par- 
ticularly to the Cabal, from whom they appre- 
hended great misfortunes to the nation. They 
Hkewife declared the king's guards to be illegal, as 
they were kept without the fanftion of parlia- 
ment. Charles, to get them into better humour, 
jBnding the Dutch war extremely unpopular, 
made a feparate peace with them, to the greatjoy 
or the people of England. 

Charles kept up a private intercourfe with the 
king of France, who accepted of his apology for 
making a feparate peace, and allowed him to be 
a mediator with the States and their allies for a 
general ont, by Sir William Temple ; which at 
prefent did not take efleS, as the States would 
not defert their allies, and the prince of Orange 
was eager after military fame ; though the prince 
of Conde had the advantage of him this cam- 
paign, as likewife Turenne over the Imperialifts 
and Spaniards. 

The duke of Buckingham loft all his favour 
with the king. 

The ill-treated earl of Clarendon died this year, 
at Rouen. 

1675. . 

When the parliament aflembled, it appeared 
they were more than ever jealous of the king*s 
conduQ. They prefented an addrefs for the re- 
moval of the duke of Lauderdale from about his 

perfon. 
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perfon, and llkewife to recall his troops, who 
were ferving in the French army ;: buthe rejefted 
both with evafive anfwers. None of the Cabal 
(whofe fc hemes certainly were direQed to abfo- 
lute power, and the Popiih religion) remained 
about the king:, except lord Arlington and Lau- 
derdale, the former of which had loft all his 
credit. 

The confederates were tolerably fuccefsful this 
campaign. The famolis marflial Turenne was 
killed by a random cannon-fhot, whilft he was 
oppofmg Montefcuculi, at the head of the Impe- 
rialifts. 

Captain Churchill, afterwards the great duke 
of Marlborough, ferved this campaign under Tu- 
renne. 

1676. • 

A ccxngrefs was held at Nimeguen to treat of 
peace, but without effeS. No vei^y great things 
were done this campaign. 

1677. 

The Engliffi parliament took the aianii «t 
Louis's ftrccefs the beginning of the campaign ; 
and, being very diHruflful of Charles's connec- 
tion with the French monarch, addrefled him lo 
declare war againfl: France, for the fafety of the 
Spanifli Netherlands and the United States; at 
which he was extremely angry, confidering it an 
attack on his prerogative. He prorogued the 
parliament, but afterwards thought better of it. 
He invited his nephew the prince of Orange, to 

come 
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come over to him, at^ the end of the campaign ; 
which he did, and falling in love with the prin- 
cefs Mary, he was mai'ried to her, thoitgh con- 
trary to the wiflies of her father, the duke of 
York ; and before his return to Holland the out- 
lines of a general peace were fettled. 

The parliament, not without reafon, enter- 
Ufned jeaJo^ifies of the king's intentionrofmak- 
iRgihinvfirff'abfolute, by the affiftance of France ; 
but^Loui«,^h«ving a very badopinion of Charles's 
Iteadinefiy' ordered hi^lmitiiltefs to fon the peace, 
atNimeguen, A«gtift the nth. Nolvrithftand-* 
it|c 'Which, the prince of Orange defeated the 
ddte of Luxelnburgh, the 14th, at St. Dennis, 
near MonSt pretending that h$ did not imairJnft 
the peace would be (igned fo foon, thougb It is 
believed he>had'itTin his pocket. 

"Religious affairs went on in Scotland v6ry 
much jigaiilft the bffhops ; and Lauderdale the 
commiiTwner, from his tyrannical b^h^viour, was 
nniverfally hated. The parliiiment arid people 
©f rE>i>eland, being now becdme fufpiddtis of e- 
very thin^, readily entered into the abfurd idea 
6f aPopifh plot, in which the king was to be af- 
falTinated, the conftitution, fubverted, and the 
Protett^tntTeligion make way to the errors of P6» 
pery. A:n Englifli divine, Titus Gates, Ton of 
an Analwptift preacher, and Redloe were the in- 
formers; -and fo much Avas the parliament pre- 
poflefled with the reality of a plot, that numbers 
were 'put to death, though none of them ever con- 
fefled one circumftanceof fuch a plot. 

The 
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The parliament,. when «flembTed',.aIiwajr» ffiA 
picious of the king^s intentions, never^^ granted 
money, without particularLy f{«cifying how it 
was to ht expended ; which not agreeing with hia 
profufenefs to his miftreflef (the favourite c£ 
whom wasMademoifeiJe Querouaille, whom his 
fifter, the dutchefs of Orleans, had brought over 
from France, whenon a vifit, and whom he 
created dutchefs of Portfmouth) and other pro-^ 
digalities, he diflolved themi they were called^ 
the Long Parliament, from having fateighteeir 
years ; twelve of which they were undoubtedly 
vbry liberat^md^obfequious to him. Bwt on find« 
Hig him bent on abft>Iute power, and much incli* 
ned to Popery, as HkewiCe an abfolute peniiooerv 
if France, they then oppofed him in all his loea- 
fores. 

The king, finding the members of the new 
parliament would be more violent againft the 
court, and the Papids, then the lafl, fent the 
duke of York to Bruflels, to convince them that 
he was not influenced by Popiih counfels. Before 
the duke went, the king declared, In open coan^ 
cil, that he never had been married, or given any 
promife of marriage, to Lucy Walters, mother 
to the duke of Monmouth, a natural fonofthe 
king's before the reftoration, and a great favour- 
rite. This pretended marriage had been propa- 
gated by the earl of Shaftelbury , a man of a very 
jjitriguing genius, to raife- diflurbaoces again& 
ijiedukf^ of York. 

When 
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When the parliament met, they would not a- 
gree to any conceffions the king couhd make, but 
brought in a bill to incapacitate the duke of York 
from fucceeding to the crown. It was called the 
Exclufion bill; but, to prevent their proceeding 
with it, Charles firft prorogued, and thendiflbl- 
ved them. 

The nation is obliged to this parliament for 
the Habeas Ccrpu9 a£t, which is an invaluable 
addition to the liberty of the fubjeO:. 

The Scots covenanters, perceiving how things 
were going on in England, murdered Sharpe, 
archbifhop of ?t. Andrew's, and proceeded to 
abolifli prelacy ; but, havinjpan army without gene- 
rals, they were eafily defeated by the duke of 
Monmouth, at Bothwell bridge, betwixt Hamil- 
ton and Glafgow. Some were hanged, and 
others fent to barbadoes. 

The king falling fick at Windfor, fent pri» 
vately for the duke of York ; who^ finding the 
king recovered, went to take the command in 
Scotland, after prevailing with his majefty to dif- 
grace Monmouth^ and fend him abroad. 

1680. 

Thfe nation was now entirely divided into two 
pfirties ; the court party was called by the others 
Tories, a title given to the Iriih robbers or rap- 
parees; and the country party, called by the 
court Whigs, or four milk, a title formerly 
given to Scotch Prelbyterians, or rigid covenan- 
ters. 

The 
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The parliament, as foon as they met, proceed- 
ed to pafs the exclufion bill, but the houfe of 
peers rejected it. Parties ran Very high betwixt 
the duke of York's friends, and Monmouth'i. 
The dutchefs of Portfmouth joihed the country 
party, in hopes of its being ufeful to her fon. 

Lord Stafford, a very old man, wasfacrificed 
to the idea of a Popiih plot, and beheaded the 
29th of December. 

1681. 

Charles being violently an^ry with this parlia- 
ment, and likewife with the city of London, dif- 
fWved it, andfummoned anoth^fo ftieet at'Ox- 
ford; which he found equally ftfehuous for the 
exclufion, and a^ainft the eb'tirt ; he therefoic. 
diflblved that likewife, ifter they had fat only fe- 
▼en days, having determifted to rule arbitrarily 
without a parliament ; and his temper naturally 
'gentle, became at laft cruel and bloody. 

There were violent perfecutions carried on in 
Scotland againtt the Preftyt^riaiis, und6r the ad- 
miniftration of the duke of York. 

The king, under z rpretence of the city of 
Londonhaving deviated from their charter, got 

tie 
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the judges to declare it forfeited, and, before he 
reftored iu he altered many parts of it very ma- 
terially. All the other corporations were obliged 
to give up their charters, paying great Turns to 
have them returned ; fo that Charles i^as now 
really abfolyte, 

A confpiracy was difcovered, at the head of 
whkh were Monmouth, Eflex, and lord John 
Ruffel, to oppofe the fuccefiloH of the duke of 
York ; but they were tccufed (as is fuppofed 
without . reafon) of intending to afTaflinate the 
Icing and his brother ; however, many loft their 
lives by the executioner, amongft others, lord 
John Ruflel ; Eflex was found with his throat cut 
in the Tower, which was fuppofed to be done by 
the king and the duke, as they were there that 
morning. Monmouth fled, but in a little tinrie 
was r^onciled to the king. 

It was called The Rye4ioufe plot, from the 
•name of the houfe where the^neetiqgs were held. 

1684. 

Charles, afterliavinggiven up all idea's of a par- 
liament, returned to his former dangerous con« 
neQions with France, from whence, it is ftrong- 
ly fufpefted, he received many fiims of money to 
Iceep him fteady to their interefts. 

1685. 

It was fuppofed that Charles liad ferious 
thoughts of throwing himfelf entirely on the af- 
^edionof his fubjeAs and parliament, and that he 

meant

^Aiccpcdcd of James IL On affembling the coumcil, he 

his brother made great profeffions of maintaining bolh church 

\x^U and ftate as by law eftablifhed-: but! he foon 

1685/ fliowed his arbitriiry principles, by levying taxes

A parliament wasi aflembled, which, being moft- 

ly comppfed of Tories, were very condelcending 

to court meafurjesi, and fettled the ^ame^revenues 

on the king as his brother had. enjoyad at bis 

death. • 

1 he govemmpnt was chiefly managed by the 
queenand.the Jefiiits ; but their proceedings were 
frequently, turnec) into ridicule by Mrsi Sedley, 
who was a Proteftant, and miftrefs to the king: 
ihcj notwithftanding his- intention of converting 
the natioil, had a great fway over him. The 
rfuke of Monmoufh, and the earl of Argyle, be- 
ing in HoIiarKf, entered into a fcheme of raifing 
drfturbances in Britain; for which purpofe Ar- 
* gyle. went to the Highlands;: but, without being 
able to eflfe<ft any thing material, he was taken 
and beheaded* . . 

Monmouth lathed at Lyme in Dorfetfhire, 
June the nth, with about one hundred follow- 
ers ; but being much beloved, they were foon in- 
creafed to near three thoufand ; when advancing 
to Taunton, he pubtiflied a violent nianifefto, 
and aflbmed the title of king, and then proceeded 
to Bridgewater, and took the refolut ion of at- 
tacking the king's army, und^ lord Feverftain, 
• • encarapeJ 
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encainped at Sedgeropre, which he did July the 
6th ; but his army wajs entijfely deftfoyed, ^nd 
hicnfelf uken. He was fent up to London , ^nd 
loon afterwards beheaded. 

James being now freed from his fears, occa- 
fion^ed by thefe infurre^ions/ determined ofi f^- 
ttsfying his revenge ; to gratify which, he could 
not have picked out two more proper perfons 
thin thofe.he fent, lord chief jirfl ice Jeffries, ^nd 
colond Kirk ; who, under the pretejnce of doling 
juftice, aSed like tygers, thlrfting ftfter iwia^m 
bloody, without religion, JhonoMJ, pr huni^- 
mtv. 

james.was/iow in .a very flowrifljjing qo^I>i,ion : 
ft parliament fubfervient tohiim, the Wl^ksh^n^^

©f the Popifli religion^ led him into n^e^f^res he 
had afterwards but too .much rjeafon to r^p(^ pf 
when it was too late.

The parliament began to entertain fufpiclons 
of the king's meafures, and abfolutely rcfufed to 
approve of employing Popifh ofEcers.

James, though he had a very great party in 
Scotland, finding the parliament not altogether 
fubfervient to his will, prorogued them, and 
jflued, by what he called his royal' prerogative, a 
declaration for liberty of confcit-nce j whilft Tyr^

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connel was proceeding in Ireland with difplacing 

Froteftant officers t0 make room for Popifh ones. 

James difplaced the Englifli judges, till he 

procured fuch a fet as approved of the king's 

power of difpenfing with the laws ; on which the 

•Catholics were aHowed to profefs their religion 

openly, and even Popifli bifhops were confecra- 

Ated. 

James having now entirely thrown offthe maik, 
lent the earl of Caillemaineas ambaflador ro the 
vpope, to reconcile his three kingdoms to-the holy 
fee ; but Innocent XI. a fenfibie man> received 
the ambaflador very coldly, and fent a nuncio, 
biit it was to tell the king privately, that he was 
too precipitate in his meafures. 

Several noblemen were difplaced from their 
•offices, becaufe they would not change their reli- 
-gion, particularly James'a brothers-in-law', the 
*earls of Rochefter and Clarendon.

Jam5s not daring to meet the parliament, pro- 
TOgued it ;o a longer time ; and ordered, by his

On the 22d January the convention met, whe» 
-^great debates took place betwixt^ the Whigs and 
Tories, the former being for eteSing a king, the 
ktter for a regent, or, at moft, to place the 
princefs of Orange on the throne. All this time 
the prince kept himfelf entirely clear of all par- 
ties ; but at laft he acquainted them, that, the 
parliament being met, they were free to chufc 
what mode of government they pleafed— but 
tiiought it right to tell them, that If they chofe a 
regent, he wou1d*not bfethe one ; nor would he 
reign either by the will, or fife, of the princefs, 
fhough he hid ^he greateft regard for her : and 
fhe likewife pofitively refufed to accept of the 
crown o n fuch terms. The parliament at laft de- 
dared, 'that Jarnes having abdicated the crown, 
the! throne was thereby become vacant^ and, the 
princefs of Orai^e arrivihg in London,' Febru- 
ary the i^thv the crown Was offered to prince 
A^illitim and her, and they were proclaira^rf 
next day, by the name of WiH^aig^^- Mary.

Though the French had great armJes in Flan- 
ders, Germany, and Catafonfa, they had no 
room to boaft of fuccefs: the only adion of 
confequence happened in Flanders ; where their 
general, D*Humieres, was defeated by the prince 
ofWaldeck. 

' Pope Innoceilt XI. died, a great enemy to the 
French. He was fucceeded by Alexander VIII. 
a perfbn In their intereft. 

The king's great favour to Diffenters, partica- 
hrly his aboliftiingepifcopacy in Scotland, began 
to occafion jealoufies betwixt the clergy and him; 
^nd, finding it very difficult to manage a parlia- 
ment compofed of Whigs and Tories, who were 
each trying to govern him, he diflblved it. ' 

j On the parliament's meeting, the king ac- 
quainted them with his intention oF going in 
perfon to Ireland : on which the queen was de- 
dai-ed^egent, whenever the fcJng (hould be out 
of the kingdom. :. > n f 

■ In June; when his majefty went to* Ireland, he 
found the troops, tinder duke Sihomberg, had 
iliffered much by fit^knefs during the winter; but 
they being then rec^Jvering, he aflembled them, 
as he was determined on fighting James ; who 
had convened a parliament at Dublin, compofed 
of Roman Catholics, 

July I As James, with his army, 'had an 
intention of defending the paffage of the Boyne, 
an aftion enfue^, wbcrein he was totally de- 
feated, 
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feated, with very little lofs on king William's 
fide, excepting the irreparable one of duk^ 
Schomberg, who was killed. 
■ James retired to Dublin, where he fpent onfe 
day (abufing the Irifh for cowardice) and the» 
went to Waterford, and embarked for Fiance ^ 
on which the king was invited to Dublin, the 
principal l^apills having quitted the towp. 

Thi$ fame month the French fleet, having en- 
tered the Channel, dtfeated the combined one of 
Englifli and Dutch, off Beachy Head, command- 
ed by lord Torrington ; who was tried and ac- 
quitted. 

The queen fhewed great prudence, in the ad- 
miniftrarion of pubhc affairs, during the king'f 
ahfence. She fupprefied a confpiracy entered 
into in favour of James ; and roufed the national-* 
courage, much depreHed by. the late defeat.. 

Amongft the earl of Tyrconnel's papers,. whicR'^ 
were taken, it was found that an iotemioiT had 
been formed of affaffinating the kingij 6^ means 
of one Jones. William, finding affairs in I re^-. 
l<^nd going on profperouflv, remrned to Englaftd ' 
in September J and in OSober the Comte de 
Lauzun, with the French troops, embarked for 
France, leaving, as comijiander of the Irifh,. 
'^'"g James's natural fon, thcdtike of Berwick. 

The duke of Savoy, who had joined the grand 
alliance, was defeated, in Auguft, at Saleuces, 
by marflial Catinat; and marfbal Luxembourg 
defeated the prince of Waldeck, at Fierus, in 
Flanders. There was no aflion of confcquence 
in Germany, this campaign; where the empe-i

The parliament, on meeting in GAober, ad- 
dreflbct the king and queen on the great care they 
fcciJ»rocally flicwed for the good of the nation ;

foul of the confederacy agatnft Fratrce, thej 
voted largp fuppKes for the prcrfecutioin of the war,

In January, William went over to Holland to 
concert meafures for the defence of the Hbef ties 
rf Europe againft the eneroachmemts of France, 
with the greateft aflemblage of fovcrcign princes 
ever known. 

In March, Louis XIV. having aflfembled a 
large army in Flanders, took the ftrong town of 
Mons ; after which he returned to Parb, teiving 
his army to Luxembourg; and king William 
renirned to England in April; when he found 
that, a few 6;^j$ before his arrival, Whitehall 
had been burnt by the careleffoefs of a maid* 
fervant. 

The king created Dr. TiHotfon archbifhcp of 
Canterbury. 

The end of April, William went over to 
Holland, having determined on commanding the 
army in Fhinciers in perfon. 

General Ginckle defeateil the Irifli, on' the 
r2th of July, at Aghrim ; where their com- 
nnanfier/ St. Rnih, was killed. He afterwards 
took Limerick, which finiflied the Irifli war* 

He 
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He received the thanks of pariiament for his fer- 
vices, and the king treated him earl of Athlone. 

AflFairs in Scotland were tolerably quiet ; 
though the Jacobites, whenever an opportunify 
offered, formed plans in favour of James, and 
Ihowed their dete Nation of prefbytery. 
x;The French a&ing on the defenfive in Flan*- 
den, nothing of moment occurred* In Cata* 
Ionia they took feveral towns. 

The campaign in Italy was attended with va- 
rious fuccefs : but, towards the end of it, the duke 
of Savoy had fo much the advantage, that, the 
pope dying, the conclave chofe Innocent XIL 
entirely devoted to his and the Spanifli intereft. 

The affairs on the Rhine were very inconf 
fiderable ; prince Lewis, of Baden, defeated the 
Turks in Hungary. 

Such was the fituation of things in Europe 
when William returned to Holland ; where he 
amufed himfelf with hunting till O^lober. He 
then returned to England, to n>eet ,th^ parliament, 
who began to entertain jealonfies of the .king's in- 
tentian of ruling arbitrarily. They likewifcf 
could not bear his prediledion for his Dutch, 
in preference to his Englifh fubjeQs. 

1692. 

A bloody maflacre took place in a fmall valf^ 
in the Highlands, called Glenco; for which the 
king was much blan!ed; thcuf^h it appeared 
afterwards to have been done without his know* 



ledg* or confcnt. 
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' The earl of Marlborough was difmifled from 
all his employments, and the pfincefs of Denmark 
retired front) court upon account of a quarrel with 
the king and queen, as (he would notdifmifs the 
countefs of Marlborough from her fervice. 

The Prefbyrerian party in Scotland^ aboirt thiir 
time, were jealous of tife king's intentions, and 
much eft ranged from him. 

The king having prorogued the parliament, 
went over to the army in Flanders ; but he could 
not hinder Louis taking the very important town 
ofNanrtur. After which fuccefs the French king 
returned to Phris, leaving the army under the 
command of Luxembourg; who cfefea ted king 
"William, at Fteenkirk, in July. 

On the 1 3th of Augoft, one Grandval was exe- 
cuted in the front of thecafnp, conviSed of hav- 
ing undertaken to aflTailinate the king :^o which 
it was believed both the French king and king 
James were privy. 

* The other theatres of war were not as aflfivc 
fhis campaign. The duke of Hanover was 
made a ninth eleftor of the empire, by the title 
of elector of Brunfwick. James, in concert 
with Louis, in the abfence of VV illiaro, having 
intended an invafion in England, a large fket, 
under Monfieur Tourville, put to fea ; which was 
m^t with, and entirely defeated, by admiral Ruf- 
fe!, on the 19th or July, off C^pe la Hogue; 
wbfch put an end to the defign. 

In C»(iiober, the king having put his army 
i nto winter quarters, returned to Engfand. Soon 
aficr wliich, he, with the queen, were m^niff* 

cently 
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cently entertained in the city by Sir John Fleet, 
the lord- mayor. 

When the parliament met, they voted an ad- 
drefs to the king, teftifying iheir thanks for the 
care he took of the nation ; and another to the 
queen, for her prudent adminiftration : . but in a 
fliort time they got into ill-humour, as the king 
flrefufed to pafs a bill for triennial parliaments* 

1693. 

Admiral Rullel was difmifled from the com- 
mand of the fleet ; which occafioned great jealoii- 
fiesofthe king's minifters (particularly the earf 
of Nottingham) as it was fufpeQed they were 
iecretly concerting meafures in favour of king 
James. The king was not popular, as he wa$ 
naturally very referved, and took no pains to 
conciliate the good opinion of th^ Englifli He 
/carcejy ever ftirred from Kenfington ; where he 
was furronnded by Dutch favourites : however, 
j.D April he weftt to Pland;Tj>, and in July wa^ 
ag?ii undefeated by marfhal LuxciTibourgj ai Lan- 
clen, thou gJi in the aSion he behaved. wnh the 
greateft condufl and, b^'avury. In Catalonia, 
likewi/e, affairs were in favcurofthe French; 
.and in QQober, in Italy, marfhal Catinat de- 
feated the duke of Savoy, at MarfagJia^ 

.prijtough there was po great aft ion at fea, yet 
the Englifh trade fuffered fo confiderably as to 
bccafion ftrong miftruft of the afieSion of many ' 
of the miniftry.

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France, though every where fucccf&fuJ, madif 
overtures of peace, but in too high a ftrain to b^ 
attetuicd to. 

The whole Prefbytcrians of Scotland being now 
in the king's intered, occafioned things to goon 
peaceably there. , 

In Odober, William, returned to England^ 
when • the parh^menjt readily granted very krg^ 
fupplics for the fleet ; the^ Hkewife voted an aug- 
mentation of the lan^ forces- The king very 
much changed the ininirtry in favour of the 
Whigs: a moirg others, the eail of Nottingham 
was liifmiiTed, and Ruflel was appoio te<I to comr 
ipand the fleet. ^, .

The king went to the army frt Flanders ; tut 
no a^ron of confequcnce happ^e^ned, as both ar- 
mlet toojc up ftrong pofts^ which they ftuck to 
very cjofely ; btif rh Catalonia, t^e French, un- 
der rhatrfliaf NoniHcs^ were fd fuccefsfur as tt> 
threaten Bfircefona by Tea and Fand ; on which 
RufTel failed xo the Medrtcrraneaii ; whi^h obff- 
ged the' French fleet to retire to Tonlon, and 
KulTlf remained wirh his a)i winter at Cadi?:. 

^J he confederates were rather fuccefj>fuj irt Ihly- 
and Germany. 

An attempt was made to dertroy theharbourof 
Fred ; V hich fa i fed ; and the land commander, 
gcnernf Talmaih, was killed: but lord Berkely, 
the admiral, in revenge, bombarded Dieppe, 
Havre de Grace, and Dunkirk. 

In 
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In November, the king returned to En^fanJ, 
where he fcrund every thing verjr quiet, owing to 
the qneen*s prudent adimitiiftraiiiorr, though the 
Jacobites did atl in their power to diflyrb the go* 
^^ntfient* 

At laft, to the great joy of the people, the king 
gave his afient to trfennkl parKaments. 

In Nbvertiber, ar<jhba<hop TiHntfon died, to 
ebe great griefcrfboth king and queen. 

On the aSth of I^cember queen Mary died^ 
of the fmaH-pc^, univerfally laaiented by ait 
fHfilcs, «nd moft defcrvecBy, for fhe undoubtedly 
Ofldei^ftoio^ the managemetit of the Englilh na*^ 
iion better than her hmband 

After her deatrh the fefng and the prtncefs of 
Beffhittfk were reconciled, but it wa« only out-

1695. 

William went over to Holland in May ; before 
be went the parliament was prorogued, artd ht 
appointed a regency, in which he never named 
th^ priacefs Anne ; which the people took much 
amifs ; and was in him certainly a mean jealoufy^ 
o a very infmcere reconciliation- 

The parliament in Scotlassd went much inlhd 
king' favour : they pafied an aft for a Scotch 
ln^ia company ; who eftabKfhed a fettleroetit ill ^ 
the Streigbts of Darien. They like wife enquired* 
iflto ihe maffacre of Glenco, whereby the king 
\ras exculpated from any kind of blanfve. 

September i. William took Namu?, afmoft 
in fight of marflial Villeroy and ioo>ooo men : 

after 
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ifter which, the king returned ro Loo, (0 hl$ di- 
verHoffs, whilft Villeroy retired to the ftrong lines 
at Mons. ^He com^nanded in Flapdersthis cam- 
paign, in place' of Luxembourg, who died the 
beginning of the ye^r. 

Nothing of moment was done either in Ger- 
uraqj^f ItaIVy or Catalonia. Ruflel rode trium- 
phant ly intheMeiterranean, whilft another fle^ 
bombarded the towns on the French coaft. 

In Oai)ber, the king retorjied to Eagjandi 
afid, in confequence of the-late aSf cTiflblved the 
parliament, and iflued writi fuf another, to be 
held in November ; duriitg which time bevifited 
many noblemen'^ft^s towards the north. 

The potn . of the kingdom was found to be fo^ 
tnvch woriit and clipped; as abfolutely to require 
a new coinage. 

1696. 

Afortunatedifcovery wasmad^, bytheconfeP- 
fion of two of the confpirators, Fiflier and Pen- 
dergrafs, ofan intention of aflaflinatingthe king^ 
as he returned from hunting, on the 15th of Fe- 
bruary ; at the head of which fcheme was Sir 
George Barclay. And, as it was intended to 
overturn the government, king James was at 
Calais ready to invade the kingdom ; but hearing 
the plot was difcovered, and that the nation was 
put into a proper ftate of defence (a fleet being 
fitted out in- a few days, comnianded by Ruflel)' 
Ke rehirned, very diftonfolate, toSt. Germains.

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The parliament figned an aflociation for the 
defence df the king and government ; which way 
/bon followed by all the well-affeSed in England ; 
apd foon' afterwards likewife bf the Scotch ; fo' 
that at prefent the Jacobites were obliged to re- 
main quiet. 

The operations of war went ^m'^rerj feebly this 
campaign.; -and, when the French offered more 
reafonable terms of peace, the confederates fif- 
tened to them, particularly as it was found that 
the duke of Savoy had privately made a feparate 
peace. 
, The king returned to Engkiid in OSober. 

1697. 

. ;A treaty of peace was entered pita by all the 
powers at war, and carried on at Ryfwick, in 

iifned, on the^d of September^ by Eagli^, 
T-rance, Spain, aini Holland ; and^ in the end of 
OSober, th^ emperor found hirafelf obliged ta 
come into it.. 

Neither the interefts of king JameSy or the, 
French Pjroteftants, were ^t ajl confulted in. this 
peace. 

Peter I. Czar of R uflia, travelled for iniprove- 
ment to all the courts of Europe, 

In September, prince Eugene, of Savoy,, at 
the head of the Imp^iaiii^ts, gained a great vic- 
tory over the Turks, at Zenta. 
^ The king, having been in Holland attending 
the negotiations for peace, returned to England^ 
IQ November 5 where he was received with the

In June, William went to Loo, to his ufual 
amufement of hunting ; and, at the end of fum* 
mer, returned to England ; when the parliament 
ordered the Inih forfeited eftaEtes to be ibid ; 
which hurt the king very much, as he had given

In March, the eleSoral prince of Bavaria 
dytpg*, William privately entered into another 
partuion-trdajry with France and Holland, by 
which the arch-duke" Charles, the emperor's fe^ 
cond fon, was to be king of Spain ; but many 
part« of it were to be ceded to France. 

In July, theking.went to Loo : a few davs af- 
terwards the diike of Gloucefter died, in his ele- 
venth year, the only fur viving. child of the prin- 
cefs of Denmark ; which very much elated the 
Papifts and Jatobites. 

The king of Spain died, on the iftofNovem^ 
ber, leaving the dauphin's fon, the duke of Anjou, 
his heir : X)n which Louis, without any regard to 
thepartition treaty, accepted the will. 

The emperor, who neither approved of the wijl,^ 
or the terms of the treaty, prepared for war; 
whtcTl obliged the Spaniards to give up all their, 

' pofleffions 
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E>fleffions into the care <£ the Freqch ; fo that 
urope now feemed as if it would foon be involv- 
ed again in a frefh war. 

Charles XII. the young king of Sweden, who» 
at the age of eighteen, waged war again ft the 
Poles, Saxons, and Ruillans, gained a great vic-^ 
tory over the latter, this year, at Narva. 

1701. 

The parliament, when they met, found great 
fault with the partition-treaty^ ; as they faid, had 
it taken ctTeS, it would have hurt the Iracfe of 
England, and endangered the peace of Europe. 
They then exhibited articles of impeachment 
againft th« old miniftry, for having been concer- 
ned in it. But violent difputes arifmg between 
the two Houfes concerning thei;- privileges ; and 
the Commons not appearing td make good their 
charges when the Houfe of Peers hacj fixed on the 
day for their trial, they were immediately acquit- 
ted, and, the animoruies ftill increafing, the par- 
liament was prorogued. 

It was thought that vafl fums qf money were 
fent from France this year to bribe the parlia- 
ment; notwithflancling which,. an aft pafied, ex- 
cluding all Papifts^ from ever Tucceeding to the 
crown of England. ■ 

In July, the king went to Holland ; the earl of 
Marlborough was to follow, w?th the troops def- 
tined for that country. 

The emperor, haying got readv all his prepa- 
rations, entered on aftion, ,by pnnce Eugent, of 
Savoy pafliiig the Adige^ almoft in fight of ni^r- 
tfial Villeroy. - . ^ 

Whilft 
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Whilft the king wa§ in Holland, he finiflied 
the treaty with the emperor aiid Holland, by 
which it was agreed to wreft the Spanifli Nether^ 
lands out of the hands of the French ; ta obtain 
fatisfa^ion for the eraperor^ as to the Spanifli 
rucceiTion ; and that whatever the Englifli and 
Dutch conquered in the Weft Indies they fhould 
keep. 

James 11. died in France, on the i6th of Sep- 
tember, and his fon was acknowledged king of 
England by the pope, and kings of France and 
Spain. William immediately ordered his ambaf- 
fador, the earl of Manchefter, to quit the French 
court without taking leave ; this behaviour of 
Louis roufing the ^nger of the Englifli to a very 
great degree. 

The king was detained in Holland by ficknefs 
till November, when lie diflblved the parliament ; 
and another met in December, which appeared 
fo much in the king's and Whig iniereft, that 
many of the miniftry refigned.

The parliament prcfented an addrefs, praying 
the king to oppofe the duke of Anjou as king of 
S^ ain.

The parliament entering into the queen's 
wiihes of an union with Scotland, authorized her 
to name commiiTioners for that puqiofe ; and« 
though great debates enfued upon the fubjeS in 
that kingdom, they likewifb at la(l named com- 
in i<n oners. 

The earl of Marlborough being appointed ana- 
4>aflador to Holland, and captain- general of the 
Confederate army in Flanders, drew them together 
in July, and took Venio, Ruremonde, -and Liege, 
with very little lofs; and in November, having 
fcnt the troops into quarters, in defcending the 
Maeze to the Hague the Tjoat wasr taken by a 
^arty from Guddres ; but not being known, he

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The eledor of Bavaria declared for the French, 
and feized on the town of Ulra. Prince Lewis 
of Baden defeated marilial Villarsat Fridlinguen. . 
King Philip of Spain went to Italy, and, in con- 
cert with the duke de Vendofine, attacked prince 
Eugene of Savoy at Luzzara, but they had the 
worft of the aAion ; fo, after an inglorious cam- 
paign he returned to Spain. 

The French endeavoured to ennbroil the em- 

feror with tiie T«.rk$, but in vain ; whilft the 
^les and Swedes carried on war with each other 
with the greateft ferocity. 

A large fleet of Englifli and Dutch, com- 
manded by fir George Rooke, and the forces by 
the duke of Ormond, made an attempt on Cadiz, 
which mifcarried; but, being informed of a fleet 
of men of war and galleons kaving put into Vigo, 
in Oftober they arrived there, broke the boom, 
afjd either burnt or deftroyed e^'ery ihip, to the 
amazing lofs of the enemy. 

The queen diflblved the parliament, and then 
attended her hu{band to Bath, as he was ill of an 
afthma ; and the end of Sq^teftiber they returned 
io*St. Jameses. 

Upon the parliament's meetiB? it was foon 
percei veable that they were chiefly Tories. They 
l^anted large fu implies for the war. 

On Marlborough^ return to England, the 
queen created him a duke. 

Admiral Benbow likewife gained fome advan- 
tages in the Weft Indies. 
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1703, 

The aJB&Irs of Scotlatid and Ireland were in 
^reat confufvon, owing to 7t)ries, and even pro- 
tefied Jacobite?, boing admitted into the govern- 
ment ; (6 that niany did not fcTuple to fay, the 
•qiieen, looking on her pretended brother as in- 
jured in his right, was intent on putting public 
aflTairs into fuch hands as wiflied Wm to fncceed 
licr. 

Affairs at fi^ did not go on well this year, for 
"which^ prince George was blanned, as knowing 
little of that fervice. Sir George Kooke cruifed 
in the Channel, but to no advantage;- and Sir 
Cloudefly "^ hovel, with a very large fkiet of Eng- 
liCh and Dutch, only convoyed noerchintmeii t# 
the Mediterraneatj. Shovel, indeed^ eodeavoored 
tqaifiQ the Cevennois, or Canninarf^ with arms 
aijd money, biH ftorms prevcDted him; they 
'w^re a people ei Languedoc, Profeftants, who 
Jiad revolted againft the French government.

. (let, near the Rhine, on the 1 3th of Augufl, where 
the duke and prince Eugene of Savoy totally de- 
feated the eleSor and Tallard. with the lofs c( 
near 40,000 men : the latter was takett> and^ 
with many other officers of diftmdion^ fent ta 
England. 

The emperor exprefled great acknowfedg- 
ments for his eminent fervices, and fbon after- 
wards, by queen Anne's confent, created the 
duke prince of Mindleheim, and gave him the 
territory annexed to it. 

Many ftrong towns were beifieged and taken : 
during which the duke went to Berlin, and nego- 
tiated for 8,000 Prurtians to march Into Italy to 
the affliftance of the duke of Savoy; he then paid 
a vifit to the court of Hanover ; from thence he 
went to the Hague, where he was received with 
all the attention due by the Stadtholder ; and on 
the r 1 th of December he arrived in England. • 

The 
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The eleSor of Bavaria, who had retired to 
Srufieis after his defeat, determined on attacking^ 
Nlonfieur D'Auverquerque ; but was prevented 
by marihal Villeroy's producing an order from 
the king of France, ftri^ly forbidding him, un- ^ 
lefs he perceived a manifeft advantage. 

Sir G. Rooke failed to the Mediterranean in 
quefl of the French fleet, but not.meeting with 
it, he bombarded and took Gibraltar, July the 
24th; and, leaving the prince of HefleDarmftadt 
-with the marines, for Che defence of the place, he- 
Tailed again into the Mediterranean, and met with 
the whole French fleets commanded by the count 
de Thoubufe, on the 13th of Auguft, when an. 
adion enfued, but night parted them, without a^ 
Ihip being taken or deftroyed on either fide. The 
French retired to Toulon, Sir George to GibraN 
tar, and from thence to England. 

Affairs in Portugal went in favour of king Phi- 
lip, as the duke, of Berwick gained many advan- 
tages over duke Schomberg ; who, difliking thi» 
fervice, by the queen's confeni refigned it to the 
earl of Galway. 

The Spaniards befieged Gibraltar, but were 
obliged to raife it with ma me, owing to the bra- 
very and good condaS of the prince of Heffe. 

The affairs of the Cevennes were quieted fop 
the prefent, through the prudence of marflial 
Villars. 

In Oflober the parliament met, when thecom- 

ipdns pafled a vote againft occafional Conformity,. 

which the lords rejefted ; but they both concur* 

red in pafllng ads againd Scotland, on account of '

The IVHh parliament palfed fev^ral a£b in fa- 
vour of the Hanover fucceflioni And ulmiical t6 
thie pretended prince of Wviel* 

In Scotland, rhe queem having niude gretft 
changes in the miniflry, recommended toilie 
filament the AicceiKon of the Proteftant fiAe as 
in England, or to enter into a t^reaty dfimidvi. 
After m^hy very warm debates^ it wttsat laft 
carried for the tinton. 

I'he dokeof Marlborongh having conterfed'AlI 
his mcafures for proiecuting the war on the M^ 
leHe againft marihil ViHar's, -ad^rmtctd ^Ith his 
army, andpafled that river ; but not.beihg jetned^ 
accorcKn^ to agreement, by prince LexJi^is of Ba- 
^im, (which W4» fle^le^edlby a meanjealooi^as 
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h fiyipofed) and hearing that tlie eleSor of Ba- 
-varia and VilFerov had befieged Liegt, he haften- 
. ed back into the Netherlands, raifed ttie fiege,, 
and forced tlie ftrong lines the t^rcnch'hadrai fed- 
in Brabant. A Iktie afterwards^ in concert wrtb 
Monfieur D'Aiiverquerque, he mane gre^t pre- 
parations for attacking the Bavarian und Fren^l> 
arniies ;biU being oppofed by the Dutch deputies, 
he was obliged to lay afide his intentiorr, and', 
therefore by the taking a few more towns, the can:- 
paign ended, not fo gloriou'fly as the duke had. 
hoped for, owing to the back wardnefs of prince 
' Lewis, and the caution of th^ Dutch deputies. 

I'he emperor wrote very marply to the prince 
upon his conduct, which he palliated .is well ashe* 
could. His fuccefs on the Upper Rhine againft: 
A'iikrs by no means anrweredthc general expec- 
tation. 

The emperor Leopo!(r dying Fn May, he was- 
fiicceeded by his eldeft fon JoTeph, king bf the- 
Romans, who wiflied to have a peyfonal corife- 
fence with the duke ofMarl borough. The diike 
•accordingly, in November, repaired'to Vienna, 
where he was received with-the greateft attention ;. 
after which he vifited the^ingof PrufTu, and the 
ele<9;or of Hanover, on his return to the'Hague ; 
where having fettled the pfan of the next cam- 
paign, he arrived at St. James's,. December 
30th, when he was again thankedby parliament^ 
who blamed the condu6^ of the alKes. 

The allies were pretty fnccen^ful in Porttrgat 

this campaign ; but the earl of Galway had the 

misfortune" to lofe his hand at tbe fiege of Ba- 

dajoTr. ' 

P 5 , King' 
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King Charles went with the earl of Peterbo- 
rough into Spaifi, when he took Barcelona, but 
with the lofs of the prince of Hefle, who was kil- 
led there. He was likewife very fuccefsful in Ca- 
talonia. 

Sir Cloudefly Shovel and Sir John Leake 
commanded at different times in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

Hungary continued a fcene of confufion and 
plunder, as well as Poland ; for the king of Sweden 
would hearken tx) no terms of peace. 

The French trade was much hurt this year by 
the Englifli cruizers. 

The eleSions were carried on with great 
warmth ; the clergy, and even the Jacobites, 
cried out that the church was in danger ; but the 
diflenters, who were now in the intereft of 
government, being very aflTiduotis, it was feund^ 
when the parliament met, in Oftober, the 
Whigs had a great majority. They voted very 
krge fupplies, and addrefled the queen to proceed 
on the union with Scotland ; for which reafoit 
they repealed the aSs lately made againft that 
kingdom. A bill of naturalization likewrfe paP- 
fed in favour of Sophia dutcheft dowager of 
Hanover, and her iffue.

The parlianfient was looked on as the moft una- 
nimous that had been remembered, fo that 
every body augured well of the government and 
reKgion ; and, having cheerfully voted fupplies 
for the war> it was prorogue 4 in ApriK 

Many 
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Maiw attempts in. former reigns had been' 
made for aa union Betwixt England and Scot- 
land; but it was referved for queen Anne to- 
finifli this defirable event. Comminioners oa 
both fides met April the 1 6th, at the Cockpit, 
Whitehall, and, after many meetings, agreed on 
terms for an incorporating union> by which the 
two kingdoms were to be called Great Britain, 
and to take place from the i ft of May i 707, if 
the two parliaments approved of the terms the 
commiilioners had agreed on. 

The duke of Marlborough, with monficur 
D*Auverquerque, having joined the army in 
May, it was determined to fight the enemy, and^ 
they being equally willing, an a6tion enfued^. 
May the 2yd, near the village of Ramillies; 
where the elei5h:>r and madlial Villeroy were de- 
feated, with the^ofs of "20,000 men, and moft of" 
their cannon»and baggage; and^his overthrow- 
in a fhorl time occafioned the fofs of all i3r;rbanc 
and Flanders; on which Charles III. was 
proclaimed king- of Spain in. thefe provinces. 
The French, on this, brought the duke de 
Vendofme from haly to command their army^ 
m Flinders. 

Ring Philip, early in the fpring, laid fiege tO' 
Barcelona, where Ijing Charles was, whilft the 
French befieged it by fea, and pufiied it very 
hard ; but Sir John Leake at la:ft being able to- 
get out of the Tagus, failed to it& relief, on which-^ 
the French retired to Toulon, and Philip to Ma- 
drid. During this time the enrlof Gal way drove 
thad'uke of 'Berwick, out of Portugal, and ad-

Vanced fo near ^^drid, that Philip, alartned for 
"his fafety, retired to Surges : it is thought, had 
*Charles now arrived there, he would have fe- 
cured the Spanifh crown ; but he idled away his 
time at Barcelona, till Philip, joined by ibme 
French troops, once more re-entred Madrid. 

The French arnniy in Italy, under the dauphin, 
'hidfiege to Turin, which they had great hopes 
•6f taking until September the 7th, when ihey 
were defeated by prince Eugene and the duke cf 
Savoy, which raifed the fiege, and loft them a 
•great part of Italy. • 

The Frerich made great overtures of peace, 
but they ivere all rejected by the allies, 

Charles XII forced Auguftus king of Poland 
•out of the kingdom, and then caufed Staniflaos 
10 be elefted in his room. 

The affairs of Scotland this year were in a 
dangerous fituation, for it was believed that one 
half of the nation was in the Pretender's intereft ; 
ialld when their Parliament met, in Oftober, de- 
bales ran very high againft the union, by the 
Jacobites ; there were like wife gre«t riots 
teithout doors,^ howiever at length the court car- 
ried it. 

Decern ber 19th, the colours and ftandards 
* taken at Ramillies were paraded through Lon- 

ildn, and then placed in Guildhall.

On the meeting of the Englifti parlrament^ the 
High Church party and the Tories made feme.. 

oppofition 
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oppofitioh to the tmion^ but it was carried by a 
very large majority ; fo that the fupplies beit\g . 
voted> the queen prorogued them in April, and 
then iflued out a proclamation for the firft par* 
liament of oreat Britain to meet in Odober. 

The emperor grew jealous of the intentiont of 
the maritime powers, and therefore entered into 
a privj»te treaty with France for their eva^;uating 
the Milanefe ; which had a bad eft*e<ft on the 
war in ;^pain, as they fent there all the veteran 
troops employed in that parf of Italy. 

Prince t^ewis of Bacien died, and was facceeJ- 
ed in tile command on the Upper » hine by the 
marquis of Bareith •; who was very ill fupported 
by the court of Vienna, as they were folely in- 
tent 6n reducing Hungary, a country fo alienated 
from the emperor, as even to talk of chufing 
another king. 

In confequence of the determination of a 
council of war, the earl of Galway, on the 14th 
cf April, attacked the duke of Berwick, at Al- 
mania, in Spain, but was defeated with the lofs 
cf 1 0,000 men, killed and prifoners; which loft 
king Charles, by the end of the campaign, alT 
Spain, except the province of Catalonia. 

The dukeof Marlborou.^h went into Saxony 
to confer with Charles XIl. as the emperor was 
alarmed at his too near approach ; and, having 
fettled every thing to their mmual fatisfa^ion, 
Charles retired out of Saxony, but refufed to 
join the grand alliance, as he had refolvedon ie- 
throning the czar of Mufcovy. 

On 
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On the duke*s return to the Netherlands he 
ufed every means to bring tfie duke de Vendofrae 
to an a€tiony but in vain. 

In Jiine, a large fleet of Engfifh and Dutch, 
under : ir Cloudefly i:hovel, fail^ to attack 
Toujon, in concert with prince Eugene anrf 
th* duke of Savoy ; but it failed, owing to the 
emperor's not fending his quota of troops in pro- 
per time. On their return to England ^ir Clou- 
defly was drowned, his /hip, the AflTociation^ • 
ftriicing on the Scillj rocks. 

The Englifh trade fuifered much this year by 
the enemy*s cruizers; for which the prince dT 
Denmark was blamed. 

Divifions began to appear at court, carried oit 
by fecretary Harley and Mrs. Mafliam, bed- 
chamber woman to the queen, who had been 
introduced there and always proteSed by the 
dutchefs of Marlborough, but who was now 
worming herfelf into the queen's favour, at the 
dut'chefs'sexpence; and the fecretary conftantly 
inftilled into her a great diflike of the Whigs and 
the duke of Marlborough. 

Things were likcwife carrierf on in Scotland, 
as if they wiihed to blow them into a dame in 
favour of the Pretender. 

Upon the meeting of the Britifli parliament,, 
they correSed fome errors in the aft of union, 
and addrefled the queen not to make peace 
as fong as Spain and the Spanifli Weft In- 
dies remained in the hands of the houfe o£ 
bourbon • 

A perfo» • 
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A perfon of the name of Gregg, and two 
others, were executed for carrying on a treafon- 
able correfpondence with the Pretendei; ; in 
v^hich Mr. Harley was fo much hefieved to be 
concerned, that the duke of Marlborough and 
lord Godolphin refufed to appear at the council 
as long as he remained in office ; which obliged 
the queen, much againft her wilf, to defire him 
t© refigh, and the earl of Burfington's nephew, 
Mr. Henry Boyle, was created fecretary. of 
Hate. 

The French king, in revenge For the attack on 
Toulcn, fent a large fleet, under Monf. Four- 
bin, with 12,000 land forces, and the Pretender 
on board, to make a defcent on Scotland ; but 
Sir George Byng kept fo clofe to them with 
the Engliin fleet, that though no engagement en- 
fued, they never could effeQ their purpofe : fa 
that after plying about a month on the Scotch 
coail, they returned to Dunkirk in a very ipife- 
rable plight. . Sir George having put into the 
frith of Forth, the city of Edinburgh begged 
leave to prefent him with the freedom of their

and on his return to London he was re- 



ceived moft gracioufly by the cjueen, and the 
prince of Denmark ; who, as high admiral, re- 
ceived the* thanks of parliament for his diligence 
in fitting out the fleet ; and the queen in her 
fpeeches fpoke favourably of ike Whigs and the 
Revolutioo. 

The 
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The parliament^ being prorogued in April, 
was-difTolved. The new eleflions went much ia 
favour of the ^Vhigs. 

The duke of Marfbofoiigh, at a conf<?rence In 
Ho'llaf^d concerning the campaign, found the 
duke of Burgundy was to comhiahd the French 
army in Flanders, and the duke de Vendofrte 
under hrm, and that the Pretender accompanied 
them as a vohinteer; the ele^or of Bavaria 
and the duke of Berwick on the Upper Rhine j. 
and marrtial Villeroy in Dauphine. * 

The two h( flife armies haviYig approached 
eachoiheF, July the nth, the duke of Burgundy 
was defeated by the duke of Marlborough and 
prince I'ugcne, with the lofs of 1 2,000 men, at 
Oudenarde;. on which they ret'fred behind fhe 
canal betwixt Ghent and Bruges, and fortified 
themfelves. The confederates then befieged 
Lifle, In French t'landers, which at length capi- 
tulated, owing to the gallant condu»4 of general 
Webb; who, in efcorting a Very large convoy 
cf military flores from Oflciid to the fiege, de- 
feated the ccmte de la Matte, at Wynendaie^ 
with a great lofs, which obliged marfhalBoufflers 
to capitulate, December the loih* 

'InOflohcr, iMonf.D'Auverquerquedied, and 
was fucceeded in the command oJF the Dutch- 
troops by general Tilly. 

The taking of Ghen* and Bruges finiflied » 
•very late campaign. 

The duke of Savoy, by the taking of feverat 
I^laces in Italy, opened himfelf a paflage into 
Dauphine. Affdirs in Spain were very trifling; 
duke Schomberg commanded againff the duke 
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of Orleans. Sir John L^e, therefore, failed 
and took the ifle of Sardinia; and, it being much 
■wiflied to have a good port in the Mediterranean, 
general Stanhope, who commanded the queen's 
moopf^ platmed aitdeirecoisod the taking the ifland 
df Minorca, which hepisrfermed with the lofsdf 
oiriy forty men. 

The po^^ having always Ihown a great ^re- 
dile&ion for Fnmce, at laft raifed an army ; bat 
on the emperor^s fendihg troops againft him^ he 
^vtT^s obHged to fiibmit to fubh terms ^ wel-e 4f- 
fered him. 

The army of the eleSor of Bmnfwicfc, on the 
Ufper Rtoie^ wasfoiieeHy 'e^[o:aA to the etedor 
ef Bavaria's, that they went ii«o winter quartsta 
wkhotit tioing any thiiig.

The duke of Marlborough coming to Eim;< 
land in March, and it being thought that it 
brought propofals of peace, botli hou(es addre£- 
fed the qtteen not to conclude the war, unleis the 
king of France acknowledged her title and the 
Froteftant fucceflion, at likewiie the removal tf 
the Pretender out of the French dominions, and 
the entire demolition of the harbour and fortifi- 
cations of Dunkirk. 

The French entered into negotiations of peace ; 
but it (boo appearing that they were not (incere in 
their profeffions, the duke and prince Eugene 
look the field, and laid fiese to Tournay, which 
having furrendered, and the armies having ap- 
proached near each other, the hardeft fought 
adion that had happened took place, September 
the nth, at Malplaquet, where the marfliab 
Boufflers and Villars «rere defeated, with a veix 
great lofs ; and the campaign ended in Odober 
with the furrender of Mons. 

In Spain the duke de Bay defeated the earl of 
Galway,^ at Caya ; but he fuffered fo much in 
the adioilf as to be able to profit very little by 
the vjflory. 

The caftle of AHcant, after undergoing the 
moft obAinate fiege, (even allowing the enenif 
to blow up the rock, on which the caflle wis fi- 
'tuated, which caufed a gteat breach, into which 
the governor, colonel Syhurg, and feveral other 
officers, fell) was at laft obliged to furrender. 

CharkJ 
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Charles Xlf. dill determined on dethroning 
the czar^ advanced into the Ukraine; but »e 
lad was totally ddFeated at Fulcowa; and moft of 
hit army deAroyed. . He, with a few followerf ^ 
eTcaped into the TorkiOi dotninions^ and took tip 
his reftdence at Bender; on which Aagufttis re- 
covered Poland, and StanHIatis ^d in his turn. 
^ The firft thing the parliament did, on their 
meeting, was to impeach Dr. Sacheverel, for 
publiHiing ieditioos books, and preaching fef- 
mons refleding on* the Kevohition and the Pro*^ 
tefiant fuccefiton.

Parties ran very high during SachevereHF 
trial, as Tory pr^iciples ieemed to be gaining 
^grpond in the nation f even the (peea. was &^ 
pedi^d of favourine them: which occaiioned 
many riots and tumtuts; fo that though the Cona« 
nK>ns made good their charge^ the Peers durft 
only pafs a mildlhTentence on him, which was 
Tufpending him from the fun3ions of a clergy- 
man fcr three years ; which his party looked on 
as nearly an acquittal. His books and (ermons, 
however, were ordered to be burnt, March the 
a I ft, by the Houfe of Commons. 

Bifliop Burnet, in a converfation he had with 
the queen, took the liberty of telling her, that it 
ivas univerfally believed fhe had entered on mea- 
fiires for the Pretender to fucceed her in the 
throne. 

The parliament being prorogueif in April, the 
duke of Marlborough went to Holland, where 
the French were at the old trick of negotiating;

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but, fufpeCbing them rfinfincerify^ (v^bich ttitnect 
©ur to be the cafb) thetrmy wai put in moticM, 
ibrced jhe enemy's Imes at Dowayy took rhit

Tffe citiitpaign on the Riime and in Piedmont 
was very ineonAderable, as bdtb fides were 
ecfualiy unable to enter on a&ion. 

TbeaSak-sin Spain werb carried ofi wiifa rt^ 
rious fuccefs ; as general Stanhepe^ at the begta^ 
ning of the campaign, defeated a large bocfy of 
Spaniards, at Alnnanara; and, in Auguft, count 
Statemberg defeatied thdr arihy, at ^tamgbtEg^ 
in which battfe were the rwo rival kings; rftfcr 
which the conAt s^dvanced tb Madrid. Ixitts^ 
XIV. finding bis grandfbn^ aiBairs in % de<|j«9te 
ftttiation, feSt to his aiTittairce the *kfe de Vfefi- 
dofhie alid a hrgs hody «f Preidth troops ; w!», 
learty in No\<ewber, ftrrpri^^d atid took geneml 
Stfifihcvpe and ftioft diftfre ETogUCh troops^amotirtr- 
itig to fti^at 3,000 titen^ whim: in cantonments %t 
Btihtiega. Count "^t^tcnr.berg marched to their 
yehef, btit he att-rvtd too late ; he however hkd 
the better in atj aftion at Villa Viciofa, but lie 
wais fo wea'kemed by k as to \\q tAhfijed to eira- 
cuiate ^11 ArragoVi; by which king Qrarles wto 
once more reduced to the province cf Cattalbiiui 
alotie. 

The czai^of RulTia made a great ufe of his 
vi^ory at Pulrowa, whilft Cliarles at laft .pre- 
vailed on the grand feignior to declare tvkr 
agai'ntl i^eter, tvhidi iniilHed frcBi hof^s

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into count Ragot&i and X\y% Hungarians over 
whom tke emperor had heen vot^ f"<^ceiiful 
this year. 

The CJueen, in &?ptember, totally changed 
lier Whig miniflry, and introduced profefled 
Tories, particularly Mr. Harley. Oi the dute 
of Marlborough's return to Englapd, it being 
^afily perceived how much he was out of favour » 
the allies were alarnned for feur of hf« b^ing 
fijperfeded, er that he ihould refign through iU 
iffage. 

The Kjueentikewitediflblved the parliament; 
and, on the meeting of the new one, it was 
thought the parties were nearly equaK

The new Houfe of Commons began with the 
x>ld miniftry, by repealing the bill-fpr laatur^liz^ 
ing foreign Proteftants; which ;h^ Peers re- 
jeSed. The Tory part of tlie Commons never 
loft any opportunity of cenfiiring the former 
parliament. 

In May> the q«een created Mr. Hariey earl 
of Oxford, and appotnt^d himlordireafurer, in 
place of earl Godolphin. 

Tlie daufhin of France and the emperor Jo^ 
feph dying of tJ>efnp^II-p!C^, the queen acquaint- 
ed the parliament that ihe was concerting mea- 
fbres to get Charles, king of Spain, eleSed em- 
peror ; and the new miniftry openly avowed 
their intentionisof makinga pence, by the concef- 
fion of Spain and the Weft Indies to Phihp ; to 
prevent which was the oaijife c^ the prevent 
waxM.. 

The 
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Thepatliament was prorogued in June; about 
. which tinae Whifton, mathematical profeflbr of 
Cambridge, revived Arianifm. 

The dufce of Marlborough, being continued in 
his command, went over to Holland ; but yery 
little was expedeii, as he was obliged to a^ un- 
der a mini ft ry fo much his enemy ; and like wife 
his army was weakened, owing to prince Eugene 
being detained on the Upper Rhine with an army 
to preferye the peace of iheempire 4 but, to the 
aftoniihment of all Europe, he out-manoeuvred 
marfhal ViUars in fijch a manner as to get poflef- 
fion of his lines without any hfs, though they had 
been thought to be. impregnable ; after which he 
took Boucliaifi ; but, as negotiations of peace 
feemed to be carrying on, no other fiege was un- 
dertaken* 

The affairs «f Spain went on very languidly, 
owing to the want of remittances from England, 
both of men and money. The duke of Argyle 
commanded the Englilh troops, in place of Stan- 
hope, ftill a prifoner. The principal fcene of 
. aSion was the pcirelTion of the ttrong pafs called 
Prato <lel Kev, which Staremberg defended fo 
we Jlj as to oblige the duke de Vendofme to give 
up all thoughts of forcing it. The earl of Gal- 
^ way, finding himfelf of very little ufe in Portu- 
gal, went to England. 

Wh.»W prince Eugene's army Tcept tlie French 
^ at a diftaiKe, kitig Charles was unanimou'fly 
eleded emperor at Francfort, on which here- 
paired from Barcelona to that town to be crowned. 
The war between the Turks and the czar was 
of fliort continuance, as the latter, finding him- 
felf 
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felf in great difficulties, gave up Azoph to obtain 
peace; at whichCharles XII. proclaimed loudly 
the grand vizier had been bribed ; and had inte- 
reft enough with the fultan to get him depo- 
fed. 

The new miniftry lent an expedition, under 
the command of Mrs. Mafliam*s brother, briga- 
dier Hill, and Sir Hovenden Walker, to take 
'QiJ^'^^c and Placentia ; but it entirely failed, 
owing to the fleet's not being fufficiently viauai- 
led. 

The peers in Ireland, on their parliament's meet- 
ing, feemed to favoui- the High Church party, 
-whilft the commons were ftrenuous for the Pro- 
teftant fucceflion. 

The people- in Scotland almoft openly avowed 
themfelves favourers of the Pretender. 

Th^ miniftry, determined on a peace, entered 
privately into a number of preliminaries with 
France, negotiated by Mr Prior from England, 
and Monfieur Mefnager from France ; which 
getting wind, the allies were quite outrageous, 
and «Hd every thing in their power to put a ftop 
to fo inglorious a meafure ; but at length were 
obliged to confent to a coJigrefs. The dr.ke of 
Marlborough, on his retttm to England, defired 
to be ex cu fed attending the counc^, as he could 
«ot with honour fuppo*t the meafures of miniftry. 
On the meeting of parliament, the peers ad- 
drcfled the queen, praying her, if peace was con- 
cluded, notto permit Spam, oi* the Weft Indies, 
to remain in the hands of the houfe of Bourbon ; 
^nd, in December, on the duke of Hamilton's 
ofierii^ to take his feat as duke of Brandon, they

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,' voted, no Scotch peer, created a peer of Great 
. ^Britain fince the Union, ha<J a right to fit it 
* ihatHoufe; which vexed the mi hiftry, and blew 
Scotland into an abfolute flame; by which it 
being perceived the Hbufe of Peers were ai:erfe 
to their meafures, they perfuaded the queen to 
create twelve new peers, which gave them a de- 
cided majority. They likewife prevailed on her 
tb difmifs the duke c^ Marlborough from all his 
employments, on a ridiculous notion of bribery ; 
and, on the eleSor of Hanover's refufing, the 
duke of Ormoqd was appointed to the commaod 
6f her majefty's troops in Flanders.

. In the beginning of the year prince Eugene 
arrived, in England, in hopes of flopping the 
queen's private negotiations for peace; but, find- 
ing all his efforts ineffedual, he returned to Hoi- 
. land, highly exafperated at the miniftry's encou- 
raging all kijids of fcurrilobs -pamphlets againft 
his friend the duke of Marlborough. 

The parliament, at laft, carried the repeal of 
the naturaliz^a.tion bill through both Houfcs: and 
likewife, iiuending to exafperate the Scotch Pref- 
byterlans, tlicy tolerated epifcopacy in that king- 
ijom, and reftyred patronages to livings, which 
they were very averfe to. 

The plenipotentiaries of the*belligerent powers 
having met at Utrecht, on the 29th of January 
(thofe for England being the earl of Strafford, and 
Dr. Uabinfon, bifliop of Briftol, and lord privy- 
feal) the French produced their p.ropofiiions; 
which being Tent to England, were treated by the 
people with the greateft fcorn; and the Houferf 
Peers addreffed the queen on the fubjeS^ - 

The 
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The conferences^ at Utrecht not being likely to 
terminate foon, the confederate array, now com- 
manded •by prince Eugene, took the field iir 
April; and, though the duke of OrmondVpubr: 
lie orders were to affift in carrying on the war: 
with the greateft Ttgour^- te received private or- 
ders from the queen, through Mr. St^ John^ fe-* 
cretary of ftate^ hot to accede to any operatiprf 
that might bring on a battle, or any fiege : oa 
whicjh he refufed ,to affift in befieging Quefnojr ; 
and declared he would affift in nothing till he re- 
ceived frefti didders from England •, by wbicji id 
was plainly perceived, that thequeefi had entered 
into a private treaty with France. The prince 
befieged and took Quefrioy, without ihe^ffiftance 
of the duke : and, a great coolnefs now growing 
betwixt them, in July he marched bis army to 
another camp; when moft of the auxiliaries in 
Britifli pay adhered to the prince, and were from 
this tinie paid by the emperor and Holland. On 
this reparation, the duke proclaimed a ceflatioii of 
arms, with France for two months, and foon af- 
terwards began his march to take pofleffion of 
Dunkirk, which was to be given up to Britain ; 
but, on his way, he ftaid at Ghent and Bruges^ 
fWith his forces, two of the cautionary towns. 

Prince EugeneV army, being now weakened by 
the lofs of the Britifti troops,was defeated, on the 
24th of July,, by marfhal Villars,, at Denain, and 
the ftrong camp of that name forced; which oc- 
cafioned the lofs of feveral other places to the 
confederates.

The queen being taken ill in December, both 
parties bbgah fo mdVfe ; feut her recovery flopped 
all public attfenhpts for the prefent. The peace« 
with Spain was conchided in July, by Which it 
was agreed, that France and Spaid flfiould never 
have the fame monarch^ 

When 
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When the parliament met, Mr. Richard Steele 
being obnoxious to miniftr^, they contrived to get 
him expelled the Hoofe 01 Commons, for having 
wrote a paper called " The Crifis,** which, they . 
pretended, infinuated the Proteftant fucceflfion: 
was in danger ander her majeft^'s adminiftration; , 
ami feveral oiEcers were turned out c^ the army, 
becaufe they would not declare they woeld fervef 
the queen without aiking queftions. 

The queea being again taken ill, in March^ * 
both parties went to work ; and, after a meeting of 
the Whig lords, baron Schutz, the dedor of 
Hanover's minider, demanded a writ from the 
chancellor, for his mafter, as duke of Cam- 
bridge, which was at length granted ; but the 
queen wrote to the eleSor, that his coming 
over at prcfenl would be of very bad confe- 
quence. 

May the aSth, the eleftor's mother, Sophia^ 
daughter of James the Firft's daughter Elizabeth, 
and the unfortunate eledor Palatine, died at 
Herenhaufen, in the 84th year of her age. 

The queen having prorogued the parliament in 
June, a violent rupture amongft the miniftry en^- 
fued, wheii lord Bolingbroke getting the better, 
the earl of Oxford, lord treaiurer, was diimifled, 
and before another was appointed, the queen fell 
fo ill, as to be in imminent danger ; on which 
fome of the friends of the Hanover fucceffion met, 
and ftrongty recommended to her the duke of 
Shrewflbury, . whom (he appointed ; and, a few 
days afterwards^ Auguft the i ft, died of a lethargy,
